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Division  activities  for  the  month  were  confined  to  routine  work  in  the  mu- 
seum building  at  Park  headquarters.  Attempts  were  made  to  bring  current  many 
projects  which  would  require  consistent  work  if  we  were  to  keep  abreast  of  their 
cumulative  materials*  Muoh  was  accomplished  toward  bringing  acoession  files,  li- 
brary book  records #  photographic  files,  and  our  general  correspondence  files  up 
to  date0 

The  weather  during  the  latter  part  of  the  month  was  very  cold  and  clear,  and 
the  opportunity  presented  itself  for  one  field  trip.  The  public  oontact  work  of 
the  Division  has  been  confined  to  the  comnunity. 

Administration 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  supervised  Division  activities  until  his  assignment 
to  Omaha  from  January  10  through  January  18,   During  this  period  Jark  Naturalist 
W»  Verde  Watson  served  as  Acting  Chief  Park  Naturalist, 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

The  Yellowstone  Park  Church  Committee  has  gone  ahead  with  its  plans  for  cer- 
tain physioal  improvements  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  Chapel  and  on  January  7  Mrs, 
Mary  McLean  of  Billings,  Montana,  completed  her  contract  for  the  installation  of 
draperies.  These  have  proven  to  be  quite  an  addition  to  the  appearance  of  the 
Chapel's  interior*  Their  use  in  cotinection  with  the  presentation  of  sound  motion 
pictures  of  a  religious  character  is  most  helpful*  The  Church  Committee  at  the 
close  of  the  month  had  decided  upon  the  type  of  rugs  for  installation  in  the 
chapel  and  they  have  prepared  an  order  for  these  which  will  be  submitted  the  first 
of  February  to  the  firm  who  quoted  best  prices. 

On  January  5  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  discussed  Naturalist  Division  prob- 
lems with  acting  Superintendent  Johnston,  Those  of  most  importance  were  the 
pending  transfer  of  Clerk-Stenographer  LeRoy  Van  Cott  and  the  possibility  of 
filling  the  other  Naturalist  position  in  the  Division* 

On  January  7  Biologist  Wei  don  Robinson  of  the  Fish  &  Wildlife  Servioe  visited 
the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  Office  and  discussed  a  research  program  being  carried 
on  by  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Servioe  with  respect  to  coyote  migratory  habits* 
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On  January  8  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  conferred  with  Park  Engineer  Wohl- 
brandt  and  Acting  Superintendent  Johnston  oonceming  the  major  repair  and  reha- 
bilitation program  with  respect  to  amphitheaters,  museums,  and  other  projects 
concerning  the  Naturalist  Division* 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  went  to  Omaha,  Nebraska  to  Region  Two  Office 
on  special  assignment  during  the  period  January  10  through  t  he  18th,     While  in 
Omaha  he  worked  on  the  preliminary  plans  for  the  museum  prospectus   for  a  combined 
headquarters  museum  and  administration  unit* 

On  the  morning  of  the  23rd  Mr,   Condon  was  called  to  attend  a  special  confer- 
ence  in  the  Superintendent's  Office  at  which  time  Chief  Renger  LaNoue,  Biologist 
Kittams,  Regional  Biologist  James  Cole,  Assistant  Chief  Ranger  Curtis  Skinner, 
Assistant  Chief  Renger  W,  Leon  Evans,  and  Acting  Superintendent  Johnston  were 
present.     The  conference  consisted  of  a  general  discussion  on  wildlife  and  wild- 
life problems « 

During  the  month  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  Chief  Ranger  LaNoue  have  gotten 
together  on  several  occasions  and  discussed  personnel  problems  and  the  distribu- 
tion of  personnel  at  the  major  points  of  concentration  throughout  the  Park, 

On  the  27th  and  28th  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  conferred  with  Superintend 
dent  and  Mrs,  Luce  of  Custer  Battlefield  National  Monument  relative  to  interpre- 
tive problems   pertinent  to  that  area, 

In-Sorvioe  Training 

Very  little  activity  was  carried  on  relative  to  In-Servioe  training  by  the 
Naturalist  Division,     Frank  Kowski  of  the  Protection  Division  has  been  preparing 
the  Yellowstone  Weekly  News  Letter  and  it  has  been  multilithed  by  Clerk-Steno- 
grapher LeRoy  Van  Cott, 

Interpretive  Services 

There  were  no  interpretive  servioes  conducted  by  the  Naturalist  Division 
other  than  the  regular  weekly  movjes  which  are  carried  on  in  the  Mammoth  Canteen 
and  the  preparation  of  special  correspondence  answering  letters   of  inquiry  con- 
cerning Park  features  and  their  significance. 

Museum  Activities  and     Exhibits 


Some  work  was  done  on  the  rehabilitation  of  rook  exhibit  trays  for  the  Norris 
and  Old  Faithful  Museums,     It  is  anticipated  that  considerable  work  will  be  done 
during  the  month  of  February  and  March  on  these  and  other  projeots  pertinent  to 
the  museums. 

Personnel 


Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  annual  leave  one  day  during  the  month, 
January  2,  and  was  absent  from  the  Park  on  special  assignment  to  the  Regional 
Office  from  January  10  through  the  18th, 
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Park  Naturalist  7f.  Verde  Watson  was  on  duty  all  month  except  12  hours  of 
annual  leave* 

Clerk-Stenographer  LeRoy  Van  Cott  -was  on  duty  all  month, 

George  D,  Marler  was  employed  and  his  services  began  the  morning  of  January 
30,  The  work  he  is  doing  will  consist  of  the  rehabilitation  of  museum  exhibit, 
exhibit  labels,  and  other  exhibit  materials* 

Applications  for  seasonal  employment  have  been  coming  in  almost  daily  and 
form  letters  have  been  orepared  for  sending  to  candidates  for  employment.  Four- 
teen  of  the  experienced  naturalists  of  other  seasons  have  indicated  their  desire 
to  return  for  the  19^8  season. 

Research  and  Observation 

One  trip  was  made  to  the  Lamar  Unit  and  the  Lamar  Valley  area  on  the  26th 
for  the  purpose  of  observing  bison  reduction  operations  and  make  pictures  of  the 
same.   It  was  very  cold  on  this  day  with  temperatures  ranging  well  below  zero 
and  considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting  satisfactory  operations 
from  cameras  used.

The  Yellowstone  Park  Church  Committee  of  which  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
is  chairman  has  gone  ahead  with  chapel  improvements  and  issued  a  contract  for 
rug  runners  and  pads  during  the  month*  These  were  received  and  paid  for  but  have 
not  yet  been  installed  in  the  chapel  building  pending  the  installation  of  new  oil 
furnaces  for  heating  it* 

Mr.  Condon  was  reelected  to  the  presidency  of  the  Parents  and  Teaohers  Asso- 
ciation on  February  10*  The  residents  of  the  Mammoth  Community  were  pleased  to 
hear  from  Congressman  D^Ewart  on  February  16  that  the  school  bill  introduced  by 
him  had  successfully  passed  the  House* 

On  the  16th  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Park  Naturalist  W.  Verde  Watson 
attended  a  special  meeting  held  in  the  Canteen  building  for  the  purpose  of  review- 
ing procedures  to  be  followed  in  making  the  elk  census  for  the  Northern  Yellow- 
stone Park  herd.

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In-Service  Training 

No  definite  plans  have  been  formulated  for  the  continuation  of  the  In- 
Service  Training  Program  which  was  carried  on  last  year  by  the  Chief  Park 
Naturalist* 

The  weekly  news  letter  has  been  prepared  by  District  Park  Banger  Kowski  dur- 
ing the  last  month* 

Interpretive  Services 

The  regular  weekly  movies  under  the  supervision  of  Park  Naturalist  Watson 
in  the  canteen  have  been  well  attended, 

A  special  group  of  about  16  wildlife  students  from  Montana  State  College  at 
Bozeman  visited  the  Yellowstone  7'ark  headquarters  museum  on  February  17  and 
spent  several  hours  reviewing  the  exhibits  in  the  building.  This  group  was  given 
a  two  hour  talk  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Cordon  on  Yellowstone  National  Park0 
They  were  also  shown  a  one-hour  16  mm  colored  motion  picture  of  Yellowstone  Park 
scenes  and  wildlife  pictures*  District  Park  Ranger  Rudolf  Grimm  talked  to  them 
for  a  few  minutes  on  certain  range  problems  relative  to  the  northern  side  of  the 
Park.  This  group  spent  almost  the  entire  day  at  the  headquarters  museum  and 
seemed  to  be  well  pleased  with  the  assistance  which  was  given  then*  Dr.  Co  J*  D* 
Brown  was  in  charge  of  the  party* 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 


One  trip  was  made  to  Old  Faithful  and  return  during  the  month  for  the  pur- 
pose of  visiting  the  Old  Faithful,  Madison  Junction,  and  Norris  Museums  to  secure 
from  them  oertain  exhibit  materials  which  needed  to  be  repaired*  Mr*  George  D» 
Marler  who  has  been  employed  for  the  purpose  of  working  on  museum  rehabilitation 
projects  during  the  month  made  revisions  in  the  clock  arrangement  for  predicting 
the  eruption  of  Old  Faithful  Geyser*  The  revised  clock  board  now  has  a  very  large 
olook  for  Old  Faithful  Geyser,  and  six  other  clocks  on  which  the  approximate  time 
of  eruption  for  such  geysers  as  the  Daisy,  Riverside,  Fountain,  Lone  Star,  Grand, 
and  Castle  Geysers  can  be  shown*  In  addition  to  this  the  self-guiding  nature  trail 
labels  and  stands  and  many  informational  labels  for  exhibits  have  been  worked  on 
by  Mr*  Marler, 

One  large  case  in  the  geology  room  in  the  Mammoth  f/useum  had  to  be  completely 
opened  and  the  exhibit  materials  plaoed  back  in  position  due  to  the  influence  on 
them  by  trucks  driving  by  and  causing  the  building  to  vibrate*  Some  of  the  rock 
specimens  were  about  to  fall  and  break  case  glass* 

Personnel 

Applications  have  been  received  from  35  ™en   so  far  for  seasonal  park  ranger 
naturalist  positions*  Of  this  thirty  five,  17  are  experienced  men  of  previous

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Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  one  day  of 
annual  leave  taken  on  February  20. 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  was  on  duty  all  month  except  2-l/2  days  of  annual 
leave  taken  on  the  18th9  19th ,  and  20th. 

Clerk-Stenographer  LeRoy  Van  Cott  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  four  days 
of  annual  leave  taken  from  February  2l\  through  February  27  • 

Laborer-Foreman  George  D.  Marie r  was  on  duty  all  month  and  his  services 
were  used  on  the  museum  rehabilitation  project© 

Research  and  Observation 

Several  field  trips  were  made  into  the  park  by  the  Division  personnel  dur- 
ing  the  month  for  the  purpose  of  making  field  observations  and  attending  to  work 
at  the  museums*  On  February  l*.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Park  Naturalist 
Watson  and  Laborer-Foreman  George  Marler  made  a  trip  to  Old  Faithful  and  return. 
At  this  time  several  field  observations  were  made  which  were  of  interest.  Eighty 
two  bison  were  counted  in  the  Lower  and  Upper  Geyser  Basins  from  the  roadside. 
The  Old  Faithful  and  Lion  Geysers  were  observed  in  eruption  and  while  the  party 
was  in  the  Upper  Basin  the  Riverside,  Daisy,  and  Grand  Geyser  played.  Enroute  to 
and  from  Old  Faithful  quite  a  number  of  elk  and  deer  were  observed,  also  several 
coyotes.  One  coyote  ran  down  the  road  ahead  of  the  car  for  quite  some  distance 
and  was  clocked  at  a  speed  of  about  thirty  miles  per  hour  for  some  distance  on 
the  car  speedometer. 

On  the  9th  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Park  Naturalist  Watson  partici- 
pated in  a  preliminary  elk  count.  Park  Naturalist  Condon  oounted  the  Mammoth 
area  in  company  with  Frank  Hirst  and  Park  Naturalist  Watson  worked  on  the  Gardiner 
unit.  On  this  trip  in  the  Mammoth  area  791  elk  were  seen,  103  mule  deer,  13 
antelope,  16  Bighorn  sheep,  and  7  coyotes.  Figures  were  not  obtained  from  Park 
Naturalist  Watson  on  the  Gardiner  area. 

On  the  12th  day  of  the  month  a  trip  was  made  to  the  7»ttil©  bridge  and  return 
in  an  attempt  to  get  some  winter  shots  of  Bighorn  and  the  Hoodoo  area.  This  ex- 
pedition  did  not  prove  fruitful  due  to  the  sudden  influx  of  clouds. 

On  the  17th  Park  Naturalist  Watson  and  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  partici- 
pated in  the  northern  elk  herd  census  both  men  counting  the  areas  which  they  had 
previously  counted  on  the  9th.  Of  interest  was  the  fact  that  in  the  Ifemmoth  area 
where  791  ®lk  were  counted  on  the  9th  a  total  of  770  were  counted  on  the  17th. 
On  the  18th  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  went  to  the  Lamar  Valley  to  participate  in 
the  elk  census  of  that  area  but  inclement  weather  caused  the  counting  activities 
to  be  postponed. 

On  the  27th  a  trip  was  made  to  the  7*Bdle  bridge  on  the  Gardiner  River  and 
return,  ^uite  a  number  of  winter  photos  were  taken  both  in  kodachrome  2  x  2's 
and  some  black  and  white  pictures.  A  trip  was  made  on  this  day  over  the  entire 
upper  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  terraces  and  observations  made  of  the  thermal  activity.

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There  are  now  five  active  springs  on  the  Angel  Terrace,  each  one  of  which  is  very 
beautiful*  The  Orange  Spring  Mound  is  very  active  and  has  water  flowing  on  all 
sides.  On  this  trip  we  visited  a  crevice  on  Highland  Terrace  which  during  the 
winter  months  forms  a  perfect  natural  pitfall,  the  snow  drifting  over  the  top 
of  the  crevice  and  forming  packed  snow  covering  about  llj.  inches  in  depth*  The 
orevioe  or  old  spring  vent  is  about  1-1/2  feet  wide,  50  feet  long,  and  probably 
ill  feet  deep.  When  it  is  covered  over  with  snow  the  unwary  might  come  along, 
break  through,  drop  down  lk  feet,  and  find  themselves  trapped.  This  happened 
last  winter  to  a  bull  elk  and  out  of  curiosity  we  examined  the  site  again  this 
winter  and  foun'd  that  there  was  very  little  evidence  of  the  danger  which  was 
really  existent  at  this  spot.

In  addition  to  this  many  copies  were  delivered  to  the  individuals  locally. 

The  Association  has  proceeded  with  its  assembling  and  stapling  of  the  "Fur 
Traders  and  Trappers  of  the  Old  West"  by  Merrill  J.  Mattes.  It  has  also  pur- 
chased lUQ.OO  worth  of  books  for  the  research  library  at  Custer  Battlefield 
National  Monument. 

A  special  letter  from  Miss  Anne  G.  Rittenhouse  was  received  by  the  Associa- 
tion giving  additional  information  to  them  about  Daniel  T.  Potts  and  his  family. 
This  is  a  valuable  addition  to  the  historical  information  we  have  been  accumula- 
ting on  this  matter. 

The  Association  has  agreed  to  cooperate  in  the  preparation  of  5*000  informa- 
tional folders  for  the  new  Theodore  Roosevelt  Hational  Memorial  Park  in  South 
Dakota.  Arrangements  for  this  are  being  carried  out  by  the  Region  Two  office. 
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The  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  has  also  agreed  to  cooper- 
ate with  the  Nature  Association  in  Grand  Teton  National  Park  in  the  acquisition 
of  several  hundred  copies  of  "Jackson  Hole,  Crossroads  of  the  Western  Fur  Trade" 
by  Merrill  J*  Mattes* 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

The  Division  received  from  war  surplus  during  the  month  one  large  print 
wringer,  one  7*9  foot  beaded  screen,  and  one  motor  for  use  on  a  print  drier.

The  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  is  arranging  to  have  dupli- 
oated  300  of  the  best  kodaslides  which  we  could  assemble  from  the  National  Park 
Service  collections  and  personal  collections  of  Park  Naturalists  Watson  and 
Condon,  and  Mr*  George  Marler*  These  300  kodaslides  are  now  in  the  Eastman  Ko- 
dak Company  at  Rochester,  New  York*  It  is  anticipated  that  a  sufficient  number 
of  duplicate  sets  will  be  made  so  that  we  can  provide  2x2  kodachrome  illus- 
trative material  for  all  field  stations  where  evening  campfire  programs  are 
given.  This  represents  a  large  investment  on  the  part  of  the  Association  but 
since  National  Park  Service  funds  are  not  available  and  it  is  deemed  a  desirable 
move  we  are  sending  them* 

Twelve  hundred  kodaslide  binders  for  use  for  binding  2x2  slides  were  pur- 
chased  by  the  Association  from  the  Sooiety  for  Visual  Educational  Purposes  for

A  selection  of  men  for  Seasonal  Park  Ranger  Naturalist  positions  was 
during  the  month  and  all  applicants  notified  of  their  acceptance,  placement  on 
an  alternate  list  or  definite  rejection.        ave  indicated  positive  acceptance 
at  the  close  of  the  month. 

A  tentative  assignment  of  men  has  been  made  for  all  stations  and  will  prob- 
ably require  only  slight  modification.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  fill- 
ing of  8.11  janitor  jobs. 

Clerk  Stenographer  Le  Roy  Van  Cott  terminated  his  services  in  Yellowstone 
at  the  close  of  duty  on  the  31st*   He  left  the  park  that  evening  for  Zion  Nation- 
al Park  where  he  will  occupy  a  Clerk  Stenographer  position. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  one  hours' 
annual  leave  taken  on  the  25th. 

Park  Naturalist  Vfetson  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  one  hours'  anv 
leave  taken  on  the  25"bh. 

Clerk  Stenographer  Van  Cott  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  four  hours  an- 
nual leave  on  the  1st  and  one  hour  on  the  30"th. 

Laborer-Foreman  Ceorge  karler  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Research  and  Observations 

Two  field  trips  were  made  during  the  month  by  division  personnel.   One  trip 
on  the  1st  to  korris  G-evser  Basin  and  Old  Faithful  where  observations  were 
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of  the  thermal  phenomena  and  animal  life.   In  addition  to  this  materials  were 
obtained  from  the  museums  at  both  places. 

On  the  5th  a  trip  -was  made  to  Norris  by  Condon  and  Watson  and  observations 
were  made  of  the  thermal  activity  in.  Norris  Basin.  A  series  of  pictures 
made  showing  the  unique  development  of  ice  masses  adjacent  to  steam  vents, 
sers,  and  springs.  Motion  pictures  taken  at  this  lime  are  of  unusual  beauty  and 
interest.   These  are  deemed  of  such  value  that  is  it  hoped  to  preserve  the  ori  ;<;- 
inal  and  use  only  duplicate  copies  if  funds  can  be  obtained  to  finance  duplication. 

Some  time  was  spent  delving  into  old  records  to  secure  data  on  all  stare 
robberies  which  have  occurred  in  the  park.   This  information  was  provided  to  Mr. 
Jack  E.  Haynes  for  his  use.  Also,  old  records,  diaries,  and  reports  were  re- 
viewed to  provide  Historian  Mattes  with  some  information  available  in  our  library. 

A  review  was  made  of  the  historical  data  on  the  question  of  "Who  first  climbed 
the  Grand  Teton"?  Some  of  the  information  secured  was  sent  to  Mr.  Brayer  in 
Denver,  Colorado. 

An  article  prepared  for  publication  in  Nature  Magazine  by  iiildred  iricson 
was  edited  and  her  data  checked  against  filed  records  for  assurance  that  all 
facts  were  correct.

All  books  which  it  is  anticipated  will  be  required  to  carry  on  this  sea- 
son's service  at  kuseun  information  desks  were  ordered  at  mid-month,  and  at  the 
close  of  the  month  several  shipments  have  been  received.   Some  important  pub- 
lications are  not  available  this  year,  and  their  absence  from  our  stock  will 
leave  a  gap  in  types  of  literature  available.  The  "Yellowstone  Park"  by  Chit- 
tenden, "Yellowstone  Thru  the  Ages"  by  Howard,  and  several  r-overnment  publi- 
cations are  out  of  print.   One  new  item  has  been  purchased,  "Piney  Bear"  by 
Helen  Ogston.   This  book  is  attractive  and  informative  for  childrer , 
prove  to  be  too  highly  oriced  to  be  popularly  received. 

The  Association's  shipment  of  books  which  were  ,.eing  bound  and  repaired 
by  the  Deiter  Bookbindery  in  Denver  were  received  and  a  splendid  job  was  done 
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for  us.  A  total  of  108  volumes  in  new  binding  are  being  added  to  the  stacks  in 
our  library. 

In  order  to  comply  with  postal  regulations  governing  the  mailing  of  books 
and  pamphlets  the  Association  has  printed  this  month  550  gummed  mailing  labels 
and  anticipates  these  will  meet  its  needs  for  several  years.

Equipment  and  Supplies 

Neither  the  Speed  Graphic  Camera  or  the  Iiultilith  sent  out  for  reoairs  in 
January  has  been  returned  as  yet. 

Those  items  of  equipment  which  were  out  on  loan  were  called  in  at  the  close 
of  the  month,  and  it  is  planned  that  an  inventory  of  all  division  equipment  and 
supplies  will  be  made  during  the  month  of  April. 

At  the  close  of  the  month  the  division  received  two  telescopes  from  the 
director's  Of fice  .through  '.'far  Surplus  sources.   These  telescopes  will  eventually 
be  mounted  for  use  at  strategic  observation  points  where  people  can  best  benefit 
from  their  use.

General 

The  Naturalist  division  was  handicapped  during  the  month  of  April  by  a 
shortage  of  Personnel.  The  division  functioned  without  a  clerk  stenographer 
until  April  20,  and  continued  to  operate  with  a  shortage  of  one  naturalist. 
The  preparation  of  a  monthly  report,  form  letters,  general  correspondence 
and  other  routine  work  of  this  type  took  up  a  great  deal  of  the  Naturalist 
personnel's  time  and  called  for  extra  work  in  an  attempt  to  keep  abreast  of 
current  problems.  With  the  opening  of  the  roads  and  improvement  in  the 
weather  some  trips  were  made  to  outlying  museums  in  order  to  bring  material 
in  which  needed  renovation. 

Administration 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  supervised  the  activities  of  the  Naturalist 
division  during  the  entire  month. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Mr»  William  Dunn,  Superintendent  of  the  Lake  Fish  Hatchery  for  Fish 
and  Wildlife  Service  visited  the  Park  April  2  and  a  conference  was  attended 
in  the  Chief  Ranger's  office  on  fish  and  fishery  problems.  Those  discussing 
the  problems  were  Chief  Ranger  LaNoue,  Assistant  Chief  Ranger  Skinner,  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Mr#  Dunn. 

On  April  3  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  discussed  with  Mr.  Bob  Greer 
of  Livingston,  Montana,  the  possibilities  of  making  sound  recordings  of  the 
various  noises  made  by  some  of  the  physical  features  found  in  the  park. 
Plans  were  tentatively  made  to  record  the  sound  effects  of  such  things  as  the 
Black  Growler  Vent,  Old  Faithful  Geyser,  Paint  Pots,  a  waterfall  and  some 
other  features  so  that  naturalistic  sound  background  would  be  available  for 
sound  tracks  used  on  the  motion  pictures  and  recordings.  This  work  will  be 
accomplished  on  probably  May  9»  On  April  7  &  special  meeting  was  called 
of  the  division  heads  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  master-plans  for  the 
development  of  the  West  Thumb  area.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended  this 
meeting . 

Considerable  time  was  spent  with  Mr.  George  Grant  and  Merrill  Mattes 
of  the  Region  Two  office,  Missouri  River  Basin  Study.  Mr.  Grant  was  utilizing 
darkroom  facilities  of  the  museum  and  Mr.  Mattes  was  securing  historical 
information  with  respect  to  the  early  history  of  the  Yellowstone  region. 
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Sandhill  Crane  in  fclk  Park  - 
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On  April  30  there  was  a  special  conference  of  the  Campground  Committee 
of  which  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  is  a  member.  At  this  time  campground 
improvement  changes  were  discussed. 

Members  of  the  Naturalist  division  attended  those  sessions  of  the  Ranger 
Conferences  which  it  was  possible  for  them  to.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  talked 
to  the  group  on  April  21, 

Interpretive  Services 

On  April  13  Chie£  Park  Naturalist  gave  a  talk  to  the  Livingston  Kiwanis 
Club  on  Yellowstone  Park.  This  program  was  well  attended  and  received  by  the 
members  of  this  organization.  Park  Naturalist  Watson  continued  to  run  the 
Tuesday  night  motion- pictures  for  the  community  program  in  the  canteen. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 


A  great  deal  of  work  was  accomplished  during  the  month  toward  the 
rehabilitation  of  museum  exhibit  materials.  (.A  complete  set  of  pictures 
with  new  labels  were  mounted  and  framed  for  use  at  the  Big  Hole  Battle- 
field National  Monument. y  Fourteen  new  Riker  mounts  were  made  up  for  the 
forest  exhibit  at  Old  Faithful  and  new  labels  prepared  for  these.  ^A 
broken  case  front  for  one  of  the  exhibit  cases  at  Old  Faithful  was  brought 
to  Mammoth  for  repairs  and  this  job  will  be  completed  in  May.\  All  museum 
exhibit  labels  which  are  in  positions  where  they  are  touched  or  might  be 
handled  by  people,  were  covered  with  Thermium  film.   It  has  been  found  by 
us  that  this  film  works  very  satisfactorily  under  conditions  where  it  is 
maintained  at  a  more  or  less  uniform  temperature.  Those  labels  which  were 
covered  with  it  last  season  and  left  in  the  museums  where  they  were  subject 
to  subzero  temperatures  are  all  losing  the  Thermium  film  from  their  surface. 
Wherever  such  covered  labels  were  used  it  would  be  necessary  that  they  be 
returned  to  the  headquarters  museum  for  storage  during  the  winter  months. 

All  case  lights  in  the  Mammoth  Museum  were  replaced  with  new  ones  and 
the  exhibit  cases  made  ready  for  use  during  the  summer.  All  woric-tables  and 
work-benches  in  the  museum  basement  were  recovered  with  oilcloth  and  heavy 
paper. 

Sometime  was  given  over  to  the  details  necessary  for  the  preparation 
of  invitations  to  bid  on  informational  signs  for  Custer  Battlefield  National 
Monument.  These  invitations  to  bid  have  been  sent  to  prospective  bidders  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  these  signs  will  be  prepared  for  use  during  the 
coming  season. 

The  exhibit  case  for  displaying  fungi  in  the  Old  Faithful  court  was 
brought  to  Mammoth  and  thoroughly  repaired,  repainted,  and  returned  to  Old 
Faithful.  Also  the  -court  exhibit  of  the  forest  trees  of  Yellowstone  was 
brought  in  and  all  of  the  tree  sections  were  sanded  and  given  a  fresh  surface 
so  that  people  might  better  see  the  true  character  of  the  wood  of  the  forest 
trees  found  in  the  park.  These  were  all  again  returned  to  the  Old  Faithful 
Museum  court  and  put  in  place,  with  new  descriptive  labels  accompanying  them. 
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Personnel 


The  complete  selection  of  seasonal  personnel  was  made  by  mid-month 
and  information  manuals,  bibliographies,  accompanied  by  detailed  instruc- 
tions on  reporting  dates,  station  assignments  and  other  information  were 
transmitted  to  personnel  selected.   Of  the  26  men  selected  we  have  received 
two  declinations  and  to  date  no  selection  has  been  made  to  fill  these 
two  positions. 

Mr.  Stanley  Jackson  reported  on  April  12  to  take  the  position  of  clerk 
stenographer  vacated  by  LeRoy  Van  Cott.  Mr.  Jackson  remained  only  one  day 
and  was  not  taken  up  as  an  employee.  He  decided  that  he  was  not  interested 
in  work  in  Yellowstone  and  it  became  necessary  to  secure  someone  else  for 
the  position.  Miss  Betty  Lee  Proznick  was  interviewed  in  Livingston,  Montana, 
on  April  13  and  reported  for  duty  on  April  20,  and  is  now  the  clerk  steno- 
grapher for  the  Naturalist  division. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  one  days1 
annual  leave  taken  on  the  5"th  and  one  days'  sick  leave  taken  on  the  19th. 

Clerk  Stenographer  Betty  Lee  Proznick  was  on  duty  from  noon  the  20th 
through  the  remainder  of  the  month. 

La borer- Foreman  George  Marler  was  on  duty  through  April  29. 

Research  and  Observations 

On  March  j>l   a  Great  Gray  Owl  established  itself  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Mammoth  Post  Office.  This  bird  proved  to  be  a  source  of  interest  to  the 
members  of  the  community  until  about  April  10  when  it  disappeared.  Up 
until  that  time  it  was  observed  sitting  on  the  porch  railing  at  the  Post 
Office,  on  top  of  the  steel  posts  and  protective  fences  around  shrubs, 
on  the  lamp  posts  and  other  convenient  positions.  On  many  occasions  various 
people  observed  it  catching  mice  and  most  of  the  local  camera  fans  secured 
excellent  photographs  of  it.  It  was  possible  to  walk  up  to  the  bird,  stroke 
its  feathers  and  actually  to  raise  its  feet  and  get  it  to  perch  on  your 
finger,  We  secured  a  number  of  very  good  2x2  kodachrome  slides  and  about 
100  feet  of  movie  pictures. 

Field  trips  were  made  to  Old  Faithful  on  the  9th,  13th,  26th  and  2?th 
of  the  month.   On  these  trips  observations  were  made  of  the  thermal  phenomena 
in  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin,  Lower,  Midway,  and  Upper  Geyser  Basins.  Some 
pictures  were  made  of  the  Old  Faithful  and  Grand  geysers.  The  snow  conditions 
along  the  Gibbon  and  Firehole  rivers  were  very  interesting,  especially  the 
huge  snow  caps  on  the  isolated  boulders  in  the  streams  and  some  good  pictures 
were  secured  of  these. 

There  has  been  much  accomplished  toward  the  proper  filing  of  all  of  the 
place  names  cards  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  Place »Names  file.

During  the  month  a  large  portion  of  the  books  to  be  handled  by  the 
Library  and  Museum  Association  were  received.  These  have  been  inventoried 
and  allocated  to  the  Mammoth,  Old  Faithful  and  Fishing  Bridge  Museum's  and 
all  book  sales  stock  placed  in  readiness  for  distribution  to  these  stations. 
(Considerable  correspondence  has  been  carried  on  with  respect  to  these  book 
orders  and  payments  have  been  made  for  them.^ 

There  have  been  prepared  a  complete  series  of  price  label  cards  for 
use  with  sales  publications.  This  was  necessary  due  to  the  increase  in 
price  of  almost  every  item  which  will  be  handled  this  season. 

The  material  for  Nature  Notes  which  should  have  been  published  the 
first  of  April  has  been  assembled  and  a  dummy  copy  coirpleted  at  the  closo 
of  the  month.   It  is  anticipated  that  the  March-April  Nature  Notes  will  be 
out  by  the  12th  of  May  and  that  the  May-June  issue  will  be  completed  on  time. 

The  Association's  publication  "Fur  Traders  and  Trappers  of  the  Old  West" 
was  assembled  during  the  month  and  a  total  of  2,1+25  copies  are  available  for 
sale. 

The  book  entitled  "The  History  of  Man  in  Yellowstone"  by  Dr.  Merrill  D. 
Beal  which  was  to  have  been  published  by  the  Prarie  Publishing  Company  of 
Casper,  Wyoming,  during  the  past  winter  apparently  will  not  be  available 
until  July,  if  then. 

There  has  been  considerable  correspondence  in  an  attempt  to  secure 
the  services  of  a  librarian  and  to  date  one  has  not  been  secured.  '.  It  was 
thought  that  a  Miss  Dorothy  Hale  would  accept  the  position,  but  the  in- 
vitation for  a  summer  tour  of  National  Park  areas  has  caused  her  to  change  her 
mind.^  The  Association  has  purchased  the  book  stock  for  Custer  Battle- 
field National  Monument,  and  have  also  financed  the  purchasing  of  2,100 
2x2  duplicates  of  Yellowstone's  best  Kodaslides  for  use  by  the  Naturalist 
division  in  interpreting  park  features.  The  Association  has  also  purchased 
$1+0  worth  of  stamped  envelopes  for  use  by  the  National  Park  Service,  meeting 
the  present  mailing  crisis.

Old  Faithful  Museum  - 
April  26,    19J4B. 
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Bquipment  and  Supplies 

A  large  portion  of  the  supplies  necessary  tc  maintain  and  operate  the 
various  museums  was  secured  from  the  store-house  during  the  month  and  has 
been  sorted  for  distribution  to  the  various  stations. 

Spencer  lens  focus  unit  from  the  Spencer  Delineascope  has  been  sent 
to  the  Spencer  Lens  Company  for  repairs* 

Photographic  and  Visual  Aids 

200  feet  of  16mm  Kodachrome  was  exposed  during  the  month  and  2  rolls 
of  K135*  These  were  largely  pictures  of  the  Great  Gray  Owl  referred  to 
previously* 

Kodaslides  on  loan  to  Acadia  National  Park  and  l6mm  movies  on  loan 
to  the  Cleveland  Museum  of  Natural  History  were  returned.  2,100  duplicates 
of  300  of  Yellowstone's  best  Kodaslides  were  received  from  the  Eastman 
Kodak  Company  on  the  17th.  There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  time  and  work 
done  on  these  for  the  purpose  of  binding  them  and  dividing  them  into  seven 
sets  of  300  each.  Two  rolls  of  K135  black  and  white  film  and  a  dozen 
9  x  12cm  pictures  were  made  of  the  owl,  a  Ranger  conference  fire  training 
and  general  scenery. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  modify  the  1,000  watt  3/V'  x  4"  lantern  slide 
projector  so  that  they  might  be  used  in  the  projecting  of  2  x  2  slides, 
A  suitable  lens  arrangement  was  arrived  at  whereby  good  sharp  pictures  of 
desirable  size  could  be  projected.  The  condenser  system,  however,  was  such 
that  it  could  not  be  modified  and  the  light  intensity  loss  was  so  great 
that  it  was  evident  the  pictures  could  not  be  satisfactorily  used  in  large 
outdoor  amphitheaters  but  would  only  be  suitable  for  the  projection  inside 
in  the  complete  darkness  and  it  has  been  decided  to  abandon  any  attempt 
at  the  conversion  of  these  machines. 

Darkroom  Work 

Two  rolls  of  K-135  black  and  white  film  have  been  processed  and  one 
dozen  9  x  12cm  cut  films.   This  is  the  extent  of  the  darkroom  work  for

During  the  last  half  of  Hay  the  weather  conditions  were  highly 
favorable  for  field  work  and  members  of  the  Naturalist  Division  were  able 
to  get  out  and  to  seme  degree  place  physical  facilities  in  readiness  for 
the  approaching  summer  season,  With  the  opening  of  roads  and  the  improvement 
of  the  weather  visitors  bo^an  to  increase  in  numbers  and  the  demand  for 
interpretive  services  and  facilities  increased. 

Administrati  on 


Chief  Park  Naturalist  was  in  charge  of  the  administration  of  the 
Naturalist  Division  during  the  entire  month* 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Mr,  Howard  A,  D,  Fonera,   Chief  Park  Naturalist  of  HawaH  National  Park, 
arrived  in  Yellowstone  for  a  visit  on  May  2.  Mr,  Powers  was  accompanied 
by  his  wife  and  two  children.  They  were  extended  those  courtesies  it  was 
possible  to  give  them  during  the  tiuse  they  were  here,  Mr.  lowers  accommodated 
the  Yellowstone  Park  people  by  showing  a  movie  on  Hawaii  National  Park  in 
the  Mammoth  canteen  on  the  evening  of  May  lu 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Curtis  K,  Skinner  were  designated  by 
the  Superintendent  as  a  committee  to  check  on  souvenir  sales  items  sold 
by  concessionaires.  This  conned ttee  examined  merchandise  in  the  Old  Faithful 
area  on  May  3» 

On  May  15  a  portable  power  plant  was  borrowed  from  t^e  Electrical 
Division  and  was  used  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  in  providing  power  for 
the  operation  of  sound  recording  devices.  Mr.  Robert  Creer  of  radio  station 
KIRK,  Livingston,  Montana,  accompanied  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  the 
sounds  made  by  Rustic  Falls,  Frying  Pan  Spring,  Black  Growler  Vent,  Beryl 
Spring,  the  Fountain  Paint  Pots,  a  large  mud  pot  in  this  area.  Old  Faithful 
Geyser  and  Daisy  Geyser  were  recorded  on  steel  wire  and  ma^etic  tape. 
Mr#  Greer  was  to  provide  Yellcwstone  with  the  record  on  which  these  sounds 
were  to  be  recorded. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended  the  Abs&roka  Conservation  Couaaittee 
meeting  on  May  16  and  also  met  with  this  group  on  the  evening  of  May  15» 

On  May  18  Chief  Park  Saturalist  accompanied  Chief  Ranger  F.  D.  La?loue, 
Assistant  Superintendent  Fred  T.  Johnston  and  Park  Engineer  Phil  Wohlhrandt 
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to  the  geyser  basins  where  a  review  was  made  of  the  duck  walk  installations 
and  the  desirability  ©f  making  further  installations  of  these  in  certain 
areas*  A  decision  was  reached  to  install  duck  walks  around  the  Old  Faithful 
Qeyser  cone  area,  a  walk  from  Obion*  Geyser  past  Giant  Geyser  to  Grotto 
Geyser  and  to  put  in  sections  of  duck  walk  in  areas  on  the  Geyser  Hill  trail 
where  the  asphalt  walk  had  been  destroyed.  The  walk  at  Black  Sand  Basin 
was  to  be  extended  out  to  the  parking  area* 

On  May  27  a  trip  was  marie  around  the  entire  loop  in  company  with  the 
Chief  Park  Engineer  Phil  Wohlbrandt  and  Master  Carpenter  Al  Bowman  for  the 
purpose  of  reviewing  the  physical  improvements  needed  at  the  various 
museums.  Much  of  the  work  which  needs  to  be  don©  has  cumulatively  built 
up  over  the  past  years  and  has  now  reached  the  sta^e  where  it  requires 
immediate  attention* 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  took  annual  leave  on  May  21  to  attend 
the  State  Convention  of  the  National  Federation  of  Federal  Employees  in 
company  with  District  Park  Ranger  John  Jay.  At  tins  convention  Mr*  Condon 
was  elected  First  Vice  President  of  the  State  Federation* 

Interpretive  Servi  ees 

On  May  11  a  speoial  group  of  28  wildlife  students  from  the  Utah 
Agricultural  College  visited  the  Mammoth  Museum  and  were  given  a  two  hour 
talk  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  on  Yellowstone  National  Park  and  National 
Park  Service  ideals  and  policies.  On  the  evening  of  May  15  chief  Park 
Naturalist  showed  toe  motion  pictures  and  gave  a  talk  to  the  members  of  the 
Absaroka  Conservation  Committee  in  the  Mammoth  canteen.  There  was  a  group 
of  about  50  people  in  attendance. 

On  May  26  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  gave  a  speoial  talk  and  showed 
movies  to  a  group  of  about  200  concessionaires  employees  who  had  been 
assembled  at  9*00  p.m.  for  this  special  meeting  in  the  Old  Faithful 
amphitheatre* 

The  shutters  were  removed  from  the  various  way-side  exhibits  and  the 
foyer  exhibits  at  the  Norris  Museum  on  May  20  and  since  that  time  they  have 
been  serving  as  interpretive  devices  for  the  visitors  to  the  Park*  The 
Old  Faithful  Museum  was  opened  on  May  28  and  the  Ma.umoth  Museum  on  May  2lj.. 

Muse  tan  Activities  and  Exhibits 

Mauaaoth  Museum  has  been  made  available  to  visitors  throughout  the 
major  part  of  the  month  of  May  and  was  regularly  opened  with  museum  desk 
information  services  on  May  2U.  A  speoial  group  of  wildlife  students  from 
the  Utah  Agricultural  College  spent  the  better  part  of  the  day  of  May  10 
in  the  headquarters  of  the  museum  examining;  mounted  specimens  and  studying 
the  exhibit  cases.

It  is  anticipated 
that  the  complete  unit  will  be  available  for  use  when  we  have  sufficient 
personnel  to  be;:in  presenting  evening   programs. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  repair  of  museum  cases  at  Old 
*aithful  and  Pishing  Bridge.  Plate  class  for  installation  in  these  oases 
and  at  the  information  desks  has  been  on  order  and  it  is  expected  that  these 
units  will  all  be  in  operation  by  mid-June •

The  recent  declined,! uns  of  individuals  who  have  been  selected  to  Park 
Ranger  Naturalists  positions  have  complicated  the  seasonal  personnel 
problem  and  it  la  hoped  satisfactory  candidates  oan  be  scoured  to  fill 
these  positions. 

Pesearch  and  Observations 

Dr.  C.  Max  Bauer's  book  entitled  MYe  Hows  tone— Its  Underworld"  was 
reviewed  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalists  office  during  the  month  and  the 
galley  proof  returned  to  the  publisher  who  is  the  University  of  New  Mexico 
Press,  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico.  Field  trips  were  made  by  Park  Naturalist 
Watson  and  Chief  Perk  Naturalist  Condon  on  several  occasions  during  the 
morth.  On  May  J  fkrk  Naturalist  Watson  made  a  trip  to  the  Fishing  Bridge 
area  and  return,  fie  was  accompanied  by  Park  Naturalist  Powers  of  Hawaii 
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Rational  Park  in  his  own  oar.  On  this  trip  several  interesting  observa- 
tions were  made  and  some  splendid  pictures  of  winter  scenes  wore  secured* 
On  I4ay  10,  17,  1G,  20  and  25  trips  were  made  to  the  geyser  basin  areas 
and  Old  Faithful  and  return  to  Maaaaoth,  Cn  these  trips  observations  were 
made  of  thermal  phenomena  and  the  progress  of  work  in  the  thermal  area 
elean-up  was  reviewed.  Several  interesting  pictures  of  the  debris  taken 
frcim  some  of  the  thermal  features  were  secured.  On  May  17  and  16  the 
road-side  coyote  which  frequented  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin  area  during  the 
19U7  season  war  again  seen  panhandling  the  motorists  who  were  traveling 
the  highway.  He  seems  to  be  ranging  In  the  same  general  area  used  by  him 
last  year. 

On  the  trips  made  during  the  Month  it  has  been  noticed  that  moose 
seen  from  the  highway  hew  l»en  increasing  in  numbers  and  on  Ifiay  $Q   a 
total  of  19  o*  these  animals  were  counted  ir.  traveling  from  iiammoth  to 
the  beaver  exhibit  at  the  upper  end  oi  Willow  Park.  One  bul]  in  Willow 
Park,  has  e  pinto  appearance  for  his  coat  consists  of  light  and  dark 
splotches  and  gives  the  animal  a  peculiar  appearance. 

On  the  trips  during  the  past  month  black  bear  have  been  observed  at 
several  places  around  the  loop  road.  A  large  brown  is  frequenting  the 
vicinity  of  Apollinarie  Spring,  a  spot  which  was  used  by  him  laet  season* 
Near  the  mouth  of  ^irehole  Canyon  a  female  with  two  black  cubs  has  been. 
seen  on  two  occasions.  A  large  brown  has  been  frequenting  the  area  near 
Firehole  Cascades.  A  large  black  has  been  seen  near  Biscuit  Basin  and  in 
the  area  between  Tower  Junction  and  the  old  buffalo  corral  four  different 
black  bear  have  been  observed.  One  black  has  beer,  seen  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Petrified  Tree  road  and  three  different   Hack  beer  have  been  obs- 
erved at  the  Old  Fa'thful  dump.  So  far  this  seas  en  only  the  two  cubs 
near  Madiscn  Junction  have  been  seen  by  us. 

Two  grirsly  bear  were  observed  by  Park  Naturalist  Watson  in  a  meadow 
nesr  Cascade  Lake  ard  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  has  watched  a  female 
with  two  cubs  and  apparently  two  three-year  old  rrisilieo,  all  of  which 
have  been  frequenting  the  Old  Faithful  dump  ar«a.  Some  photographs  were 
secured  of  one   of  the  three-year  old  bear. 

The  two  old  bull  elk  which  have  made  the  Mammoth  Parade  Ground  their 
place  of  abode  for  the  pust  winter  and  still  frequent  the  area  have  proven 
to  be  a  major  attraction  for  visitors  and  at  times  are  completely  surrounded 
by  enthusiastic  as&teur  photographers.  The  animals  are  rapidly  developing 
a  more  photo£enic  character  with  the  increased  growth  of  their  antlers 
and  the  development  of  their  sleok  summer  cofcts. 

Opportunities  for  observing  bird  life  have  been  -very   good  this  spring 
and  although  time  has  not  been  available  for  extensive  field  observations 
many  interesting  species  have  been  recorded.  Sandhill  crane  are  known  to 
be  nesting  between  Mammoth  and  31ackta.il  Doer  Creek,  in  the  Willow  Park 
and  in  a  small  lake  on  the  Mammoth  side  of  Norris  Junction.  Two  nest 
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sites  are  suspected  but  were  not  located  in  the  Hayden  Valley,  Mud  Volcano 
vicinity.  On  three  occasione  a  flock  of  about  a  dozen  Harlequin  duoks 
ha-ve  been  observed  on  the  Yellow?; tone  River  below  the  LeHardy  Cascades, 
Some  rather  interesting  l6xw   colored  movies  were  secured  of  this  group  of 
birds  on  one  occasion.  Trumpeter  Swan  nests  which  have  been  observed  are 
located  at  Swan  Lake  and  the  small  lake  below  Madison  Junction.  The  birds 
have  been  observed  in  several  other  areas  but  time  has  not  been  available 
for  a  visit  to  probable  nesting  sites* 

The  elk  are  dropping,  their  calves  throughout  the  Park  now  and  on 
se-veral  occasions  young  calves  have  been  seen  in  Swan  Lake  Flat  are*. 
Gibbon  Meadows,  Fairy  Creek  Meadows,  Lake  Junction  and  Hayden  Valley, 
The  opportunity  to  photograph  some  of  thes#  was  spoiled  by  inclement 
weather. 

The  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  Terraces  are  begirsning  the  season  with  a 
number  of  interesting  changes  having  occurred  there  during  the  past  winter 
and  a  detailed  trip  over  the  terraces  on  May  21  revealed  that  the  following 
activity  has  been  present  there  during  May,  The  largest  spring  flow 
on  the  main  terrace  at  the  present  time  is  coming  from  a  spot  formerly 
known  as  the  Canary  Spring,  located  back  near  Cupid's  Cove,  A  very  large 
volume  of  water  finding  access  to  the  surface  at  this  snot  and  spreading 
out  over  the  main  terrace  in  ix>ols  and  basins  is  absorbed  into  the  travertine 
even  before  the  water  begins  to  reach  out  over  the  edge  of  this  terrace, 
Minerva  Terrace  was  active  during  a  good  portion  of  the  winter  is  now 
dormant.  There  are  five  active  springs  on  the  Angel  Terrace,  Two  of  these 
provide  a  magnificent  display  of  color  and  terrace  basins.  The  other  three 
have  interesting  run-off  patterns  but  do  not  cover  extensive  areas.  The 
Orange  Spring-  Mound  at  the  close  of  ifay  is  the  most  active  that  it  has 
been  observed  in  years,  Watexs  flowing  from  it  have  created  pools  which 
have  made  it  necessary  to  alter  the  road  course  which  goes  around  it  and 
one  complete  sJde  of  the  mound  is  now  a  mass  of  color  from  the  iaicroscopio 
plants  growing  in  the  overflow  water.  The  large  spring  at  the  upper  end 
of  White  Elephant  .3a  ok  Terrace  is  completely  dormant,  but  a  rift  has  devel- 
oped dcwn  the  north  end   of  Elephant  Back  and  out  of  it  is  flowing  a  large 
quantity  of  water,  most  of  which  is  flowing  over  the  west  side  of  the 
terrace  and  causes  a  very  interest!^ g  color  pattern  which  can  be  observed 
from  the  road,  Cleopatra  Terrace  and  Narrow  Gauge  Terrace  are  virtually 
dormant  with  very  little  evidence  being  present  of  spring  activity. 
The  Old  Palette  Spring  is  still  active  but  flows  only  a  small  quantity 
of  water  while  the  vent  on  the  same  terrace  level  to  the  southeast  is  flowing 
large  quantities  and  during  the  past  winter  has  built  up  a  beautiful  series 
of  basins  and  terraces  which  are  going,  to  provide  a  great  deal  of  pleasure 
to  those  visitors  who  view  this  spring.  The  major  flow  of  water  from  Jupiter 
Springs  at  the  edge  of  the  main  terrace  are  still  flowing  down,  the  center 
front  of  the  Jupiter  Terrace  and  the  highly  colored  area  is  now  screened  by 
the  trees  which  border  the  road  as  it  passes.  These  springs  are  si £.13  very 
active  and  probably  cover  the  largest  surface  area  of  any  of  the  springs 
which  are  flowing  on  the  terrace  at  the  present  time.  The  Opal  Spring  is 
still  very  active  and  during  the  past  winter  has  built  out  an  impressive 
mass  of  travertine  into  the  area  whioh  was  once  occupied  by  the  tennis 
court.  This  spring  still  offers  the  same  interesting  pattern  of  color 
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and  terrace  formation  which  was  so  evident  last  year. 

On  Way  lb.  in  the  late  afternoon  a  trip  was  made  to  the  site  of  an 
osprey  nest  which  had  been  constructed  on  the  top  of  a  telegraph  pole 
along  the  Northern  Pacific  ri?:ht  of  way  in  Yellowstone  Park  below 
Gardiner,  This  nest  site  had  been  under  observation  for  about  three 
weeks.  The  observations  were  being  made  from  the  northeast  side  of  the 
river  where  it  was  possible  to  park  along  the  highway  and  watch  the  birds 
with  binoculars  from  this  point.  On  &ay  11  it  was  observed  that  the  nest 
had  been  apparently  destroyed  and  what  looked  like  a  bird  was  barging  from 
the  cross-arm  of  the  telegraph  pole.  The  first  opportunity  to  make  a  close 
observation  of  what  had  actually  taken  place  at  this  point  was  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  ll+th.  Upon  arrival  at  the  nest  site  it  was  discovered  that 
the  nest  had  been  destroyed  and  that  an  osprey  had  been  captured  in  a  spring 
trap  that  had  apparently  been  set  on  a  board  which  had  been  tacked  to  the 
top  of  the  telegraph  pole  after  the  nest  had  been  destroyed.  The  bird 
had  apparently  stepped  in  the  trap,  had  been  captured  and  then  had  died 
while  hanging  in  the  trap.  Some  photographs  were  made  of  the  scene  and 
of  the  tragedy,  and  an  examination  was  made  of  the  nesting  materials  which 
had  been  torn  from  the  top  of  the  pole.  These  observations  disclosed 
that  among  the  materials  making  up  the  nest  had  been  one  complete  elk 
shank  and  foot,  a  . reat  deal  of  sagebrush,  some  of  which  were  rather  large 
pieces,  willow  branches,  five  feet  in  length,  several  pieces  of  house 
shingles  and  considerable  drift  wood  which  had  apparently  been  picked  up 
along  the  river  banks.  While  examining  what  had  taken  place  at  this  spot 
the  surviving;  osprey  on  several  occasions  came  flying  back,  hovered  ovor 
the  former  nest  site  and  made  peculiar  calls.  Without  having  climbers 
available  it  was  impossible  to  climb  up  the  very  tall  pole  and  take  the  dead 
bird  down.

INFORMATION  is  factual  matter  relative  to  physical  developments,  physical  facilities,  geographic  locations,  rules  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  area,  and  the  utilization  of  these  facilities  by  the  public.  It  includes  data  on  routes  and  roads. 
Hotel  accommodations,  bus  and  train  sohedules,  and  similar  matters  outside  of  the  area  regarding  which  visitors  inquire. 

INTERPRETATION:  is  an  accurate  explanation  of  the  manifestations  of  Natural  History  and  Human  History  found  within  the  area. 

UNATTENDED  INTERPRETIVE  DEVICES:  Under  this  heading  should  be  estimated  as  accurately  as  possible  all  visitors  using  ex- 
hibits-in-place,  orientation  stations,  and  overlooks,  wayside  shelters  housing  interpretive  devices,  trailside  exhibits, 
self-guiding  nature  trails  and  auto  caravan  routes,  and  the  like  at  which  Service  Personnel  is  not  on  duty.  Historical 
areas  will  find  in  many  cases  that  this  section  of  the  form  does  not  apply. 

INTERPRETIVE  ACTIVITIES  OUTSIDE  THE  A££A.:  This  includes  all  interpretive  activities  performed  or  provided  by  Service  personnel 
outside  the  area.

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GENERAL 

The  program  of  interpretive  services  for  the  Naturalist  Div- 
ision was  placed  in  full  force  by  the  17th  of  June.   The  majority 
of  new  employees  had  entered  on  duty  by  this  date  and  they  had 
received  a  brief  in-service  period  of  training.  Field  trips 
and  outdoor  activities  including  the  campfire  programs  were 
inhibited  some  by  a  period  of  rainy  weather  between  the  17th 
and  25th  of  the  month.  Large  numbers  of  visitors  were  in  the 
park  and  were  participating  in  the  services  available  to  them, 
and  museum  attendance  at  the  Old  Faithful  and  Mammoth  museums 
had  approached  2,000  daily  at  the  close  of  the  month. 

Administration 

The  Naturalist  Division  activities  were  administered  by  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  the  Senior  Park  Ranger  Naturalists  at 
Fishing  Bridge,  Old  Faithful,  Mammoth  and  Canyon  assumed  many  of 
the  responsibilities  associated  with  the  programs  at  those  stations. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 


On  June  3  Mr.  Cecil  Gubser  of  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service 
from  Billings,  Montana,  was  in  the  park  and  used  our  research 
library  for  two  days. 

On  June  8th  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended  a  conference 
in  the  Superintendent's  office  on  fishery  problems.  At  this  confer- 
ence were  Dr.  Oliver  B.  Cope,  Aquatic  Biologist,  Mr.  G.  F.  Nelson, 
Regional  Supervisor  of  Fish  Distribution  and  Mr.  William  A.  Dunn, 
Superintendent  of  the  Lake  Fish  Hatchery,  all  of  the  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service,  Superintendent  Rogers  and  Mr«  C.  K.  Skinner* 

Regional  Historian  Olaf  Hagen  was  in  Yellowstone  on  the  21st 
and  22nd  and  left  on  the  23rd  for  Big  Hole  Battlefield  National 
Monument.  Mr,  Hagen  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalists  office  and 
made  a  trip  around  the  loop  with  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  at  which 
time  Big  Hole  National  Monument  problems  were  discussed » 
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On  June  20,  21  and  22  Mr.  Egmont  L»  Rett,  Curator  of  Orni- 
thology, Santa  Barbara  Museum  of  Natural  History,  Santa  Barbara, 
California;  Dr.  Hilmar  0.  Koefod,  Santa  Barbara,  California  and 
Dr.  Edward  S.  Spaulding,  Laguna  Blanca  School  of  Santa  Barbara, 
California  were  in  Yellowstone  Park  and  visited  the  Chief  Park 
Naturalist's  office.  They  were  primarily  interested  in  observing 
the  species  of  grouse  which  are  common  to  this  area.   They  were 
given  directions  on  where  to  go  to  locate  some  of  these  birds 
and  in  addition  were  encouraged  to  continue  on  over  to  Custer 
3attlefield  National  Monument  where  they  would  undoubtedly  have 
the  opportunity  of  observing  the  Sharp-tailed  grouse,  a  species 
in  which  they  were  very  much  interested. 

Religious  Services 

The  religious  services  program  for  Yellowstone  Park  was  set 
up  for  the  summer  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  printed  announce- 
ments of  the  programs  were  provided  by  the  Yellowstone  Park  Print 
Shop.  These  were  posted  throughout  the  park  at  appropriate  places 
so  that  people  might  be  informed  of  the  opportunities  to  attend 
worship.  A  general  circular  was  issued  to  all  National  Park 
Service  stations  and  employees  announcing  the  religious  services 
program  and  arrangements  were  made  for  accommodations  for  the 
ministers  and  for  their  complimentary  entry  permits  so  that  the 
services  would  be  available  to  the  public. 

Protecting  Thermal  Areas 

The  schedule  on  the  tours  of  duty  for  the  Park  Ranger  Natur- 
alists in  the  Old  Faithful  area  calls  for  roving  park  ranger 
naturalists  to  be  stationed  in  the  Lower,  Midway  and  Biscuit 
Basin  as  time  available  on  tours  of  duty  will  permit  for  the  purpose 
of  visiting  with  people  who  are  traveling  through  these  areas  and 
to  afford  an  element  of  protection  to  the  thermal  features. 

The  duck  walks  are  being  installed  in  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin 
area  and  on  the  21st  of  the  month  installation  was  under  way  in  the 
vicinity  of  Old  Faithful  geyser  and  it  was  nearing  completion 
at  the  end  of  the  month.  As  soon  as  sleeper  logs  are  placed  around 
the  periphery  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  function  in  such  a 
manner  that  foot  traffic  through  the  Old  Faithful  area  will  tend 
to  be  under  control  more  than  at  present. 

Interpretive  Services 

The  program  of  interpretive  services  for  the  park  was  in  full 
swing  by  the  18th  of  June  and  all  talks,  walks  and  caravans  were 
instigated  by  that  time.  A  copy  of  the  program  of  services  offered 
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to  the  visitors  is  attached  as  a  supplement  to  this  report.  There 
is  also  a  statistical  presentation  of  the  services  rendered  by  the 
Division  to  the  visitors  attached. 

Museum  Activitie   nd  Exhibits 

All  five  museums  in  the  park  were  opened  during  the  month  and 
the  full  services  available  at  these  stations  became  effective  on 
the  following  dates:

The  new  museum  exhibit  panels  for  the  Madison  museum  were 
installed  in  the  exhibit  case  there  on  June  26th  and  upon  completion 
the  case  presents  a  more  logical  story  and  one  which  is  much  more 
presentable  in  appearance. 

The  three  tree  sections  from  fallen  trees  on  the  Old  Spur gin's 
Beaver  Slide  route  were  salvaged  by  Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Replogle 
or  June  28th  at  the  request  of  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist.   These 
sections  are  being  accessioned  and  will  be  retained  for  record  and 
exhibit. 

Personnel

Park  Ranger  Natural  is  t   Sajnuei  Beal  telling  park  ranger 
naturalist  trainees  about  park  history  on  their  pre-season 
training  trip.      Taken  June    15,    19^8  -  Watson 
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naturalists  was  conducted  on  June  15th  and  16th.   On  this  trip 
were  the  three  permanent  park  naturalists  and  the  seven  new  men* 
One  day  was  spent  traveling  from  Mammoth  to  Old  Faithful  and  the 
second  from  Old  Faithful  around  the  balance  of  the  loop  road 
to  Mammoth,  after  which  the  employees  were  sent  to  their  respective 
field  stations  to  begin  their  tours  of  duty,  A  special  talk  was 
given  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  in  the  Old  Faithful  amphitheater 
on  the  evening  of  the  15th  as  part  of  the  training  for  the  inex- 
perienced personnel.  A  copy  of  the  itinerary  followed  in  this  trip 
is  attached  to  this  report. 

On  June  18th  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  gare  a  l-l/2  hour  talk 
to  the  fire  control  aids  in  the  Mammoth  canteen  as  an  in-service 
training  feature. 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  as  part  of  the  in-service  training 
for  seasonal  park  rangers  and  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists 
who  entered  on  duty  at  the  close  of  June  gave  a  talk  to  this 
group  on  the  afternoon  of  June  29th  and  then  presented  a  program 
to  them  that  evening.   He  accompanied  the  party  on  a  one  day 
training  trip  around  the  main  loop  of  the  park  and  discussed  the 
significance  of  the  natural  phenomena  of  the  park  with  the  group 
at  many  of  the  key  points  around  the  park.  A  rather  lengthy 
discussion  was  given  to  the  tour  on  Lake  Butte,  a  vantage  point 
from  which  many  of  the  significant  natural  assets  of  the  park  can 
be  seen* 

On  June  19"th,  as  part  of  the  in-service  training  of  the 
Operators  employees,  special  talks  were  given  by  the  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  and  District  Ranger  Kowski  to  the  employees  in  the 
Mammoth  Recreation  Hall.   This  was  well  attended  and  an  estimated 
350  people  were  present. 

District  Ranger  Kowski  was  given  some  instructive  training  in 
the  operation  of  l6mn  silent  and  sound  projection  equipment  so 
that  he  might  use  this  equipment  in  the  training  work  which  he  is 
carrying  on. 

Research  and  Observation 

Mr.  John  McMillan,  Research  Collaborator,  reported  to  the 
park:  on  the  first  of  June  and  started  to  continue  his  research  on 
the  moose  in  the  Willow  Park  area.  Mr.  McMillan  is  doing  graduate 
work  for  his  Doctors  degree  at  the  University  of  Michigan. 

At  the  close  of  the  month  the  wild  flower  display  is  unusually 
beautiful  around  the  entire  park*  The  extensive  rains  which  occurred 
during  mid-month  have  undoubtedly  contributed  to  a  luxurious  growth 
of  the  vegetative  cover  and  the  first  two  weeks  of  July  should  present 
one  of  the  most  spectacular  flower  displays  Yellowstone  has  experienced 
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in  some  time. 

Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Wayne  Replogle  started  on  a  project  to 
accumulate  data  and  information  and  to  as  nearly  as  possible  locate 
the  route  of  the  Bannock  Indian  trail  which  travels  across  the 
northern  section  of  Yellowstone  Park,  Mr.  Replogle  is  being  given 
some  time  to  carry  on  this  study  and  in  addition  is  contributing 
time  of  his  own  due  to  his  enthusiastic  interest  in  this  particular 
problem. 

During  the  winter  months  in  the  area  above  the  Mud  Volcano, 
about  I/I4  mile,  there  has  occurred  considerable  violent  thermal 
activity  which  has  formed  a  large,  very  active  mud  pot  and  has 
devastated  an  area  some  70  feet  wide  and  about  150  feet  long. 
Some  trees  have  been  up-rooted  and  a  high  rim  of  mud  built  up 
around  the  boiling  mud  pot.  Mud  has  been  plastered  on  adjacent 
trees  to  such  an  extent  that  some  of  them  have  been  weighted  down 
to  the  ground  by  it.   This  feature  is  being  watched  by  Park  Ranger 
Naturalist  Lowell  G»  Biddulph  of  the  wishing  Bridge  Museum  and 
a  more  detailed  report  on  its  activities  is  being  prepared  by  him. 

Library 

On  June  22  the  summer  libraries  for  the  field  stations  were 
delivered  to  Canyon,  Fishing  Bridge,  Tower  Falls  and  Old  Faithful, 
The  book  "Lichens  of  the  United  States"  was  sent  to  Grand  Teton 
National  Park  on  a  short  loan  for  their  use.

The  librarian  is  progressing  with  the  work  of  classifying 
and  accessioning  the  books  and  pamphlets  which  have  been  acquired 
by  the  library  during  the  past  year.   In  addition  to  this  she 
has  checked  the  shelf  list  and  is  working  on  subject  indexing 
of  this  library. 

Natural  History  Association 

The  first  of  June  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Rocky  Mountain 
Nature  Association  requesting  cooperation  of  the  Yellowstone  Park 
Library  and  Museum  Association  in  the  publishing  of  a  paper  on 
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Dinosaur  National  Monument  which  has  been  prepared  by  Geologist 
W.  L.  Stokes.  In  view  of  other  commitments  which  had  been  made 
by  the  Association  it  was  impossible  for  them  to  cooperate  in  the 
publication  of  this  pamphlet* 

A  request  was  made  of  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  for 
;the  annual  reports  from  the  Secretaries  of  the  Interior  for  the 
fiscal  years  from  1877  through  1906*  This  request  was  made  in 
hopes  that  these  reports  would  be  available  for  inclusion  in  our 
library,  but  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  reported  that  the 
publications  were  no  longer  available  and  could  not  be  secured 
from  them* 

The  Association's  multilith  was  used  during  the  month  to  run 
off  the  News  Letter  blanks  for  the  new  sheets  for  the  summer  and 
also  for  the  publication  of  Yellowstone  Nature  Notes*  The  May-June 
issue  of  this  publication  was  completed  during  the  month  and  14-10 
copies  placed  in  the  mail  and  113  copies  distributed  to  employees 
in  the  park. 

Mrs.  Frank  Wagner  was  employed  as  librarian  by  the  Association 
for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the  library  up  to  date  and  subject 
indexing  it.  Mrs.  Wagner  reported  for  work  the  morning  of  the  7th 
and  has  been  busily  engaged  in  the  library  since  that  date. 

The  publication  sales  stock  was  set  up  at  all  museums  where 
publications  are  sold  and  by  the  8th  of  June  this  type  of  material 
was  available  to  the  public* 

During  the  month  the  Association  placed  orders  for  six  slide 
files,  boxes  of  1^0  slide  capacity,  and  two  projection  bulbs  which 
were  urgently  needed  in  the  interpretive  work. 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

Three  new  portable  screens,  two  60  x  60  and  one  70  x  70,  were 
ordered  during  the  month  and  orders  were  also  placed  for  two  new 
Spencer  750  watt,  2x2  Kodaslide  projectors*  The  Division  now 
needs  only  three  more  such  projectors  and  we  will  be  able  to 
equip  all  stations  where  our  programs  are  held  in  the  evening  with 
2x2  Kodaslide  visual  aids  materials. 

Six  new  stoves  were  acquired  for  the  installation  in  park  ranger 
naturalist  quarters.  These  were  installed  and  have  improved  apprec- 
iably the  quarters  available  to  the  seasonal  personnel.  A  new  shower 
unit  was  installed  in  the  N orris  quarters  on  June  16th.  A  substan- 
tial supply  of  equipment  and  materials  for  use  in  the  operation  of 
museum  cleaning  and  for  the  rest-room  maintenance  were  secured  and 
placed  in  stock  for  use  in  the  coming  season.  A  broken  exhibit 
case  in  the  Fishing  Bridge  Museum  was  brought  in  for  repairs  and 
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Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Erie son  with  Junior  Nature 
Party  on  hike  at  the  mouth  of  Clematis  Gulch, 
Taken  July  5,  191*8  -  Condon 
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as  soon  as  plate  glass  is  received  this  will  be  finished.   The 
case  front  for  the  exhibit  case  at  Old  Faithful  was  repaired 
and  installed  at  the  Old  Faithful  Museum  information  desk. 

Photographic  and  Visual  Aids 

One  roll  of  K-135  film  was  exposed  during  the  month  and  six 
h   x  5  °ut  film* 

The  lantern  slides  and  projection  equipment  were  distributed 
to  field  stations  and  also  sets  of  300  Kodaslides  with  slide- 
binders  were  left  at  the  stations  where  personnel  there  are  binding 
and  assembling  these  for  their  use  in  the  interpretive  programs. 
These  slides  will  include  materials  on  the  history,  the  geology, 
animal  life  and  songs.  Upon  receipt  of  the  projection  equipment 
on  order  the  stations  at  Mammoth,  Old  Faithful  and  Fishing  Bridge 
will  be  able  to  use  2x2  Kodaslides.

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The  activities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  proved  to  be  very  pdfmTar*~~ 
during  the  month  of  July  with  the  visitors  and  was  well  received  by  them» 
The  weather  throughout  the  greater  part  at    the  month  was  highly  favorable 
for  most  outdoor  programs  although  on  some  evenings  cold  and  storms  pre- 
vented the  presentation  of  programs  in  the  outdoor  amphitheaters.  Travel 
for  the  month  was  exceedingly  high  and  people  were  spending  considerable 
time  seeing  the  phenomena  found  in  the  park.  In  general  the  attendance 
figures  of  interpretive  activities  have  exceeded   those  for  the  19^7  season 
during  July# 

Administration 

The  Naturalist  Division  had  its  activities  administered  by  the  Chief 
Park  haturalist  and  the  other  permanent  personnel.  The  permanent  naturalists 
spent  considerable  time  during  July  auditing  the  activities  as  cor  ducted 
by  the  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists.  The  work  of  each  of  the  twenty- 
six  men  was  audited  by  some  member  of  the  permanent  staff  during  July, 
All  told,  forty-one  of  the  activities  were  checked  on,

other  instructions  for  the  Division's  operations  were  issued, 

gpecisl  Activities  and_  Conferences 

On  July  1  Mr,  A.  F.  Porsild,  Chief  Boter 1st  for  the  National  Museum, 
Ottawa,  Canada,  end  his  wife  were  in  the  Chief  ft  r  .   I  turalist's  office 
and  discussed  the  interpretive  nroraiti  of  Yellowstone,  Mr,  Porsild  was 
very  much  interested  in  the  possibility  of  sending  Gan&da  park  personnel 
to  the  l/rited  States  national  parks  for  observation  pur  poses  and  to  secure 
training.  He  was  told  that  arrangements  for  such  a  program  could  probably 
be  made  by  con  acting  Director  Dmry's  office. 

Mr,  Herbert  Evison  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalists  office  on  July 
1st  and  interna  tive  problems  were  discussed  with  him* 

During  the  month  a  total  of  four  full  days  time  was  given  over  by  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  to  work  pertaining  to  the  establishment  of  a  Yellow- 
stone Park  school,  set  up  under  Public  Law  Wo,  60U,  The  plan  for  the

Some  work  was  done  in  cooperation  with  Mr,  Skinner  as  member*  of 
the  committee  checking  on  souvenir  sales  in  Yellowstone© 

Mr*  and  Mrs*  Joseph  Jiaienoh  were  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office 
on  the  lUth  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  possibilities  of  the  sale  of 
a  book  of  pictures  which  would  Interpret  Yellowstone  scenery* 

On  July  31*t  a  trip  was  made  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  to  lest 
Thumb  in  company  with  Superintendent  Rogers,  Regional  Director  Merriam, 
Chief  Ranger  LaSoue  and  Resident  Landscape  Arohiteot  Mattsor,  At  this 
time  the  proposed  site  for  the  new  Vtest  Thumb  development  was  examined* 

Religious  Ssrrioes 

The  Bible  School  which  was  started  near  the  end  of  June  was  completed 
on  July  2nd  and  it  was  wall  attended  \>y   oho  children  of  the  tfanmoth  area, 
there  being  more  than  k.0   children  in  attendance  most  of  the  time* 

The  regular  religious  services  program  for  the  park  was  ixi  full  operation 
during  the  entire  month  and  at  the  wfcuaaioth  Chapel  four  services  were  held* 
The  children's  choir  participated  and  each  Sunday  there  was  a  vocal  soloist* 
The  services  were  well  attended  with  some  150  to  220  people  toting  present* 

Protecting  Thermal  Areas 

The  naturalist  Division  had  men  stationed  on  duty  as  roving  park  ranger 
naturalists  in  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin,  Midway  Geyser  Barin  and  Biscuit  Basin 
throughout  the  month0  The  times  of  day  and  the  length  of  time  given  over  to 
the  various  basins  varied  with  the  seeming  appropriateness  to  have  men  in 
those  areas*  Considerable  protective  benefits  were  received  from  these 
patrols  and  a  great  deal  of  publie  relations  worV  was  accomplished* 

Throughout  the  month  the  board  duck  walks  were  being  installed  in  the 
Old  Faithful  area  and  the  sections  around  the  Old  Faithful  Geyser  and  walks 
extending  from  Oblong  Geyser  to  Grotto  Geyser,  as  well  as  sections  placed 
in  on  Geyser  Hill  to  replace  rotted  units  of  the  asphalt  walk,  were  completed* 
These  walks  are  aiding  appreciably  in  providing  routes  of  travel  for  people 
and  are  saving  the  formations  from  excessive  erosion* 

Interpretive  Services 

During  the  month  a  special  moving  picture  was  loaned  to  Dr*  Don  R« 
Coburn  of  the  F'ish  and  Midlife  Service  so  that  he  might  use  it  in  showing 
pictures  of  bison  reduction  operations  held  during  the  past  two  winters* 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  gave  special  talks  on  Yellowstone  illustrated 
with  motion  pictures  at  Maisaoth  on  the  7th,  Fishing  Bridge  the  21st  and 
Old  Faithful  the  30th.

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The  Jv.nior   Mature  Program  proved  to  be  very  popular  during;  the  mouth 
and  on  occasions  there  haw  been  as  many  as  forty  children  participating 
in  the  program. 

The  interpretive  program  was  in  full  effect  all  month  with  the  ex- 
ception of  those  days  when  it  wa8  adversely  influenced  by  the  weather* 
There  is  a  statistical  presentation  of  the  services  and  the  number  of 
people  utilising  them  attached  to  this  report* 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 


All  five  museums  were  open  as  many  h  urs  as  man-oower  would  permit 
during  the  month  and  wer&  well  attended  by  the  visitors*  The  statistical 
records  indicate  a  araall  increase  in  museum  attendance  over  last  season* 

The  amphitheater  at  Old  Faithful  was  completed  and  is  being  used  by 
capacity  crowds.  The  wiring  of  the  amphitheater  for  prelection  was  completed 
and  also  wiring  changes  made  in  the  ::ishing  bridge  amphitheater  during 
the  month* 

The  plate  glass  ordered  for  the  repair  of  exhibit  oases  at  Pishing 
Bridge  and  to  fix  the  sales  publication  display  cases  at  Fishing  Bridge 
and  Old  Faithful  was  received  on  the  2lst  and  it  is  anticipated  that  these 
cases  will  be  repaired  immediately  after  the  first  of  August* 

Personnel 

Chief  Park  Saturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month* 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  was  on  sick  leave  July  6  and  on  annual  leave

Mr,  John  McMillan,  Research  Collaborator,  has  continued  hie  work  on 
the  moose  of  the  Willow  Park  are*, 

Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  made  a  trip  to  the  Fossil  Forest  area  on 
Specimen  Rid^e  for  the  purpose  of  making  observations  and  taking  pictures* 
This  area  has  been  proving  popular  with  the  visitors  this  season  and  many 
people  have  hiked  up  to  the  fossil  tree  area  above  the  Horseshoe.  I»tr, 
Alcorn  nmde  a  trip  to  the  ilonuiaent  Geyser  Basin  on  July  7  to  check  on  the 
thermal  phenomena  there  su-d  found  that  very  few  people  had  visited  this 
particular  section.  The  sign  directing,  people  to  the  Monument  Geyser 
Basin  was  taken  down  at  tne  beginning  of  the  season  with  the  thought  in 
mind  it  would  reduce  the  number  of  people  vieitii  r  the  basin  and  thereby 
out  down  the  vandalism  which  had  been  occurring  there,  Kr«  Alcorn's  ob- 
servations indicate  that  the  removal  of  the  sign  has  been  quite  effective* 

Park  Ranger  Naturalist  luayne  ftepleglc  has  continued  his  research  work 
on  the  legation  of  the  Bannock  trail  through  Yellowstone  Park,  He  has  done 
extensive  hiking  throughout  the  area  through  which  the  trail  supposedly 
traveled  and  has  been  locating  sections  of  it.  Be  has  also  interviewed 
a  number  of  the  old  time  personalities  in  she  *eet  Sfellawa  tone-Henry's 
lake  area  to  secure  information  front  tnem  concerning  this  trail* 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  had  the  interesting  experience  of  watching  a 
Richardson's  Grouse  and  family  of  six  young  feeding  and  carrying  on  the 
normal  pursuits  of  life  at  Dunraven  Pass  on  July  15th,  Attempts  to  photo- 
graph this  family  proved  to  be  futile.  On  the  22nd  «r,  Watson  watched 
a  young  male  deer  fawn  on  the  old  freight  road  which  apparently  was  lost 
by  its  mother.  This  fawn  was  well  spotted  and  a^ain  attempts  to  secure 
photographs  were  in  vain  due  to  the  dense  timber  oowr.  On  the  22nd  while 
at  the  Grizzly  Lake  Mr,  Watson  saw  two  pair  of  Trumpeter  swan  and  one 
cygnet. 

On  July  3  R  steam  vent  popped  up  in  the  road  directly  in  front  of  the 
Morris  Museum,  This  vent  is  apparently  along  the  rift  or  fracture  from 
from  which  the  steam  comes  for  the  Black  Growler  vent  ard  so  far  this  season 
there  have  been  periodic  shifts  in  the  intensity  of  the  steam  pressure  and 
outlets  along  this  rift*  The  vent  which  developed  in  the  road  opened  up  a 
hole  several  feet  across  and  several  feet  deep.  The  st«am  is  still  active 
in  this  area,  but  the  vent  has  been  capped  over  and  pressure  is  being  re- 
leased out  to  the  roadside,  On  eool  days  large  quantities  of  steam  vapor 
virtually  obscure  vision  along  this  point  of  the  highway. 

On  the  ljth  a  steam  vent  developed  in  the  road-center  near  !*ymph  lake 
and  during  the  month  reoocurred,  aauaing  additional  maintenance  work.  At 
the  close  of  the  month  this  has  been  capped  with  a  concrete  block  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  no  further  trouble  will  be  experienced  at  this  point,  A 
similar  type  of  opening  developed  in  the  road  near  the  Mud  Volcano  urea  and 
it  too  has  been  repaired* 
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Several  interesting  changes  have  developed  on  the  Mammoth  Hot  Springs 
Terraces  during  the  month.     Probably  the  most  outstanding  of  these  was  the 
drying  up  of  the  main  terrace  on  Wednesday,  the  21st.     Blue  Spring,  Canary 
Spring  and  the  Main  Springs  were  all  very  active  at  11*15  *♦**•  *»d  at  2tJ0  p.m. 
when  the  afternoon  terrace  trip  reached  the  main  terrace  all  of  the  waters 
had  left  this  area  and  the  springs  were  dry.     Since  this  date  these  springs 
have  regained  a  more  or  less  normal  flow  and  the  thermal  activity  on  the 
terraces   is  comparable  to  that  of  any  other  time.     On  the  8th  of  July  a 
fire  was  found  in  the  sulphur  bed  near  White  Flephant  Back  Terrace.     Exactly 
what  started  this  fire  is  not  known,  but  it  was  satisfactorily  extinguished. 

On  the  20th  the  Emerald  Spring  at  Morris  Geyser  Basin  erupted,  throwing 
out  a  large  quantity  of  debris  which  had  been  tossed  into  it  by  unthinking 
visitors  and  following  its  eruption  it  was   possible  for  us  to  thoroughly 
clean  the  spring's  basin.     It  has  not  erupted  again  since  that  date. 

The  Rainbow  Pool   in  the  Black  Send  Geyser  Basin  which  has  periodically 
been  active  as  a  geyser  became  active  again  on  the  22nd  and  at  this  time  put 
on  a  violent  series  of  eruptions,  tossing  out  large  pieces  of  sinter  and 
causing  the  waters  of  the  area  to  be  highly  turbulent.     This   geyser  had  been 
dormant  for  over  a  year* 

During  the  month  some  very  interesting  2x2  pictures  and  16mm  motion 
pictures  have  been  secured  of  the  wild  flowers  of  the  park,  thermal 
phenomena  tri  the  Mad  Volcano  area,  ether  thermal  features  and  the  Trumpeter 

swan* 

The  wild  flower  display  of  Yellowstone  has  been  outstanding  during  the 
entire  month  with  vast  flower  fields  occurring  on  the  old  road  to  Tower 
rails,  through  the  Dunraven  Pass  area  and  along  the  east  side  of  Lake 
Yellowstone. 

The  black  bear  have  been  common  along  the  roadsides  throughout  the 
entire  month.  The  largest  number  observed  on  any  one  day  was  on  July  9  when 
22  bears  were  observed  while  traveling  from  Mammoth  to  Canyon  via  Tower 
Falls.  Sine  of these  were  seen  at  the  Tower  falls  dump*

REPORT  OF  THE  KATURALIST  DITCSICsT 

AUGUST  1948 


August  presented  weather  which  in  general  was  highly  favorable  for 
outdoor  interpretive  activities  and  most  stations  were  able  to  conduct 
evening  programs  with  the  exception  of  two  eights  when  they  were  rained 
out.  Travel  for  August  was  exceedingly  high,  but  the  percentage  of 
people  who  were  participating  in  the  interpretive  activities  did  not 
seem  to  be  as  great  as  that  during  July  in  comparison  to  the  number  of 
visitors  who  were  in  the  park*  At  the  close  of  the  raonth  travel  seemed 
to  be  dropping  off  sharply  and  attendance  at  programs  was  decreasing 
rapidly.  Crowds  on  walks  and  at  the  evening  talks  were  much  smaller 
than  they  had  been  earlier, 

Admini  s  t rat 1 on 

Th©  activities  of  the  latur&list  Division  were  administered  by  the 
Chief  Bark  Batur&list  and  other  permanent  personnel.  All  of  the  permanent 
naturalists  spent  considerable  time  in  the  field  observing  activities  at 
the  various  stations  and  participating  in  them.  The  Senior  Park  Ranger 
Naturalists  at  their  respective  stations  assumed  considerable  respon- 
sibility for  the  adequate  operating  of  the  programs  at  the  stations  and 
haw*  done  a  commendable  job.   Several  memorandums  were  issued  during  the 
month  for  the  purpose  or  keeping  the  programs  operating  smoothly  and  the 
personnel  informed  on  pertinent  matters, 

A  special  report  was  prepared  for  the  Chief  Clerk's  Office  and 
submitted  to  them  o?;  August  3  covering  the  anticipated  expenditures  of 
the  appropriations  allotted  to  Acount  103  for  the  19li9  fiseal  year, 
A  schedule  was  set  up  for  the  termination  of  all  park  ranger  naturalists 
and  plans  made  for  closing  down  all  seasons  activities  early  in  September* 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 


Gn  August  3  *&••  Mary  A,  Pooock  of  the  botanical  Department  of 
R,  3*  C,  Grahmstown,  South  Africa,  was  in  the  Chief  Bark  ?!aturalist's 
office  and  secured  a  Collecting  Permit,  She  was  an  interest 
individual  and  was  given  information  concerning  the  location  of   ponds 
which  contains  certain  vegetative  typesin  which  she  was  interested. 
Miss  Pocook  was  collecting  volvox  and  is  a  recognised  authority  of 
this  particular  type  of  plant  life.  She  spent  only  a  short  while  in 
Yellowstone  but  did  report  back  to  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  that  she 
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had  been  Able  to  find  what  she  thought  to  be  two  specie*  of  thie  plant 
here  end  Indicated  that  she  would  cocsaunieate  further  with  us  concerning 
this* 

During  the  month  of  August  several  persons  applied  at  the  Chief  Park 
Naturalist's  Office  for  Scientific  Collecting  Penal ts  end  the  majority 
of  these  were  denied  since  the  individuals  were  interested  in  securing 
specimens  for  personal  collections. 

On  the  afternoon  of  August  6  the  Chief  Park  Katuralist  made  a  trip 
to  Livingston,  Montana 0   to  deposit  a  large  sum  of  money  in  the  bank  for 
the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association,  end  on  the  evening  of  this 
same  day  he  attended  a  speoial  meeting  of  the  state  officers  of  the 
Federation  of  Federal  Employees  Onion  in  Boseman,  Montana.  On  August  6 
Regional  &aturaJist  Carl  Swartslow  accompanied  by  his  family  arrived  in 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  and  on  the  8th  the  Chief  Park  Katuralist  and 
Mr.  Swartslow  traveled  to  Idaho  Sails  where  they  met  Chief  Naturalist, 
John  &•  Doerr.  iir»  Doerr  and  Mr.  Swartslow  remained  in  Yellowstone  until 
the  12th,  on  which  date  they  left  via  the  Sowth  Entrance  to  go  to 
Teton  I&tional  Park,  On  the  9th  Mr.  &oerr  and  Swart slow  were  taken  by 
the  Chief  Park  iS'aturclist  around  the  sppvr  Icop  of  the  p&rk,  visiting 
2S  orris,  Ganyoi;,  Tower  Falls  and  Park  Headquarters.  On  the  10th  they 
were  taken  to  the  Lamar  Valley  where  they  saw  Trumpeter  swan  and  that 
evening  they  were  taken  to  Old  Faithful  to  attend  the  campflre  program 
held  there.  On  the  11th  the  day  was  spent  in  the  geyser  ©sins  and 
several  of  the  major  geysers  were  chserved  in  eruptio  arid  some  time 
was  spent  at  the  Madison  Junction  Museum.  On  the  12th  they  visited 
the  Fishing  Bridge  Museum  and  the  party  le  t  the  Park  for  Teton. 

Dr.  i.  C.  Gratton,  Dr.  Francis  Birch  and  Dr.  George  C.  Kennedy 
entered  the  park  on  August  15  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  number  of 
scientific  observations  and  conducting  some  tests  with  respect  to  the 
hydrothermal  activities  in  Yellowstone  Park.  On  the  16th  Drs.  Grattcn, 
Mroh  and  Kennedy  and  the  Chief  *aark  ISaturallst  discussed  the  problems 
with  Superintendent  Rogers.  These  men  spent  two  weeks  in  Yellowstone 
Park  and  left  here  on  August  29. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Colman  of  the  JJ.  S.  Forest  Service  from  Missoula,  Montana, 
who  has  charge  of  the  studies  relative  to  soil  erosion  in  the  Missouri 
Hiver  Saain  on  mountain  lands,  visited  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's 
office  and  was  given  information  concerning;  the  surface  geology  of  the 
park.  Ke  was  very  much  interested  in  securing  the  basic  rock  types 
from  which  the  residua]  soils  were  forimd   in  the  mountainous  areas 
in  the  park.  Mr.  Colman  was  preparing  a  map  for  use  in  the  Missouri 
Hiver  Basin  study  work. 
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Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Wayne  Replogle  and  party  at  the  base   of  the  Lo- 
Falls  after  hiking  down  Uncle  Toms  Trail, 
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Oa  August  SO  the  Chief  Park  Eaturalist  spent  the  day  with  Br« 
Frgosto  B.»  Cordero,   Director  of  the  Museum  of  Natural  History  in 
Montevideo,  Uruguay,     ftr,  Cordero  was  shown  much  of  the  thermal 
phenomena  of  the  perk  end  e  number  of  Interesting  massasls.     He  seemed 
to  especially  enjoy  the  grissly  bear  which  he  was  fortunate  enough  to 
see  in  some  numbers • 

On  August  25  Mr*  and  Mrs.  Wilson  F,  Clerk  of  Cornell  University 
were  in  the  Chief  Park  Iatur»liat*s  office  and  conferred  with  the  Chief 
Park  naturalist  for  some  tits©.     Mr,  and  Mrs*  Clark  were  given  help  by 
the  Katuralist  Division  and  were  encouraged  to  attend  ©11  of  the  Naturalist 
activities  possible  during  their  stay  here.     Copies  of  the  Yel lot  stone 
Park  interpretive  program  were  supplied  them  for  use  in  their  survey 
of  the  interpretive  activities  of  the  *ark  Service, 

Irving  2,  Hasemussen,  who  is  in  olterge  of  the  Wildlife  stations  of 
Region  Four  for  the  6U  S,   Forest  Service  and  Dr.  Seed  Baily,   Director  of 
the  Experiment  Stations  for  the     orest  Service  visited  the  Chief  Park 
Sstu  alist's  office  and  were  accompanied  by  two  other  Forest  Service 
officials  whose  names  were  Barrett  and  Loveridge,  but  whose  functions 
and  first  names  were  not  secured, 

A  staff  conference  was  attended  on  August  30  &nd  the  development 
of  a  plan  for  the  West  Thumb  ar«a  was  disevssed  and  tills  proved  to  be  a 
very  li tere-stini    and  informative  meeting. 

On  August  30  Charles  Wharton  of  the  Jackson  Hole  Wildlife  Park 
visited  the  Chief  Park  Bat ura list's  office  and  discussed  a  number  of 
■attars  about  Xellowetone  and  wildlife.     He  was  referred  to  the  Chief 
Ranger's   Office  and  was   gtVfn  access  to  some  of  the  publications  In 
the  library.     Mr,  Wharton  returned  again  or   the  31st, 

Harold  F.   3ailey,   Jr,f  formerly  Park  latu-alist  at  wlaeier  National 
Park  and  Isle   Koyal  Katioral  Park  visited  the  Maseooth  Headquarters  Museum 
on  August  31  and  spent  the  day  studying  plant  specimens  in  the  Park  her- 
barium. 

Religious  Services 


fke  regular  religious  program  for  the  park  continued  throughout  the 
aonth  of  August  with  services  bein  ;  held  at  Old  faithful,  Fishing  Bridge, 
Canyon  and  Mammoth  -  both  Protestant  and  Catholic,     ^he  children's  choir 
participated  at  the  headquarters  and  the  services  were  well  attended 
by  the  park  visitors. 

Protecting  Thermal  Areas 


Board  walk  installations  were  completed  in  the   geyser  basin  areas 
during  early  August  and  all  remaining  board  walk  that  was  available  was 
installed  on  the  *%mmeth  Hot  Springs  terraces.     These  walks  have  been 
serving  remarkably  well  during  the  past  season  and  have  helped  no  end 

in  the  protection  of  thermal  areas. 
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the  Park  Ranger  Aaturaliets  have  been  stationed  on  roving;  naturalist 
duties  in  the  Lower   Peyser  Basin,  Midway  Geyser  Basin  and  Biscuit  Basin 
and  they  have  afforded  considerable  protection  to  the  areas  by  giving  out 
information  end  to  some  degree  policing  the  areas.  Park  ftanger  Naturalists 
have  conducted  gvided  trips  on  the  Massaoth  Hot  Springs  terraces  and  spent 
some  time  on  terrace  duty.  Park  Ranger  Hennessy  has  been  on  duty  on  the 
i'laannoth  Hot  Springs  terraces  and  has  boen  doing  a  very  commendable  job 
of  protection  work  there* 

Interpretive  Services 

The  interpretive  service  at  all  stations  has  progressed  in  all 
ses  of  the  program  throughout  the  month  and  has  '  een  well  attended 
by  the  park  visitors.  This  program  was  not  affected  seriously  by  adverse 
weather  during  the  month  anc  almost  all  outdoor  activities  were  conducted. 
There  is  a  statietioal  presentation  of  the  miiUjer  of  people  utilising 
these  activities  and  the  types  of  services  rendered  attached  to  this 
report. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  gave  special  talks  at  Tower  Palls  the 
Uth,  Canyon  the  11th  and  Old  Faithful  on  the  16th.  Park  Naturalist 
Alcorn  gave  special  programs  at  Tower  Falls  the  11th,  Canyon  the  18th 
and  Old  Faithful  the  20th.  The  interpretive  services  at  Tower  Falls 
were  discontinued  following  the  casnpfire  program  on  August  27  for  it 
was  on  this  day  that  the  Camp  Roosevelt  Lodge  closed. 

The  various  interpretive  activities  as  conducted  at  the  stations 
throughout  the  park  have  been  audited  by  Park  lature lists  Watson,  Alcorn 
and  Condon  for  the  purpose  of  knowing  better  just  how  the  men   are  doing 
the  work  and  how  the  program  is  being  accepted  by  the  people * 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

All  museums  were  open  during  the  entire  month  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  they  will  remain  so  until  approximately  the  12th  of  September* 
These  units  have  been  well  attended  by  visitors  and  indications  are 
that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  their  use  to  that  which  was  given 
last  year* 

A  large  number  of  items  have  oeen  acquired  and  accessioned  as  museum 
artifacts  during  the  past  month.  Three  tree  sections  from  the  old  Spur  gift* 
Beaver  Slide  area  between  the  Lake  and  Canyon  have  been  secured,  accessioned 
and  placed  in  storage  for  future  exhibit  and  for  preservation.  District 
Park  Ranger  Arthur  Jaeobson  brought  to  headquarters  a  section  from  a  log 
found  on  the  park  boundary  near  South  Riverside  Ranger  Station.  It 
contains  scribing  on  it  of  a  number  of  names  and  other  interesting 
information  which  may  have  historical  significance.  There  have  been  a 
large  number  of  Indian  artifacts  found  and  turned  in  to  the  headquarters 
museum  for  accession.  People  finding  these  artifacts  and  turning  them 
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Eleven  of  the  3/  grizzly  bears  observed  at  the  Canyon  dump  area  on  the 
afternoon  of  August  25*

Research  arid  Observation 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  made  t«»  trips  into  the  park  during  the 
month  for  the  purpose  of  auditing  programs  and  making  field  observations* 
Or  the  l&th  Mr.  Watson  visited  the  Canyon  dump  area  on  the  old  Srebe 
Lake  mad  and  at  that  time  observed  25  gristly  bear  at  one  time* 
servations  made  by  Katson,  Aleom  and  Cor  don  indicate  that  porcupines 
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are  common  along-  th*  roadside  for  m  numerous  occasions  several  have 
been  counted  whan  returning  to  path:  headquarters  lata  at  night  froa 
oampfira  programs  in  the  interior*     Nina  animals  were   ■.:;■'.■>  served  in 
traveling  from  Canyon  to  Massaeth  on  tha  20th,  and  watson  observed 
sever,  porcupines  between  Canyon  and  Mammoth  on  tha  2l|th.     These  animals 
are  not  as  numerous  as  they  were  during  the  summer  of  19h6  when  they 
were  abundant  along  the  roadsides. 

Observations   of  Trumpeter  swan  hare  bee^  made  on  several  uecasioas 
during  th*  month.     Cn  the  10th  some  tlasc  was  spent  watching  the  Trumpeter 
swan  near  the  junction  of  Slough  Creek  and  the  Lamar  Elver  where  there 
are  a  pair  of  adults  and  5  cygnets.     The  Trumpeter  swan  on  the  small 
lake  near  Madison  Junction  have  been   observed  twice  during  the  month  and 
on  the   12th  some  action  pictures  and  some  still  pictures  were  made  of 
these  birds.     They  had  fo>»r  cygnets.     0»  August  22  a  spectacular  scene 
was  presented  on  Alum  Creek  wher,  fetal*  adult  Truapmte?  swan   presented  an 
aerial  display  of  flight  which  was  of  unusual  interest.     Follow -'ng  the 
flight  maneuver  thev  landed   relatively  near  the  highway  and  two  of  the 
birds  appeared  to  fight,   peeking  at  each  other  and  beating  with  their 
wings.     Following  the  encounter  one  swan  swazn  off  some  50  yards  by 
itself  and  the  others  regained  as  a  group  and  started  feeding.     These 
birds  w*>re  watched  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  a  number  of 
park  visitors. 

Sir.  ~*<yimn   %nson  reported  to  the  Ch4  ef  fMrlr.  Naturalist  that  he 
had  found  at  the  waters  ed^e  on  Unra  Creek  a  very  interesting  stone 
which  had  some  peex.l^.ar  ^sorptions  carved  oj     It.      Chief  Park  S&turaliat 
Condon  visited  this  stone  with  Mr.  Benson  on  August  15  &*>d  examined  it, 
and  neither  he  nor  Ur,    :«man  co-Id  decipher  the  scribing  on  the  rook* 
Someone  in  the  past  has  spent  considerable  time  working  on  this  rock  and 
isaking  the  undecipherable  marks.     The  boulder  is  a  r^ry  large  one  of 
basaltic  lava  whioh  has  a  very  smooth  faced  section  oaa  which  the  letters 
have  been  made.      It  hae  been  where  it  is   for  a  very  long  tiae*.     The 
evidences  on  the  rocks  surface  indicate  that  the  inscriptions  have  been 
there  for  a  long  tiae  also.     Photographs  are  going  to  be  made  of  this 
and  an  attempt  to  decipher  what  is  meant  by  the  peculiar  markings. 

Dr.  L.  C,  Oratton,  Dr.   Francis  Birch  and  Dr.     -eorge  C.  Kennedy 
Conducted  research  work  in  the  Upper  Peyser  Basin  d  oriod 

from  Au(just  15  to  the  29th.     Drs.   Oratton  and  Siren  were  from  Harvard 
University  and  Dr.  Kennedy  is  with  the  u.   S.  3.  &.     Their  research 
work  dealt  primarily  with  attempts  to  determine  the  point  wher©  active 
boiling  and  geyser  eruption  bcfc.ins  beneath  the  earths  surface. 
definite  conclusions  were  reached  by  these  men  and  will  not  be  available 
until  they  have  had  an  c  portunlty  to  study  the  records  secured  by 
then  in  more  detail  than  it  was  possible  for  them  to  while  they  were  here. 
They  have  discovered  that  the  observations  indicate  boiling  begins  and 
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Trumpeter  swan  cygnet  turned   in  to  N  orris   by  tourists    on  August   2\± 
Note  wing  span  of   only  15  inches,

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the  geyser  eruption*  start  at  a  depth  of  approximately  $Q   feet  beneath 
the  surface.  The  highest  hot  water  temperature  secured  was  obtained 
in  the  Lion  Geyser  at  a  depth  of  approximately  JO   feet  where  a  temper- 
eture  reading  was  secured  ©f  255°^ •  this  temperature  was  obtained 
because  of  a  rmry   small  constriction  in  the  tube  of  the  geyser  whi 
inhibited  convection  circulation.  In  Old  Faithful  Geyser  they  secured 
temperature  readings  of  21+6  F.  at  70  feet.  These  scientists  were  using 
a  special  apparatus  which  gave  a  continuous  temperature  reading  at 
various  depths  and  they  had  established  six  stations  at  six  different 
depths  at  whloh  they  were  securing  temperature  readings  at  the  same  time. 
They  secured  readings  from  a  large  number  of  features,  but  spent  most 
«f  their  time  reading  temperatures  at  Lion  Geyser,  Old  Faithful  Geyser, 
Giantess  Geyser,  Great  Fountain  Geyser  and  the  Sapphire  Pool.   Infer- 
■at ion  oi.  the  data  secured  wil?  be  forthcoming  after  they  have  had  an 
opportunity  to  analyse  the  temperature  readings  secured  &t  these  various 
features. 

On  the  19th  Chi  of  Park  S  ature  Hat  Condon  made  a  trip  over  Mt» 
Washburn  for  the  purpose  of  observing  the  Mghom  sheep  there  arid  to 
again  renew  his  acquaintance  with  features  observed  from  this  point. 

The  Echinus  Qeyvvr   ir  the  8  orris  Geyser  Basin  has  been  very  active 
faring  the  entire  summer  season.  During  its  eruptions  there  have  been 
large  quantities  of  muddy  water  discharged  from  it  and  it  has  provided 
a  rather  spectacular  show  for  those  visitors  who  have  been  going  into 
she  back  basin.   It  is  continuing  its  active  phase  and  observations 
till  continue  to  be  made  of  it  to  determine  when  It  again  beoomes 
dormant.  On  the  27th  of  the  month  the  Reservoir  in  the  1 orris  Geyser 
Basin  erupted  in  a  rather  peculiar  manner,  ftater  was  not  thrown  to 
lay  height,  nor  were  any  water  jets  thrown  in  any  direction*  The  large 
jkjoI  of  the  Reservoir  simply  bulged  in  a  pulsating  manner  sending  large 
■aves  of  water  out.  of  the  basin  into  the  Hundred  Springe  Plain,  flooding 
It  with  water* 

Sir.  John  McMillan,  Research  Collaborator,  has  continued  his  study 
Kt  the  moose  in  the  Willow  Park  area  through  August*  He  departed  from 
She  park  on  August  $0   to  return  to  school  at  Michigan*  It  is  anticipated 
that  the  park  will  receive  from  Mr.  McMillan  a  copy  of  his  thesis  on 
this  problem  when  it  is  finished. 

Park  Ranger  naturalist  Tiilliam  B.  Sanborn  anticipates  working  on 
lis  Masters  Degree  during  the  coming  year  and  intends  to  write  a  thesis 
m   "The  significance  of  the  Interpretive  program  in  Yellowstone  Hati  nal 
*erk*.  He  has  received  approval  from  his  school  for  the  preparation  of 
l  thesis  and  t  e  completion  of  a  problem  for  his  Doctorate  or*.   "The 
iducatlonal  aspects  of  the  National  Parks". 

Several  trips  have  been  made  to  dump  areas  for  the  purpose  of

General 


The  month  of  September  has  provided  some  of  the  best  weather  experienced 
during  the  19^+8  season  and  a  large  number  of  people  continued  to  visit 
the  area  during  the  month.  The  interpretive  activities  of  the  Naturalist 
Division  were  kept  active  as  long  as  possible  with t  he  funds  available 
and  temporary  personnel  were  retained  up  to  and  through  the  2i4.th.  There 
was  good  attendance  at  activities,  both  hiking  trips,  talks  and  museums, 
until  the  final  closing  of  these.  At  the  close  of  the  month  work  in  the 
division  took  on  a  different  complexion  and  much  time  was  devoted  to  the 
closing  of  museums,  inventorying  of  properties  and  placing  quarters  in 
readiness  for  winter. 

Administration 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  his  assistants  administered  the 
activities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  during  the  month.   Termination 
of  all  seasonal  employees  required  many  interviews  and  several  special 
field  trips  into  the  park  for  the  purpose  of  closing  up  activities  at 
the  different  stations  and  for  the  purpose  of  properly  relieving  seasonal 
park  ranger  naturalists  of  responsibilities  at  these  areas. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

On  September  3  Dr.  Oliver  H.  Hewitt,  Dominion  Wildlife  Officer 
of  the  National  Parks  Bureau  of  Canada  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalists 
office  and  the  interpretive  program  of  Yellowstone  Park  was  discussed 
and  copies  of  our  program  of  activities  were  provided  to  him,, 

On  the  6th  Dr.  John  Field  from  Stanford  University  was  in  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalists  office  and  discussed  the  possibility  of  securing 
fish  from  hot  water  areas  in  the  park.  Dr.  Field  is  conducting  research 
for  the  United  States  Navy  on  animal  adaptation  to  environments  and  is 
anxious  to  secure  specimens  of  fish  who  are  living  in  the  hot  water 
environment  of  Yellowstone  thermal  areas.  Examination  of  Hot  River  run- 
off into  the  Gardiner  River  was  made  with  Dr.  Field  and  it  is  possible 
that  species  of  suckers  which  are  found  there  may  prove  to  be  suitable 
for  his  research  work. 
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On  the  9th  and  10th  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist,  and  on  the  11th 
Park  Naturalist  Alcorn,  took  Mr.  M.  J.  Haezaert,  Interim  Director, 
Service  for  the  Domestication  of  Elephants,  Gangala-na-bodio,  Brussels, 
Belgium,  of  the  Institute  of  National  Parks  of  Belgian  Congo,  on  field 
trips  into  the  park.  Mr.  Haezaert  was  shown  the  thermal  areas,  wildlife 
and  general  scenic  grandeur  of  the  park. 

^On  the  10th,  11th  and  12th  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  gave  over 
considerable  time  to  a  special  group  of  men  from  the  University  of 
Montana  who  were  making  a  seminar  field  trip  through  National  Forests 
and  Yellowstone  National  Park.  A  special  talk  was  given  to  this  group 
on  the  night  of  the  10th.  They  were  accompanied  completely  around 
the  loop  on  the  11th  and  conducted  through  the  headquarters  museum 
and  on  the  trip  over  the  hot  spring  terraces  on  the  12th.  Members  of 
the  party  consisted  of  Mr.  Victor  0.  Sandberg,  U .  S.  Forest  Service 
Training  Officer,  Region  1,  Missoula,  Montana,  and  members  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Montana  faculty  who  were  E.  A.  Atkinson,  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Psychology,  Kenneth  Davis,  Dean  of  the  School  of  Forestry, 
Ralph  McGinnis,  Professor  of  Sspeech,  A.  T.  Helbering,  Professor  of 
Business  Organization  and  Management,  Harold  Tascher,  Professor  of 
Social  Work  and  Charles  Hatton,  Professor  of  Economics, 

On  the  evening  of  the  18th  a  special  talk  was  given  to  the  members 
of  the  Absaroka  Conservation  Committee  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and 
Park  Naturalists  Watson  and  Condon  attended  the  Absaroka  Conservation 
Coiunittee  meeting  on  the  19th, 

On  the  20th  Miss  Van  Iterson  from  Holland  was  in  the  Chief  Park 
Naturalists  office  and  arrangements  were  made  for  her  to  accompany  Park 
Naturalist  Watson  to  Old  Faithful  and  return.  Miss  Van  Iterson  was 
interested  in  the  National  Parks  and  was  given  a  plant  collecting  permit 
so  that  she  might  take  specimens  of  park  plants  back  with  her  to  the 
University  of  Delft  and  Utrecht  Holland, 

On  the  2hth  and  25th  Mr,  T.  0,  McCurdy  and  Mr,  G,  F,  Connolly  of 
the  General  Accounting  Office,  Washington,  D.  C,  spent  considerable 
time  examining  the  records  of  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Asso- 
ciation in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalists  office, 

During  the  month  two  manuscripts  prepared  by  Mr.  Edward  Graves  were 
reviewed  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalists  office  for  accuracy  of  presenta- 
tion and  2x2  Kodaslides  to  be  used  for  illustrations  with  these 
manuscripts  were  examined  and  all  returned  to  Mr.  Graves, 

In-Service  Training  Program 

The  Naturalist  Division  during  the  month  took  over  the  complete 
publication  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  News  Letter  and  it  has  been  put 
out  weekly  as  an  in-service  training  feature.   On  the  29th  a  special

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movie  showing  the  sanitary  fill  method  of  garbage  disposal  was  run  for 
the  members  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  staff.  This  film  was  presented  to 
give  a  better  picture  of  this  method  of  garbage  disposal  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  such  a  disposal  system  has  been  contemplated  for  Yellow- 
stone • 

Religious  Services 

The  regular  religious  services,  both  Protestant  and  Catholic,  were 
discontinued  following  church  on  Sunday,  September  5»   On  Thursday, 
September  23,  parents  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  met  and  organized  the 
Sunday  School  program  for  the  coming  winter  and  the  first  regular  Sunday 
School  was  held  on  the  26th. 

Interpretive  Services 

The  major  part  of  the  interpretive  program  was  terminated  after 
September  6  for  on  this  date  many  of  the  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists 
found  it  necessary  to  stop  work  as  naturalists  and  return  to  their 
respective  school  positions.  All  walks,  talks  and  other  phases  of  the 
program  were  carried  through  this  date  and  the  museums  were  not  closed 
until  later  in  the  month. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  Madison  Junction  Museum  was  closed  to  the  public  for  the  19i|8 
season  on  September  IC.  The  H orris  Museum  was  closed  on  September  12, 
Fishing  Bridge  Museum  on  September  16,  the  Mammoth  and  Old  Faithful 
Museums  on  September  2I4..  There  was  good  attendance  at  these  museums 
up  to  the  date  that  they  were  closed.  The  shutters  were  placed  on  the 
Madison  Juction  and  Norris  Museums  on  the  13th  and  they  were  placed  in 
readiness  for  the  winter.  The  Fishing  Bridge  Museum  shutters  were 
placed  on  the  building  on  the  l6th  and  the  Mammoth  and  Old  Faithful 
Museums  were  still  being  used  intermittently  until  the  close  of  the 
month. 

A  moose  skull  secured  from  a  bull  moose  killed  on  the  northeast 
entrance  road  on  September  12  was  cleaned  and  placed  in  the  Old  Faith- 
ful courtyard  as  part  of  the  collection  there. 

Several  Indian  artifacts  were  received  during  the  month  and  have 
been  accessioned  for  the  park  collection.  These  artifacts  were  found 
in  Yellowstone  by  park  naturalists,  naturalists  and  rangers. 

The  roofs  and  exterior  trim  of  the  Fishing  Bridge  Museum  and 
cottage  were  painted  during  the  month.   On  the  30th  a  complete  inventory 
of  accessioned  exhibit  material  in  the  Fishing  Bridge  Museum  was  made 
and  several  cases  opened  and  specimens  preserved  in  alcohol  had  alcohol 
stocks  replenished.  This  leaves  the  exhibits  at  Fishing  Bridge  in  good 
order  for  the  coming  winter. 
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A  complete  inventory  of  all  museum  accessioned  and  catalogued 
materials  was  begun  near  the  end  of  the  month  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  all  museums  in  the  field  will  be  inventoried  before  adverse 
weather  interferes  with  this  program.  During  the  winter  months  all 
museum  accession  card  files  and  accessioned  materials  will  be  placed 
in  complete  order. 

Personnel 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Park  Naturalist  W.  Verde  Watson  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for 
one  days  annual  leave  taken  September  29. 

Park  Naturalist  Wayne  B.  Alcorn  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Clerk-stenographer  Betty  Lee  Proznick  was  on  duty  all  month. 

The  services  of  all  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists  and  janitors 
were  terminated  during  the  month  of  September.  The  men  were  inter- 
viewed and  their  services  discussed  with  them.  From  all  indications 
it  is  highly  possible  that  there  will  be  20  of  the  26  naturalists 
apply  for  reappointment  during  the  191+9  season.  The  personnel  ter- 
minated during  September  and  their  last  duty  day  is  as  follows:

Research  and  Observation 

Field  trips  out  into  the  park  were  made  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  on  the  J+th,  6th,  8th,  9th,  10th,  11th,  l6th,  17th,  22nd,  25th, 
27th,  29th  and  30thj  by  Park  Naturalist  Watson  on  the  8th,  9th,  13th, 
16th,  17th,  20th  and  29th  and  by  Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  on  the  9th, 
15th,  16th,  17th,  21st,  22nd,  23rd,  2l+th,  28th,  29th  and  30th.  These 
trips  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  routine  business  at  the 
various  stations  and  for  making  field  observations. 

During  the  month  some  interesting  observations  of  bears  were  made 
at  the  Canyon  dumpgrounds  on  the  Grebe  Lake  road  and  a  number  of  useable 
pictures  secured  of  them.  At  the  beginning  of  the  month  there  were 
quite  a  number  of  grizzly  bear  visiting  the  Canyon  dump,  but  at  the 
close  of  the  month  on  several  attempts  to  see  and  photograph  these 
animals  none  were  found  in  this  area.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to 
accumulate  enough  good  illustrative  material  for  the  presentation  of 
a  complete  talk  on  bears,  their  babits  and  hazards  associated  with 
them.  Park:  Naturalist  Watson,  in  an  attempt  to  get  some  of  this  in- 
formation worked  in  plain  clothes  securing  some  pictures  and  on 
September  8  had  a  very  interesting  experience  with  a  group  of  people 
near  Kepler  Cascades.  A  direct  quotation  of  his  report  of  this  ex- 
perience is  presented. 

"     While  endeavoring  to  obtain  pictures  of  visitors  feeding 
bears  a  blood  chilling  incident  was  witnessed  at  a  bear  jam 
on  the  Old  Faithful-West  Thumb  road,  near  Kepler  Cascades, 
in  which  a  black  sow  knocked  a  very  young  boy  down  and  then 
stood  growling  not  more  than  two  feet  above  him  with  mouth 
open  and  claws  extended.   For  a  few  seconds  it  looked  like 
the  youngster  might  be  killed  or  badly  injured  before  the 
horrified  eyes  of  some  two  dozen  or  more  onlookers.  His 
screams  and  theirs  rent  the  air  as  the  old  mother  flattened 
him  on  the  ground  before  her,  but  he  made  not  a  move,  nor,  I 
believe,  did  anyone  else,  and  the  bear  dropped  down  to  one 
side  and  ambled  off.  Immediately  the  child's  mother  grabbed 
him  up  and  hustled  him  into  the  car.  Apparently  he  was  not 
injured  in  the  least,  but  he  was  still  screaming  with  fright 
when  the  parents  were  contacted  at  their  car  thereafter  and 
advised  as  to  where  they  could  find  the  nurse  at  Old  Faithful. 

Preliminary  to  this  climactic  incident  other  spine 
tingling  acts  by  the  many  visitors  involved  in  this  bear 
jam  were  noted.  These  staggered  my  belief  regarding  their 
profound  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  danger  involved  and  I  was 
utterly  amazed  at  the  bear's  tollerance  of  the  public's 
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methods  of  dealing  with  them.  To  begin  with  I  saw  a  man 
either  just  lifting  his  very  small  child  off  of  or  endeavor- 
ing to  place  him  upon  the  mother  bear.   The  closing  in  of 
the  crowd  blocked  my  view  while  I  was  parking  off  the  road, 
so  I  did  not  get  to  see  just  what  did  happen  here  finally, 
but  I  did  see  the  child  held  above  the  bear  by  the  arm  pits 
with  feet  wide  apart.   Subsequently  I  saw  the  cubs,  yearlings, 
being  fed  by  numerous  hands  as  they  walked  back  and  forth 
and  in  and  out  among  and  between  the  legs  of  the  assembled 
crowd.  At  times  the  mother  was  well  over  50  feet  away, 
and  she  seemed  not  the  least  concerned  about  what  the  cubs 
were  doing  or  what  was  being  done  to  them.  The  cubs  were 
petted  from  tip  of  nose  to  tail  by  several  different  people, 
as  they  moved  from  hand  to  hand,  and  the  remarks  "Ain't  they 
nice;"  "Aren't  they  cute";  "They're  tame";  "They  won 't  hurt 
you";  were  repeatedly  heard.  Shortly  before  the  final  in- 
cident mentioned  above  took  place,  one  woman  was  seen  feeding 
the  sow  something  from  a  sack--it  appeared  to  be  either  shelled 
nuts  or  raisins.  These  she  was  scooping  out  by  the  handfulls 
and  holding  for  the  bear  to  lap  out  of  her  hard.  At  one 
point  she  endeavored  to  pass  some  to  one  of  the  cubs  that 
was  close  by,  but  old  "Mama"  did  not  like  this  and  gave  her 
hand  a  quick  bat  with  her  paw.  This  gave  the  woman  a  bit 
of  fright,  and  she  rose  from  her  squatting  position  in  front 
of  the  bear  and  said  to  a  man  standing  close  by  "You  can  feed 
her  if  you  want  to",  which  he  promptly  did  in  much  the  same 
manner  as  she  had — from  a  squatting  position  in  front  of  the 
bear  and  with  handfulls  held  right  into  the  bear's  mouth.  At 
this  point  a  youngish  woman  came  muscling  her  way  through  the 
crowd  carrying  an  open  bottle  of  Coca  Cola  and  calling  the 
name  of  some  man  whom  she  apparently  wanted  to  feed  the  stuff 
to  the  bear.  He  answered  with  "Here  I  am;  I'm  coming;  I'll 
feed  her",  and  pushed  his  way  through  toward  her.   Before  he 
arrived,  however,  she  endeavored  to  interest  the  sow  in  the 
bottled  drink.   The  bear  was  not  interested,  and  was  in  the 
act  of  slobbering  some  of  it  out  of  her  mouth  when  the  man 
arrived  at  the  feeding  scene.  Not  daunted,  however,  he 
immediately  squatted  down  in  front  of  the  bear  and  straight- 
way set  about  trying  to  make  her  take  it.   First  he  held  the 
bottle  out  to  her,  and  when  she  endeavored  to  smell  it  he 
actually  pushed  it  into  her  mouth.   Some  of  the  stuff  flowed 
out  then,  and  the  bear  again  showed  her  positive  dislike  for 
it  by  violent  slobbering  and  snorting  to  get  rid  of  it.  The 
man  then  actually  made  an  effort  to  make  her  take  it  by 
pouring  it  into  his  hand,  holding  it  over  her  nose,  and 
smearing  it  around.  This  he  tried  twice,  following  her  in  a 
squatting  position  as  she  walked  away.   On  the  second  attempt 
I  expected  to  see  her  leave  him  with  a  bloody  stump  in  place 
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Lake  Yellowstone  near   Fishing  Bridge,

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of  a  hand,  but  she  just  walked  slobbering  and  sputtering 
away  to  pick  up  other  food  that  had  been  thrown  to  her. 
It  was  while  eating  this  food  that  the  child  mentioned 
above  dashed  by  very  close  in  front  of  her  and  she  reached 
out  with  lightning  speed  and  felled  him  "flat  as  a  fritter" 
before  her. 

The  deep  shade  of  trees  along  the  road  shoulder  and 
the  passing  between  me  and  the  bears  of  many  people  made 
getting  pictures  of  these  events  a  virtual  impossibility; 
getting  in  the  clear,  focusing,  and  then  setting  the  lens 
properly  for  speed  and  opening  proved  to  be  more  than  I 
could  manage,  but  I  did  get  one  fair  Kodachrome  shot  of 
the  mother  being  fed  from  the  hand  by  a  visitor." 

A  series  of  events  somewhat  comparable  to  these  occurred  many 
times  during  the  past  season  when  large  groups  of  people  congregated 
about  bears  along  the  roadsides  and  this  specific  presentation  of  an 
incident  of  this  type  provides  us  with  a  rather  graphic  story. 

On   the  22nd  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  accompanied  by  Park 
Biologist  Walter  Kittams  went  over  a  portion  of  the  coyote  trap-line 
operated  by  Weldon  B.  Robinson  of  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  in 
making  his  coyote  study.  Traps  visited  were  those  that  went  up  over 
Mfc.  Washburn  and  on  this  particular  day  there  were  no  animals  in  the 
sets  although  several  traps  had  been  sprung  by  apparently  bear.  Later 
in  the  day  Ha yd en  Valley  was  visited  and  then  the  Fountain  Flats  and 
Fairy  Creek  area  for  the  purpose  of  observing  bison.   Forty-eight 
bison  were  seen  in  the  Hayden  Valley  near  the  Violet  Springs  area. 
Other  animals  obviously  were  concealed  behind  rolling  hills,  but  the 
maximum  counted  were  I4.8.  An  observation  made  on  this  day  which  was 
of  unusual  interest  was  the  presence  of  five  sage  hens  near  the  mouth 
of  Trout  Creek  in  Hayden  Valley.  The  sage  hen  is  not  a  species  of 
grouse  which  is  commonly  seen  in  Yellowstone  and  is  listed  in  the 
check  list  as  being  exceedingly  rare.  On.   the  Fairy  Creek  meadows  a 
total  of  77  bison  were  seen  in  one  herd,  and  near  the  mouth  of  Nez 
Perce  Creek  six  old  bulls  were  seen  a  few  minutes  later. 

In  the  early  morning  of  the  25th  near  the  Midway  Geyser  Basin 
Park  Naturalists  Watson  and  Condon  saw  a  bull  elk  which  was  apparently 
a  mature  animal,  having  forked  antlers,  and  yet  was  of  unusual  interest 
because  of  its  dwarfed  size.  This  bull  had  all  the  physical  markings 
and  appearances  of  a  normal  elk,  but  in  size  was  no  larger  than  the 
average  mule  deer  buck.  The  animal  paused  on  the  road  shoulder  for  a 
period  of  time  and  watched  the  approaching  car  and  then  dashed  off 
into  the  lodge  pole  forest.   Both  observers  regretted  the  inability  to 
make  more  detailed  observations  of  it. 
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Throughout  the  month  water  fowl  have  continued  to  increase  along 
the  Yellowstone  River  between  the  Canyon  and  Lake  and  around  Lake 
Yellowstone  itself,  and  at  the  close  of  September  large  numbers  of 
Canadian  geese,  mallard  ducks,  golden-eyes  and  several  other  species 
of  water  fowl  are  concentrated  in  this  area.  Trumpeter  swan  have 
been  regularly  seen  at  Mary  Bay  and  in  the  Hayden  Valley. 

With  the  release  of  pressure  of  visitor  use  it  was  hoped  that 
moose  pictures  could  be  secured  for  use  as  illustrative  material 
in  the  interpretive  program,  but  attempts  to  locate  these  animals 
in  their  summer  haunts  have  been  in  vain  and  only  a  very  few  have 
been  seen. 

On  field  trips  on  the  10th  and  30th  Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  was 
fortunate  enough  to  find  Indian  arrowheads.  One  of  them  was  at  the 
Midway  Geyser  Basin  area,  and  an  especially  fine  point  was  found  at 
Sulphur  Mountain  in  the  Hayden  Valley  on  the  3Cth. 

Library 

Several  pamphlets   containing  information   on  the  National   Parks 
of  the  Belgian  Congo  were   given  to  the   Yellowstone   Park  Library  by 
Mr.  Kaezaert.

Natural  History  Association 

The  September-October  issue   of  Nature  Notes  has  been  edited  and 
the  copy  is  ready  for  multilithing  at  the  close  of  the  month. 

The  Association's  book  sales  business   closed  at  the  Fishing  Bridge 
museum  on  the   l6th,   at  the   Old   Faithful  museum  on  the   17th  and  at  the 
park  headquarters  museum  at  Mammoth  on  the  20th. 
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The  Association  purchased  supplies  and  materials  for  use  with  the 
multilith  amounting  to  fi+8.56 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association 
was  held  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist 's  office  on  September  29,  at 
1:00  p. in.  The  regular  business  conducted  at  the  annual  meeting  trans- 
pired and  directors  were  elected  for  the  ensueing  year.  Mr.  W.  Leon 
Evans  was  elected  to  Chairmanship  of  the  Board.  Wayne  B.  Alcorn,  Joseph 
Joffe  and  Jack  E.  Haynes  were  elected  to  directorships  for  terms  of 
three  years,  and  Mr.  C.  k.  Skinner  was  elected  to  fill  the  office  on 
the  Board  of  Directors  vacated  by  the  transfer  of  Francis  D.  LaNoue 
from  Yellowstone  to  Rocky  Mountain  National  Park.  A  detailed  report 
of  the  Association's  business  will  be  submitted  at  a  future  date. 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

All  projector  screens,  projectors  and  other  field  equipment  were 
returned  from  the  field  stations  to  park  headquarters  where  they  can 
be  serviced  and  made  ready  for  use  during  the  19U9  season. 

Two  new  Spencer  2x2  Kodaslide  projectors  were  received  during 
the  month.  It  was  anticipated  that  these  would  be  received  in  June 
so  that  they  might  be  used  during  the  19^4-8  travel  season,  but  were  not 
received  until  mid-September  and  so  will  be  utilized  next  year* 

Photographic  and  Other  Visual  Aids 

On  September  10  when  a  field  trip  was  made  into  Hayden  Valley 
several  pictures  were  made  of  areas  which  have  only  recently  begun 
to  show  serious  effects  of  erosion.   100  feet  of  16mm  movies  were 
exposed  of  grizzly  bears  at  the  Canyon  dumpground  area  and  during 
the  month  2  rolls  of  K-135  film  was  exposed  to  secure  2x2  Koda- 
slide pictures.  Eleven  1+  x  5  black  and  white  negatives  were  exposed 
of  park  scenery  and  an  automobile  accident.  Two  days  were  spent 
in  the  darkroom  preparing  prints  of  pictures  to  illustrate  special 
reports  and  for  submission  to  the  press  for  their  use. 

All  Kodaslides,  lantern  slides  and  other  visual  aids  material 
have  been  brought  in  from  the  field  and  many  of  them  have  been  re- 
turned to  their  proper  file  cabinets.   This  work  will  progress  on 
into  the  month  of  October. 

Quarters  and  Buildings 

The  property  carried  in  the  quarters  oocupied  by  seasonal  park 
ranger  naturalists  has  been  inventoried  and  made  ready  for  winter 
storage  and  the  cabins  have  been  placed  in  readiness  for  their  period 
of  non-ase.  The  quarters  at  Fishing  Bridge  and  the  park  ranger  nat- 
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uralist's  apartments  at  Old  Faithful  have  been  placed  in  order  for 
the  winter  and  shutters  placed  on  all  of  these  buildings.

General

Considerable  field  work  was  accomplished  by  the  Naturalist  Division 
during  the  month.     The  major  part  of  this  work  dealt  with  the  complete 
cheeking  of  all  museum  accession  Materials  in  the   field  museums,  running 
the  inventory  of  Government  property  and  olear.ing  some  exhibits  and 
making  minor  alterations.     The  splendid  warm  weather  and  bright,  sun- 
shiny days  contributed  leueh  and  nade  it  possible  to  work  in  the  unheated 
buildings.     Several  field  tripe  were  made  for  observation  purposes 
and  proved  to  be  most  delightful.     It  was  not  necessary  this  year  to 
put  the  shutters  on  wayside  exhibits  until  the  close  of  the  month. 

Administration 

The  Chief  Park  Baturalist  supervised  the  activities  of  the  Naturalist 
Division  for  the  month  and  the  program  was  changed  from  on  e  of  the  active 
interpretation  of  the  park  features  to  the   publio  to  one  taking  stock  of 
the  past  seasons  activities,  making  minor  renovations  in  the  physical 
facilities,  inventorying  properties,  improving  storage  and  filing  systems 
and  setting  up  plans   for  future  operations. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  made  a  trip  to  Livingston  and  Boteman, 
Montana,  with  Assistant  Superintendent   Fred  T,  Johnston  on  the  i+th  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  school  problems  with  the  school  officials  of 
these  school  districts. 


Oft  October  5  Dr.  Reed  V.  Bailey,   Director  of  the  Interaountain 
Forest  and  Range  Experiment  Station,  visited  the  Chief  Park  Katuralist's 
office  and  had  with  him  Dr.   Paula  De  Sousa,   Director  of  the  national 
Parks  and  Forests  of  Brasil.     The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  conducted  these 
gentlemen  over  the  terrace  area  and  down  to  the  Stevens  Creek  area  for 
the  purpose  of  observing  a  species  of  antelope  in  which  Dr.   Sousa  was 
especially  interested.     These  gentlemen  left  the  park  via  the  West  En- 
trance on  the  6th  and  visited  the  Tower  Falls  and  Canyon  on  their  way 
out* 
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On  the  26th  Dr.  Olaf  E.  Ryberg  wss  in  the  Chief  Bark  Fatur&list's 
Office  and  spent  some  tir.e  ir   the  headquarters  library.     Dr.  Eyberg 
is  from  Alnarp  Agricultural  College  at  Akarp,   Sweden,     ^ie  is  especially 
interested  in  bats  and  had  many  quest ions  concerning  them. 

On  the  27th  Dr.  T.  W.   Severs  of  the  Department  of  Geology,  University 
of  Witw&tersrand,  Johannesburg,  South  Africa,  visited  the  park  and  being 
without  transportation  it  was  possible  for  the  Baturalist  Division  to 
help  him  to  see  Yellowstone.     Chief  Park  Saturalist  Condon  took  Dr.   Qevers 
with  him  to  Old  Faithful  on  the  27th,   Park  Naturalist  Alcorn,  who  had  to 
get  property  from  Pishing  Bridge  and  Canyon,  took  Dr.   Gevers  with  him 
on  the  20th  and  Park  ?'aturalist  Batson  took  him  on  the  29th  to  the  geyser 
basins  arain.     Dr.   Gevers  presented  movies  to  the  eomaanity  at  the  Chapel 
on  the  evening  of  the  28th.     There  were  about  80  people  attending  and 
the  movies  which  depicted  animal  life  and  other  feature*  of  Iruger 
National  Park  on  one  reel  and  a  very  interesting  series  of  voleanic 
eruptions  in  the  Belgian  Congo  on  another  were  greatly  enjoyed  by  every- 
one there* 

J.  R.  Alcorn  of  the  Zoological  staff  of  the  university  of  Kansas 
was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist «s  Office  on  the  26th.     Mr.  Alcorn  is 
especially  adept  at  decoying  coyotes  and  gave  the  Naturalist  staff  and 
Biologist  Kittams  some  very  interesting  information  concerning  them 
on  zoological  field  observations. 

In-Service  Training. 

There  was  no  regular  organized  program  of  in-service  training  & 
the  respective  divisions  of  the  park  have  been  giving  attention  to  the 
various  phases  of  training  of  employees  in  their  divisions.     The  regular 
tv'eekly  Mews  Letter  was  published  four  times  during  the  month. 

Religious  Services 

The  Yellowstone  Park  Sunday  School  is  well  organised  now  and  Sunday 
School  was  held  each  Sunday  during  the  month  with  a  large  number  of  the 
people  in  the  community  participating.     On  the  night  of  October  1I4.  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  projected  a  special  religious   film  entitled  "Salt 
of  the  Earth"  which  was  well  attended  by  people  from  both  Mammoth  and 
Gardiner. 

Interpretive  Services 

The  annual  statistical  report  of  the  total  attendance  at  the 
interpretive  services  throughout  the  park  was  prepared  and  submitted 
to  the  statistical  clerk  for  inclusion  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  annual 
travel  report. 

Considerable  time  was   flven  over  to  reviewing  the  files  on  inter- 
pretive statement  materials  prepared  for  Yellowstone  Park  and  the  final 
statements  which  were  submitted  for  approval  were  located  and  a  revision 
of  these  is  now  in  progress  with  some  work  having  been  accomplished  on  it. 
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There  is  no  special  program  now  set  up  for  public  interpretation 
of  the  park  but  the  efforts  of  the  Naturalist  Division  are  now  being 
devoted  to  the  preparation  of  plans  for  the  program  for  19^9  on  museum 
planning,   preparation  of  the  interpretive  statement  and  the  organisation 
of  visual  aids  materials,  exhibit  materials  and  other  necessary  items 
for  the  coming  year. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

All  museum  exhibits  in  the  museums  at  Morris,  Ifedison  Junction,  Old 
Faithful  and  fishing  Bridge  have  been  cheeked  against  accession  records 
and  new  artifacts  acquired  by  the  park  have  been  aecessioned.     Artifacts 
which  have  beers  on  exhibit  without  accession  numbers  have  been  accessioned 
and  numbers  assigned  to  them.     Several  museum  cases  have  been  opened  and 
minor  repairs  made  to  exhibits  in  these  cases. 

Extensive  work  was  done  at  the  H orris  ISaseum  when  all  diorama  were 
removed,  opened,  cobwebs  and  dust  cleaned  out  of  themj  ground  glass 
backings  cleaned,  all  pack-rat  refuse  and  debris  removed  from  the  alley- 
ways under  the  exhibits  and  all  specimens  thoroughly  dusted,   feathers 
rearranged  and  mounts  straightened.     The  large  exhibit  in  the  foyer  was 
taken  down  and  the  specimens  re fastened,  the  volcanic  bomb  rehung  and 
the  angle  of  all  specimen  shelves  changed  so  that  it  will  not  be  necessary 
to  work  on  this  case  again  soon* 

A  concentrated  effort  has  been  made  to  eliminate  ail  rats  and 
squirrels  around  the  museums  because  of  the  extensive  damage  they  tend 
to  do  during  the  winter  months.     The  last  observations  icaade  Indicate 
at  the  present  there  are  none     of  these  animals  around. 

Work  was  done  at  the  Old  Faithful  Museum,  and  one  exhibit  case 
opened  and  the  exhibit  fixed.     All  Hiker  mounts  in  the  courtyard  were 
taken  down,  those  needing  new  specimens  and  repairs  were  brought  to 
the  headquarters  museum  and  in  addition  all  pictures  which  needed 
remounting  and  their  frames  repaired  have  been*  brought  to  the  head- 
quarters museum  so  that  this  work  might  be  accomplished  during  the 
winter  months. 

Some  correspondence  was  carried  on  with  respect  to  an  advertise* 
mest  sent  out  by  the  Ward's  Matural  Science  Supply  louse  on  the  availa- 
bility of  geological  specimens  from  Yellowstone  national   Park  which 
could  be  purchased  from  them.     This  matter  is  now  being  handled  by  the 
Director's  Office. 

All  shutters  were  placed  on  wayside  exhibits  the  26th  day  of  the 
jiionth. 

Personnel 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for 
16  hours  of  annual  leave  taken  on  the  8th  and  15th. 
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Park  Naturalist  Watson  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  21*  hours 
of  annual  leave  and  12  hours  of  sick  leave. 

Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  3  hours 
of  annual  leave  taken  on   the  12th • 

Clerk-3tenographer  Betty  Lee  Pro  snick  was  on  duty  all  month  except 
for  11  hours  of  annual  leave  taken  on  the  12th  and  18th. 

Research  and  Observation 

One  project  which  took  considerable  time  was  the  revision  of  the 
list  of  prominent  geysers  of  Yellowstone  National  Park  which  appears 
in  the  book  "Yellowstone  National  BarkH  by  Hiram  Chittsmden.  This 
list  was  revised  and  the  revised  copy  sent  to  the  Stanford  University 
Press.  To  make  a  proper  revision  required  running  down  sources  of 
names  and  considerable  time  in  reviewing  the  recent  reports  of   geyser 
activity  in  the  various  geyser  basins  in  order  to  properly  establish 
details  concerning  these  geysers. 

That  the  porcupine  mi^ht  be  considered  as  very   common  in  Yellowstone 
is  supported  by  the  observations  which  have  been  made  by  almost  every- 
one traveling  the  roads  of  the  park,  for  each  night  several  are  seen 
by  travelers  along  the  roadside.  Park  Naturalist  Watson  made  some 
interesting  observations  and  a  count  of  animals  seen  on  a  trip  from 
the  Sortheast  Entrance  to  the  park  headquarters,  and  he  has  the  following 
comments  to  make  with  respect  to  these  observations s 

"The  large  number  of  porcupines  which  appear  along  Yellow- 
stone roads  after  dark  during  the  summer  and  fall  has  been  the 
subject  of  considerable  interest  and  discission.  One  is  lead 
to  wonder  whether  he  might  find  them  in  equal  numbers  just  any 
place  out  away  from  the  roads,  or  whether  they  find  something 
of  unusual  interest  to  them  in  the  area  immediately  adjacent 
to  the  road  shoulders  and  thus  congregate  there.  Perhaps  it  is 
a  matter  worthy  of  some  further  invest! gat ica,  as  off  hand  I 
am  unable  to  see  any  good  reason  for  their  apparent  preferanee. 
Out  of  literally  hundreds  seen  alon  the  roads  after  dark  during 
the  pest  three  years,  very  few  have  o^en   seen  actually  on  the 
hard  surface;  mostly  they  seem  interested  in  somethlnf-;  in  the 
grass  alon£  the  shoulders,  yet  they  are  supposed  to  feed  almost 
exclusively  on  the  bark  of  evergreen  trees.  During  a  return 
trip  from  the  Northeast  Entrance  on   a  late  weekend  evening  nine 
of  these  spiney  characters  were  counted  between  Xortheast  Entrance 
and  Tower  Falls,  and  23  more  were  counted  from  there  on  into 
Mammoth" • 

Several  trips  were  made  into  the  field  for  observation  purposes 
during  the  month  and  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  these  was  made  bv 
Park  Naturalist  Ttatson  and  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  to  the  Sylvan 
Springs  area  at  the  western  end  of  Gibbon  Meadows.  On  this  occasion 
observations  were  made  of  thermal  phenomena  in  this  area.  There  is 
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an  abundance  of  sulphur  oceuring  along  some  of  the  fractures,  A 
few  interesting  sulphur  crystals  were  observed  and  photographs  were 
made  of  the  therssal  features.  Especially  of  Evening  Primrose  Spring 
which  is  an  unusually  beautiful  pool  with  a  light  over- flow,  having  a 
brilliant  cadmium  yellow  color,  the  pool  rim  being  of  this  same  color 
and  the  interior  of  the  pool  a  dark  green.  The  waters  ef  the  pool 
are  constantly  agitated  with  the  violent  release  of  gas  from  below, 

Physical  evidence  in  this  thermal  area  indicates  that  very  few 
of  the  visitors  to  Yellowstone  Park  ever  .  et  to  this  area.  However, 
someone  had  been  into  the  area  and  in  many  places  had  broken  specimens 
of  sulphur  free  from  the  edges  of  sinter  vents.  In  several  places 
there  was  pronounced  evidence  of   elk  spending  a  great  deal  of  time 
during  the  winter  months  and  the  skulls  of  two  bull  elk  were  found 
lying  on  the  formation  with  thei  r  antlers  still  attached. 

On  the  return  from  this  area  a  circuitous  route  was  followed 
through  the  long  fingered  meadows  which  carry  away  from  3ibbox  iseadows 
toward  BSfc,  Holmes,  and  in  one  of  these  a  large  roll  of  tape  was  found 
which  was  very  peculiar  in  appearance  and  gave  evidence  of  having  been 
dropped,  probably  from  an  airplane  passing  over  because  such  a  thing 
would  aot  be  found  in  a  remote  spot  like  this  unless  dropped  from  the 
air. 

One  interesting  observation  made  during  the  month  was  the  large 
number  of  muskrat  houses  which  were  readily  visible  from  the  road  as 
you  drive  between  Lake  and  Canyon,  On  on*  oeeasion  21  conspicuous 
rat  houses  were  seen  along  this  route.  There  undoubtedly  were  others 
which  could  not  be  seen  which  ocourred  on  bends  of  the  river  not  visible 
from  the  road* 

This  fall  has  been   one  in  which  there  has  'moa.  a  large  concentra- 
tion of  ducks  end   geese  alonf  the  Yellowstone  iver  and  on  the  bays 
of  the  Lake.  Up  to  the  close  of  the  mcavbh  of  October  no  large  flocks 
of  "Whistling  Swan  were  observed  and  the  largest  number  of  swans  seen 
in  one  group  were  the  Trumpeter  Swan  on  the  outlet  of  Lake  Yellowstone. 

On  the  27th  two  coyotes  were  watched  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  and  Br,   Gevers  stalking  a  porcupine  at  the  edge  of  the  Gibbon 
E-eadows.  These  coyotes  were  circling  the  porcupine,  would  sit  down 
and  wateh  him  for  a  few  minutes  and  when  he  appeared  to  be  getting 
away  for  the  forest  in  one  direction  one  coyote  would  move  over  In 
front  and  the  other  would  move  behind  the  porouplm  »    is  procedure 
went  on  for  some  asinutes  and  then  the  coyotes  became  disturbed  by  our 
presence  and  went  over  to  the  edge  of  the  woods  where  they  sat  and 
watched  the  porcupine,  who  then  started  to  cross  an  open  section  of 
meadow  toward  the  forest,  when  this  happened  the  coyotes  moved  down 
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into  the  area  ahead  of  the  porcupine*     It  became  obvious  that  wo  had 
disturbed  a  wildlife  drama  end  since  it  looked  as  though  nothing  more 
unusual  than  that  we  had  already  seen  would  take  place  the  trip  wag 
continued  to  Old   Faithful,     V?hat  happened  to  the  c  yotes  or  the   por- 
cupine is  unknown  to  us. 

Two  one- gal  Ion  samples  of  water  were  sent  during  the  month  to 
Dr.  P.  A.  Arnold,  Jr.,  Sr.  Dental  Surgeon,  USPRS,  at  the  National 
Institute  of  Dental  Research,    Sethesda,  Maryland.     These  samples  were 
taken,    one  from  the  water  supply  at  Old   faithful  arid  the  other  from 
the  boiling,  roily  spring  near  the  paint  pots  at  Heat  Thumb.     Dr. 
Arnold  is  doing  research  work  on  the  fluoride  content  of  waters  and 
was  especially  interested  in  securing  samples  from  these  two  areas 
for  analysis. 

On  the  26th  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Alcorn,  who  is  a 
specialist  in  the  preparation  of  study  skins,  a  brief  course  of  in- 
struction was   given  on  the  preparation  of  maasaal  study  skins  to  Natur- 
alists Cuadon,  ftatson,  Alcorn  and  to  Park  Biologist  KittanB  by  him. 
A  sample  specimen  of  a  pine  squirrel  was  secured  and  he   gave  a  very 
enlightening  demonstrate caa. 

In  Baking  observations  of  the  *3pper   Geyser   Basin  on  the  27th 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  very  fortunate  in  seeing  the  Grand 
Geyser,  Castle   Geyser,  Lion   Geyser,  Old   Faithful    Geyser,  twice,   Daisy 
Geyser,  twice.   Grotto   Geyser,  Rainbow  Geyser,  Jewel   Geyser,   Sawmill 
Geyser,  an  unnamed  geyser  on  geyser  hill,  Spouter   Peyser  and  the 
Sapphire  Pool  ail  in  eruption.     In  addition  to  this  the  "White  Dose 
was  seen  in  eruption  twice  in  the  Lower   Geyser  Basin. 

The  Rainbow  Geyser  in  the  Black  Sand  Basin  has  been  unusually 
active  during  the  last  six  weeks  and  recently  has  been  erupting  en  a 
four  minute  interval.     These  eruptions  are  not  violent  and  there  is 
only  an  occasional  spectacular  spout  to  any  great  height.

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General 

Work  within  the  headquarters  museum  accounted  for  all  the  time  of 
those  employed  in  this  division  during  the  month  of  January.  No  field 
trips  were  made,  and  little  in  the  way  of  outdoor  observations  were 
made  except  in  connection  with  short  outings  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  headquarters  for  the  purpose  of  taking  pictures.  During  the  latter 
part  of  the  month  one  member  of  the  staff  found  it  necessary  to  take 
several  days  annual  leave  in  order  to  "keep  the  home  fires  burning", 
his  wife  having  broken  her  leg  while  skiing  on  the  local  hill. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

The  regular  administrative  staff  meetings  which  are  held  on  each 
Tuesday  were  attended  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  on  the  lith  and  the 
18th,  and  the  writer  attended  the  meeting  on  the  11th.  It  being  my 
first  meeting,  I  entered  into  the  discussion  but  little.   However,  I 
did  learn  considerable  about  several  things  and  was  impressed  with  the 
feeling  that  this  surely  was  the  place  to  iron  out  controversial  matters 
affecting  all  divisions. 

Early  in  the  month  arrangements  were  made  for  the  Chief  Park  Natur- 
alist to  give  a  talk  to  the  newly  organized  Eastern  Montana  Historical 
Society  on  January  26,  and  the  Billings  Lions  Club  on  the  27.  These 
dates  were  cancelled,  however,  because  of  the  extreme  cold  and  generally 
inclement  weather  which  prevailed. 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  was  designated  as  an  alternate  member 
of  the  Efficiency  Rating  Committee  for  Yellowstone,  the  Chief  Ranger 
being  the  other  alternate  member. 

Religious  Services 

Regular  Sunday  School  services  were  held  in  the  Yellowstone  Park 
Chapel  on  each  Sunday  during  the  month.  Religious  movies  or  film  strips 
were  shown  in  connection  with  the  service  in  most  oases.  The  annual 
Sunday  School  Picnic  scheduled  to  be  held  at  the  Lamar  Unit  on  January  29 
was  cancelled  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  colds  among  the  children 
and  the  fact  that  sub-zero  temperatures  and  additional  snow  were  predicted. 
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Rev.  Walker  of  Livingston  presented  a  talk  and  movies  on  the 
Christian  Rural  Overseas  Program  to  the  Mammoth  residents  on  Wednesday 
night,  January  12.   The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  was  given  literature  and 
contribution  receipt  books  which  were  distributed  in  the  community. 

Museum  Activities 

The  project  of  cheeking  all  museum  accessioned  and  catalogued  items 
was  well  under  way  in  December,  and  it  was  expected  that  it  would  be 
well  on  the  way  to  completion  by  the  end  of  January,  It  was  necessary, 
however,  to  stop  work  on  this  project  in  order  to  comply  with  Chief 
Naturalist  Doerr's  request  to  supply  Mr.  Clark  of  Cornell  University 
with  certain  statistics.  Checking  of  the  museum  cards  will  be  resumed 
in  February  and  perhaps  completed. 

Personnel, 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  8 
hours  annual  and  $0   hours  sick  leave,  Mr.  Condon,  having  enrolled  to 
attend  the  School  of  Public  and  Private  Administration  to  be  held  at 
the  University  of  Montana,  departed  on  January  Jl   for  Missoula,  and 
will  be  in  school  there  during  the  entire  month  of  February.  Park 
Naturalist  Watson  was  on  duty  throughout  the  month  except  for  five 
hours  annual  leave.  Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  was  on  duty  only  slightly 
over  half  of  the  month,  it  being  necessary  for  him  to  take  80  hours 
annual  leave  for  reasons  mentioned  above.   Clerk-Stenographer  Betty  Lee 
Proznick  was  on  duty  the  entire  month  except  for  U   hours  annual  leave. 

Early  in  the  month  considerable  time  was  spent  on  the  preparation 
of  an  organizational  chart  and  job  descriptions  for  submission  in  support 
of  proposed  position  reclassifications. 

Research  and  Observation 

Approximately  120  hours  were  spent  during  the  month  by  members  of 
this  division  staff  on  research  to  obtain  and  tabulation  to  record 
statistics  on  educational  activities  in  Yellowstone  Park  from  1932  through 
19U8*  This  project  was  initiated  in  compliance  with  Chief  Naturalist 
Doerr's  request  to  provide  Mr,  Wilson  F.  Clark  of  Cornell  University 
with  these  data.

It  now  seems  assured  that  the  new  book  Yellowstone  and  Grand  Teton 
Trails  will  be  available  for  sale  during  the  coming  summer,  as  Mr.  Muench, 
co-author  of  the  book  with  Joyce  Muench,  stated  when  he  was  in  the  Chief 
Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  last  day  of  the  momth  that  it  appeared 
certain  the  book  would  be  ready  at  least  by  May,  Mr.  Muench  was  in  the 
park  in  hopes  of  obtaining  winter  pictures,  but  adverse  weather  conditions 
prevented  this. 

The  dummy  for  the  January- February  19U9  issue  of  Yellowstone  Nature 
Notes  was  prepared  during  the  latter  part  of  the  month.  This  issue 
will  be  multigraphed  and  mailed  early  in  February, 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

Early  in  the  month  work  was  begun  on  the  19^9  inventory  of  this 
division's  equipment,  but  this  project  had  to  be  abandoned  when  it 
became  necessary  to  complete  more  pressing  assignments. 

Periodically  during  January  parts  of  the  rather  large  order  of 
stationery,  photographic,  and  miscellaneous  supplies  were  received,  and 
by  month  end  delivery  of  the  order  was  fairly  complete.  Several  items 
of  miscellaneous  equipment  and  supplies  were  also  received  during  the 
month  from  war  surplus.  These  included  two  c*.rd  file  cases,  one  numbering 
machine,  two  pair  of  wire  cutters,  and  two  packages  of  large  size  contact 
printing  paper. 

Photographic  and  Visual  Aids 

A  very  large  amount  of  time  -was  spent  by  division  personnel  in 
connection  with  the  preparation  of  color  transparencies  for  use.  During 
the  month  the  black  and  white  negative  file  and  record  was  again  brought 
up  to  date,  and  two  orders  for  outside  prints  were  turned  out  in  the 
dark  room. 

In  all,  550  transparencies,  all  duplicates,  were  mounted  in  glass 
during  January,  This  finished  up  the  mounting  of  seven  sets  of  duplicates, 
each  of  which  contains  300  slides,  and  now  each  slide  must  be  given  a

In-Service  Training 

The  Yellowstone  Park  Weekly  News  Letter  was  published  each  week 
on  Thursday  by  the  Naturalist  Division  and  was  distributed  to  park 
personnel  and  interested  parties  elsewhere* 

During  the  month  a  detailed  log  of  information  on  the  Geyser  Hill 
thermal  phenomena,  which  was  prepared  by  Park  Ranger  Naturalist  George 
D.  Marler  was  multillthed  for  use  as  an  in-service  training  aid  to 
park  ranger  naturalists  who  will  oonriuet  smided  parties  through  this 
area*  Copies  of  this  log  will  be  orovided  each  man  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  such  information  will  be  orepared  on  several  other  areas  of  the 
park  and  compiled  into  a  training  manual. 

Interpretive  Services 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  presented  a  talk  on  Yellowstone 
13'atianal  Park  to  the  Montana  Hereford  Breeders  Association  at  the 
Bozeman  Hotel,  Bote&an,  Montana,  on  the  evening  of  March  31.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  people  were  in  attendance  and  the  talk  lasted 
one  hour,  and  was  well  received  by  the  audience. 

As  part  of  the  interpretation  of  Yellowetore  Park  and  National 
Parks  we  have  supplied  several  institutions  with  rock  specimens  which 
they  requested  for  their  use  ir.  educational  work.  Specimens  were 
sent  to  the  iSew  fe&exioo  Military  Institute,  i&calister  College,  the 
Glens  Falls,  12ew  York,  Grade  School  and  the  Idaho  Falls  High  School. 
With  these  speoimens  was  sent  information  which  could  be  used  by  the 
institution  in  helping  them  interpret  the  significance  of  the  specimens 
themselves. 

Yellowstone  Park  Nature  Notes  has  been  edited,  but  not  yet  pub- 
lished. 

A  16  ft.,  l&ma  colored  movie  on   Yellowstone  Park  was  loaned  to 
Michael  Sedar,  former  park  ranger  of  Yellowstone,  for  showing  to 
several  audiences  of  Casper,  Wyoming,  early  in  the  month. 

iajaeum  Activities  ajid  ;  xhiblts 

Park  Naturalist  Wayne  Alcorn  continued  working  throughout  the 
month  on  a  detailed  inventory  of  museum  accessioned  materials.  His 
work  is  revealing  a  number  of  discrepancies  in  the  accessioning. 
These  are  being  remedied  as  the  work  progresses.  The  need  for  addi- 
tional storage  space  for  museum  artifacts  is  very  evident  ax  d  a  con- 
centrated effort  is  being  made  to  assemble  these  artifacts  in  given 
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areas  so  that  they  can  be  easily  located  and  the  reeords  properly 
Maintained  cm  them. 

In  reviewing  the  access' on  records  and  checking  against  museum 
exhibit  materials  errors  in  some  of  the  label  cards  have  been  dis- 
covered and  some  of  these  are  to  be  corrected.  One  such  mistake  was 
the  mislabeling  of  the  gun  which  has  been  portrayed  as  the  on©  belonging 
to  Chief  Joseph  and  supposedly  Elver;  to  the  museum  by  William  J. 
O'Loughlln.  Aocession  records  indicate  that  the  gun  which  was  given 
by  ttr,   O'Loughlin  was  an  entirely  different  one  and  though  it  is  also 
or  display  in  the  same  case  it  is  also  mislabeled.  There  are  several 
other  examples  of  this  type  and  the  work  of  correcting  these  is  time 
consuming* 

On  March  29  District  Far1*   Ranger  Lee  Coleman  brought  in  a  rocker 
sluice  box  which  he  found  on  Reese  Creek  in  the  park.  This  piece  of 
equipment,  although  not  very  old,  is  ar.  Interesting  artifact  and  is 
being  retained  oven  though  it  does  not  have  historical  significance 
of  any  great  importance . 

There  were  a  dozen  or  more  persons  traveling  into  the  park  who 
were  admitted  to  the  museum  during  the  month.

Water  has  been  flowing  over  both  sides  from  the  rift 
down  the  center  of  the  terrace  and  flooded  extensive  areas,  building 
up  a  scries  of  small  terraces  and  creating  a  very  highly  colored 
series  of  basins.  The  old  Palette  Spring  above  the  Devil's  Thumb  is 
now  virtually  dormant  and  the  activity  on  the  far  edge  of  this  terrace 
level  near  the  hirhway  is  wry   heavy  and  is  bv         £  Aeries  of 
beautiful  terraces  and  pools  which  will  prove  to  be  of  unusual  interest

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

The  regular  staff  meetings  held  on  Tuesdays  were  attended  each 
time  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist.  Daring  the  month  the  problems  of 
the  ^est  Thumb  development ,  the  Old  Faithful  campground  improvements, 
the  South  entrance  development  and  the  proposed  museum  installation 
at  Custer  Battlefield  were  reviewed. 

On  the  6th  day  of  April  considerable  time  was  spent  with  Resident 
Landscape  Architect  i&ttson  going  over  the  proposed  sign  installations 
to  be  made  at  the  Canyon  development  area. 

Dr.  Paul  D.  Dalke  and  Mr.  W.  Leslie  Pen gel ly  brought  to  the  park 
on  April  11  a  group  of  wildlife  students  from  the  University  of  Idaho. 
The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  gave  over  the  entire  day  of  the  11th  to  a 
complete  discussion  of  the  history  of  Yellowstone  National  Park,  Rational 
ffcrk  Service  ideals  and  policies  and  factors  relating  to  the  natural 
resources  of  Yellowstone,  l^rk  Naturalist  Alcorn  took  this  group  into 
the  field  for  the  entire  day  on  the  12th  and  they  remained  around 
Yellowstone  observing  wildlife  and  making  other  studies  until  the 
morning  of  the  15th. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  12th  Chief  Part*      alist  Condon  in 
company  with  Resident  Landscape  Architect  Frank  -aattson  departed  for 
Custer  Battlefield  National  Monument  and  remained  there  over  the  IJth 
returning  to  Yellowstone  on  the  lljth.  The  trip  was  raade  for  the  pur- 
pose of  reviewing  with  Superintendent  E.  g.  Luce  and  Museum  Curator 
Robinson  the  proposed  Custer  museum  installation. 
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On  the  2?th  and  28th  the  Chief  Bark  Naturalist  oarefully  reviewed 
the  Haynes  Guide  Book  and  gave  Mr,  Haynes  suggestions  on  ohanges  which 
:night  be  made* 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  0»« 

A  special  eveniiig  service  was  held  in  the  chapel  or:  April  3  ^ 
?t$Q  p»m»   by  Reverend  B«  A.  Syms  of  the  Episcopal  Church  of  Livingston, 
Montana.  At  this  tia»  several  of  the  children  of  ^am.oth  residents 
were  baptised. 

A  special  program  arranged  by  the  Yellowstone  Park  Library  Board 
was  presented  in  the  chapel  on  April  5  when  )&••  Leslie  He&thoote 
presented  a  very  interesting  discussion  on  events  which  have  been 
transpiring  in  Palestine. 

The  Yellowstone  Park  Church  Corarrdttee  and  Sunday  School  presented 
In  cooperation  with  Reverend  £•  A.  Syms  of  Livingston  a  special  raster 
service  at  6:00  a.m.  Easter  morning.  The  weather  was  delightful  and 
a  large  number  of  people  traveled  to  the  park  to  attend  these  services 
which  proved  to  be  inspiring  to  everyone. 

On  the  evening  of  April  25  Reverend  Clement  of  the  Luthern  Church 
of  Livingston,  Montana  oonducted  a  special  service  in  the  chapel,  at 
which  time  a  one  and  one  half  hour  sound  movie  was  shown. 

In-Service  Training 

On  April  12  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  talked  to  the  rangers  in 
attendance  at  the  Park  Ranger's  Conference  on  the  Naturalist  Division 
and  its  functions  and  reviewed  for  them  the  proposed  program  for  the 
coming  season* 

The  Naturalist  Division  sent  oxat  training  manuals,  copies  of 
^^°   E-fcy*168  Culcie  Book  end  other  literature  to  all  seasonal  personnel 
who  are  being  employed  by  the  Division  for  the  19h&   season,  with  a 
memorandum  encouraging  them  to  study  and  review  this  material. 

The  regular  Weekly  News  Letter  for  the  benefit  arid  information 
of  the  employees  was  published  each  week* 

Interpretive  Servioss 

A  short  paper  was  prepared  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  for  use 
in  the  Montana  Federal  Employees  monthly  7vew§  Bulletin. 

On  April  19  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  presented  a  talk  to  the 
Livingston  Kiwanis  Club  at  their  annual  anniversary  banquet.  There 
were  70  persons  la  attendance* 
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Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 


The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  spent  the  day  of  April  12  at  the 
Custer  Battlefield  National  Monument  going  over  the  proposed  museum 
site  for  the  museum  to  be  built  at  that  area,  and  reviewed  with 
Museum  Curator  Robinson  the  proposed  exhibits  which  are  being  planned 
for  installation  in  this  museum.  Several  suggested  exhibits  and 
chances  in  exhibit  planning  were  made  during  the  discussion  and  review 
of  this  material. 

Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  has  accomplished  a  great  deal  during 
April  on  the  thorough  inventorying  of  all  museum  accessioned  materials 
and  has  been  able  to  segregate  materials  into  like  units  and  bring 
about  a  more  satisfactory  storage  of  these  artifacts.  His  experience 
in  carrying  out  this  detailed  work  has  revealed  several  improvements 
which  can  be  made  in  the  present  accessioning  and  cataloging  system 
arid  it  is  anticipated  that  in  the  near  future  when  the  work  has  been 
more  thoroughly  completed  that  a  memorandum  covering  possible  ohanges 
and  improvements  will  be  prepared  for  consideration  by  the  Regional 
Office  and  the  Director's  Office, 

One  other  project  completed  with  respect  to  the  museum  has  been 
the  identification  of  all  rooms,  storage  cupboards,  drawers,  shelves 
and  units  with  a  key  legend  and  the  stenciling  on  each  of  these  units 
the  appropriate  label  which  identifies  it.  This  will  facilitate  the 
storage  and  the  locating  of  storage  materials,  as  well  as  provide  a 
key  by  which  persons  unfamiliar  with  the  building  can  easily  be 
directed  to  certain  sections  of  it# 

Personnel 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Cordon  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for 
one  hours  annual  leave  taken  on  April  li*. 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  was  on  duty  all  month  exoept  for  sick 
leave  taken  on  the  6th,  7th  and  8th, 

Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  was  or,  duty  all  month  exoept  for  one 
days  annual  leave  taken  on  April  5* 

Clerk-stenographer  Betty  Lee  Pr ©snick  was  on  duty  until  mid-month 
when  she  took  annual  leave  from  the  1  th  through  the  balance  of  the 
month. 

All  seasonal  park  personnel  have  been  lined  up  for  the  coming 
season.  There  were  two  declinations  by  people  previously  accepting 
employment,  but  two  additional  men  have  been  secured  from  the  alter- 
nate list  and  at  the  close  of  the  month  it  appears  that  the  personnel 
for  the  season  have  been  satisfactorily  arranged  for. 
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Research  and  Observation 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  began  a  study  of  the  influence  of 
various  factors  on  the  depletion  of  the  tree  cover  along  the  Gardiner 
River  from   the  junction  of  Lava  Cre^k  to  the  Yellowstone  River. 
Present  indications  are  that  there  are  no  young  trees  developing 
anywhere  along  this  stream  course  and  the  beaver  are  rapidly  cutting 
down  all  mature  oottenwoods,  Douglas  fir  and  the  mature  juniper  and 
limber  pine  are  dyirg#  with  the  eventual  possibility  of  no  tree  cover 
along  this  stream.  An  attempt  is  going  to  be  made  to  find  out  what 
some  of  the  determining  factors  are  in  this  change  in  vegetative 
cover. 

Two  of  the  interesting  bird  arrivals  to  appear  during  the  month 
were  the  osprey,  who  returned  to  their  nest  on  Lagle's  Seat  Rook  on 
April  6,  and  the  violet  green  swallow  who  first  put  in  their  appearance 
croind  park  headquarters  on  the  1 6th. 

Two  field  trips  to  Old  Faithful  were  made  on   the  16th  and  17th 
and  a  number  of  very  interesting  observations  made.  A  total  of  98 
head  of  bison  were  seer  in  the  Lower,  Midway  and  Upper  Geyser  Bas.in.sj 
a  pair  of  trumpeter  swan  on  Symph  Lake  and  another  pair  in  Willow 
Park,   Dozens  of  Canadian  geese  were  concentrated  alorg  the  drainage 
courses  arid  large  number!  of  elk,  many  of  them  in  a  very  poor  condition. 
On  this  day  11  dead  elk  were  observed  in  traveling  from  .'mammoth  to 
Old  Faithful.  Two  of  these  were  in  the  Fountain  Paint  Pots  in  the 
Lower  Geyser  Basin,  and  at  the  time  they  were  observed  were  exceedingly 
odiferous.  It  is  believed  that  before  any  appreciable  travel,  through 
this  area  they  will  be  eomoletely  decomposed  and  will  not  present 
any  type  of  a  problem.  It  would  be  exceedingly  difficult  to  remove 
them  from  the  paint  pots  and  in  attempt  irtj  to  do  so  probably  more 
harm  would  be  done  than  good.  Good  photographs  were  secured  of  this 
tragedy. 

The  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  the  thermal  areas  were 
rather  interesting.  Evidence  indicated  that  the  Fountain  Geyser  in 
the  Lower  Geyser  Basin  had  not  erupted  for  several  weeks  for  the 
geyser  vent  was  completely  grown  over  with  a  luxuriant  growth  of 
algae  and  the  run-offs  from  the  Fountain  Pool  contained  a  heavy  algal 
growth.  The  Sapphire  Pool  in  Biscuit  Basin  appeared  to  be  erupting 
in  a  little  different  manner  than  in  previous  years.  It  did  not 
play  as  high,  played  for  a  longer  interval  and  physical  evidence 
around  it  indicates  that  this  routine  has  apparently  been  in  effect 
for  some  time  because  there  are  now  water  run-off  channels  with  a 
pronounced  algal  growth  in  them  which  were  non-existent  at  the  close 
of  last  season. 

On  a  trip  to  Old  Faithful  on  the  15th  the  Old  Faithful  Geyser 
was  seen  in  eruption  three  tiroes,  the  Daisy  Geyser  onoe.  Riverside 
Geyser  once  and  the  Bee  Hive  Geyser.  Fvidenoe  in  the  vicinity  of 
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Rainbow  Pool  indicates  that  it  has  been  lis  an  active  eruptive  phase 
for  the  better  part  of  the  winter.  Oaet   below  the  inlet  road  to 
Biscuit  Basin  there  has  developed  a  rather  active  spring  in  the  borrow 
pit  on  the  road  side,  ard  some  water  is  draining  down  the  borrow 
pit  while  additional  water  dra'ns  through  a  drainage  tile  beside  the 
pool. 

Several  trips  were  made  over  the  hot  swing  terraces  during  the 
month  and  as  usual  the  activity  at  the  various  springs  is  unpredictable 
and  varies  from  time  to  time*  The  Blue  Spring  on  the  main  terrace 
has  been  alternately  aotive  and  dormant  and  at  the  close  of  the  month 
is  very  active  and  flooding  a  considerable  area.  The  Harrow  Gauge 
Terrace  is  very  aotive  and  at  present  has  &  very  beautiful  series  of 
terraces  and  colored  algae  run-offa.  There  are  five  active  s 
at  Angel  Terraoe,  one  of  them  havi:;g  shifted  down  near  the  lower 
level  of  the  terrace  and  it  has  created  a  spectacular  series  of  basins 
and  a  very  colorful  pattern  of  bril  ^ient  colors. 

A  suitable  site  for  the  installation  of  board  walks  so  that  the 
greatest  protection  can  e  afforded  the  Angel  Terrace  and  so  that  it 
will  still  provide  an  inspirational  view  of  them  was  made  by  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Park  Engineer  ft'ohlbrandt.  A  site  was 
selected  also  at  the  Marrow  Gauge  for  the  installation  of  these 
walks  and  at  the  close  of  the  month  the  walks  were  fully  installed 
and  in  popular  use#

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Report  for  May  19h9   missing  from  the  General 
Files  of  Yellowstone  National  Park. 
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General 

The  pre-season  forecast  of  a  heavy  travel  year  for  Yellowstone 
National  Park  became  a  reality  during  the  month  of  June  when,  before 
we  were  aware  of  it,  the  heavy  travel  season  was  well  under  way. 
Seasonal  personnel  for  the  Naturalist  Division  reported  for  duty  during 
the  month  and  by  June  18  the  entire  interpretive  program  was  in  opera- 
tion at  all  stations o  All  museums  were  open  to  the  public  and  have 
been  receiving  a  heavy  visitation. 

The  work  of  the  month  called  for  in-service  pre-season  training 
for  National  Park  Service  personnel  and  for  the  personnel  of  concess- 
ioners. One  special  training  program  was  conducted  for  all  bus  drivers 
in  cooperation  with  the  Yellowstone  Park  Transportation  Company,  There 
were  8  great  deal  of  physical  preparations  to  be  made  in  preparing  for 
the  summer  season  and  a  large  number  of  special  memoranda  and  instruc- 
tions had  to  be  sent  to  the  field. 

Administration 


The  Naturalist  Division  was  under  the  direct  administration  of 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  during  the  entire  month  and  all  permanent 
personnel  were  on  hand. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 


Mr.  Franz  Lipp,  photographer  who  has  been  making  a  pictorial 
interpretation  of  this  national  park,  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's 
office  on  the  first  of  June  and  has  been  working  throughout  the  park 
during  the  month.  He  borrowed  from  the  Naturalist  Division  skulls  from 
a  large  number  of  mammals  and  has  made  photographic  interpretations  of 
their  significance. 

On  June  7  Mr.  Gunnar  Thorson,  an  emminent  Danish  Zoologist  from 
Copenhagen,  Denmark,  was  brought  into  the  park  and  was  shown  as  much  of 
the  park  as  possible  on  the  7th,  8th  and  9th  by  Park  Naturalists  Condon 
and  Watson  in  conjunction  with  their  regular  work  which  made  it  necessary 
to  travel  in  the  parks  interior,  Mr.  Thorson  was  very  enthusiastic 
about  Yellowstone  and  it  is  thought  that  he  gained  much  from  his  visit 
here  and  will  impart  to  those  whom  he  meets  the  proper  concept  of  the 
national  parks  and  their  ideals. 
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Dr.   Edmund  Shulman  of  the  Tree  Ring  Laboratory,  Tuscon,  Arizona, 
was  in  Yellowstone  Park  on  the  8th  and  9th  of  the  month  and  spent  con- 
siderable time  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  evening  of 
the  9th.  Dr.  Shulman  is  very  much  interested  in  old  trees  and  has 
found  a  special  area  in  which  there  are  a  number  of  very  old  Douglasfir 
trees  between  Mammoth  and  Gardiner  and  he  is  very  much  interested  in 
this  particular  section  and  plans  to  utilize  it  as  a  key  spot  in  his 
work. 

On  June  10  Miss  Divert  Chris tophersen  and  Ciline  Fossum  were  met 
at  the  Gardiner  bus  depot  and  taken  to  Old  Faithful  where  they  spent 
two  days  and  were  then  taken  to  Canyon  for  two  days  and  on  the  next 
day  were  taken  to  the  north  entrance  where  they  left  on  the  bus.  These 
two  Norwegian  girls  were  given  the  opportunity  for  experiences  which 
very  few  visitors  have  and  have  expressed  themselves  as  being  very 
pleased  with  their  experiences  here. 

Former  park  ranger  naturalists  to  stop  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's 
office  for  short  visits  were  Dr.  Franklin  C.  Potter  on  June  13  while 
enroute  to  employment  as  a  park  ranger  naturalist  at  Crater  Lake  National 
Park  and  Dr.  E.  T.  Bodenberg  on  the  l6th,  who  was  enroute  to  report 
for  duty  as  a  park  ranger  naturalist  at  Mt.  Rainier  National  Park.  Mr, 
Harold  Asmusson,  park  ranger  naturalist  from  Grand  Canyon  National  Park 
was  also  a  visitor  here  on  June  15 » 

A  special  meeting  was  held  in  Superintendent  Roger's  office  on 
fisheries  problems  on  June  16  and  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended 
this  meeting  in  company  with  Regional  Director  Fuqua  of  the  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service;  William  Dunn,  Superintendent  of  Lake  Hatchery;  Sup- 
erintendent Rogers;  Biologist  Kittams;  Assistant  Superintendent  Johnston; 
Chief  Ranger  Skinner  and  Assistant  Chief  Ranger  Evans.   On  this  same 
day  another  meeting  was  held  in  the  Superintendent's  office  with  respect 
to  erosion  problems  in  the  park  and  at  this  meeting  were  Mr.  Fred  F. 
Dickison  of  the  Regional  Director's  office,  Biologist  Kittams,  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon,  Chief  Ranger  Skinner  and  Superintendent  Rogers. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  made  a  special  trip  to  the  Flying 
Arrow  Ranch  on  Bridger  Creek,  out  of  Bozeman,  on  June  16  to  present  a 
talk  to  the  American  Society  of  Engineering  Education.  This  was  a 
splendid  group  to  meet  and  the  program  was  well  received  by  them. 

Dr.  Clarence  S.  Ross  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  was  in  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  23rd  and  at  that  time  discussed 
with  him  the  rhyolite  flows  and  welded  tuffs  of  the  Yellowstone  Park 
area.  Dr.  Ross  intended  to  spend  several  days  in  the  field  examining 
the  geological  formations  here.

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  had,  on  June  30,  the  opportunity  to 

meet  and  visit  with  Mrs.  L.  Neeland,  neice  of  N.  P.  Langford,  Yellow- 
stone Park's  first  superintendent.  Mrs,  Neeland  expects  to  be  at 
Canyon  for  one  month  and  arrangements  have  been  made  to  spend  more 
time  with  her  in  order  to  get  from  her  historical  background  informa- 
tion with  respect  to  the  park  as  she  remembers  it  from  stories  told 
by  her  uncle,  with  whom  she  lived  for  several  years. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  Yellowstone  Park  Sunday  School  held  its  regular  Sundsy  meetings 
up  to  and  through  June  12,  The  full  time  religious  services  for  Pro- 
testants, Catholics  and  Latter  Day  Saints  began  June  19  and  will  carry 
through  to  September  1+,  Considerable  effort  was  put  forth  in  arranging 
for  this  religious  services  program,  and  for  the  proper  posters,  announce- 
ments and  other  circulars  concerning  it.  A  copy  of  the  services  program 
as  announced  for  the  summer  is  attached  to  this  report. 

Arrangements  were  made  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist,  who  serves 
as  chairman  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  Church  Committee,  for  a  Bible 
School  and  this  was  conducted  by  Miss  Marjorie  Skinner  from  June  27 
through  July  1,   It  proved  to  be  highly  successful,  with  a  total  of  l\h 
children  participating  in  the  program* 

In-Service  Training 

The  regular  Weekly  News  Letter  was  prepared  by  the  Naturalist 
Division  and  sent  out  to  all  National  Park  Service  employees,  all 
concessioners  establishments  and  a  number  of  concessioner  employees, 

A  special  in-service  training  program  was  conducted  for  seasonal 
park  ranger  naturalists  and  seasonal  park  rangers  during  the  period 
June  1J+,  15  and  16,  A  copy  of  the  program  of  the  training  which  was 
given  to  these  men  is  attached  to  this  re port , 

Special  help  has  been  given  to  the  District  Rangers  and  to  the 
concessioners  by  the  Naturalist  Division  in  training  concessioners 
employees.   Park  Naturalist  Watson  accompanied  60  bus  drivers  on  a 
pre-season  training  trip  on  June  16,  and  on  the  17th,  18th  and  19th 
park  ranger  naturalists  at  various  stations  gave  over  time  for  special 
talks  end  instructions  to  this  group.   Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
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gave  them  a  talk  on  the  night  of  June  17  at  Old  Faithful.  Special 
programs  were  presented  by  members  of  the  Naturalist  Division  to  the 
employees  at  Fishing  Bridge  on  June  3,  to  the  employees  at  eanyon 
Lodge  on  the  17th,  Canyon  Hotel  on  the  18th  and  to  the  employees  at 
the  Lake  Lodge  on  the  26th,  and  the  employees  at  West  Thumb  on  the 
27th.  In  attendance  at  these  talks  were  several  hundred  employees 
of  both  concessioners  and  the  National  Park  Service. 

Interpretive  Services 

The  full  interpretive  program  of  walks,  talks  and  caravans  and 
other  activities  was  under  way  by  June  18  with  many  of  the  activities 
being  conducted  prior  to  that  date.  A  full  resume1  of  the  interpretive 
services  and  programs  as  set  up  for  the  19U9  season  is  attached. 

A  special  set  of  instructions  which  is  handed  to  the  driver  of 
each  automobile  for  use  on  the  "Wildlife  Search  Caravan"  which  leaves 
the  Mammoth  museum  was  prepared  during  the  month  and  has  proven  to  be 
very  helpful  and  a  time  saving  device. 

"Various  aspects  of  the  interpretive  services  as  presented  by  the 
seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists  have  been  audited  by  the  members  of 
the  permanent  staff  with  hikes,  caravans  and  talks  being  attended  for 
the  purpose  of  reviewing  them  in  an  attempt  to  improve  the  type  of 
services  rendered  by  this  division. 

Reference  libraries  have  been  sent  out  to  all  field  stations  so 
that  published  information  will  be  available  to  the  staff  on  duty  there 
as  a  facility  which  they  can  use  in  improving  their  knowledge  of  the 
park. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

All  field  exhibits  were  open   to  the  visitors  throughout  the 
month  and  have  been  popularly  attended.  The  two  exhibits  receiving 
probably  the  greatest  attendance  are  the  ones  at  Artist  Point  and 
the  Beaver  Exhibit  at  Willow  Park. 

Museum  attendance  at  Old  Faithful  and  Mammoth  has  been  exceedingly 
high,  with  their  attendance  running  well  over  1,200  per  day  toward  the 
end  of  the  month.  The  Fishing  Bridge  museum  has  not  been  receiving  as 
heavy  use  as  the  other  museums  around  the  loop.  This  is  undoubtedly 
largely  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  further  removed  from  the  main  avenue 
of  traffic.  There  have  been  occasions  recently  when  there  was  hardly 
elbow  room  in  the  Mammoth  museum,  especially  so  when  bus  parties   arrive 
and  the  museum  is  also  well  crowded  with  motorists.  A  detailed  statis- 
tical presentation  of  museum  attendance  figures  is  shown  in  the  monthly 
statistical  report.

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Research  and  Observation 

The  heavy  travel  and  need  for  detailed  organization  of  personnel 
and  planning  of  activities  has  made  it  impossible  to  conduct  any  detailed 
research  work.  However,  a  number  of  very  interesting  observations 
have  been  made  with  respect  to  the  hydro-thermal  phenomena  and  the  wild- 
life of  the  park  by  the  park  naturalists  as  they  have  traveled  out  into 
the  parks  interior  on  other  duties. 

The  thermal  activity  on  the  Mammoth  Hot  Spring  Terraces  began  the 
19U9  season  with  a  display  of  splendor  which  has  not  been  exceeded  for 
years*   There  were  five  very  active  hot  springs  in  the  Angel  Terrace 
area,  the  Narrow  Gauge  Terrace  is  the  most  active  it  has  been  for  a 
very  long  period  of  time,  with  a  heavy  flow  of  water  down  either  side 
and  extensive  brilliantly  colored  algal  areas.  The  Cleopatra  Spring 
is  again  becoming  active  and  the  old  Palette  Spring  has  increased  in 
activity.   Those  visitors  who'  take  the  auto  caravan  trip  are  all  highly 
pleased  with  the  views  that  they  have  of  Orange  Spring  Mound  and  the 
White  Elephant  Back  terrace,  both  of  which  are  still  very  active  and 
highly  colorful. 

Extensive  vandalism  is  under  way  in  the  hydro-thermal  areas  and 
was  off  to  a  good  start  by  Jure  7  when  there  were  a  large  number  of 
names  carved  in  the  algal  formations  in  Midway  Geyser  Basin  and  two 
large  sleeper  logs  had  beer  tossed  into  the  Excelsior  Geyser  crater. 

The  Fountain  Geyser  in  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin  resumed  eruptions 
after  a  period  of  dormancy  early  in  the  month  of  June  and  has  erupted 
several  ti],es.  A  new  vent  has  developed  on  the  hillside  in  Norris 
Geyser  Basin  and  in  the  interest  of  public  safety  it  is  going  to  be 
necessary  to  put  a  protective  guard  rail  around  it  or  appropriate 
danger  warring  signs  in  order  to  keep  the  visitors  from  getting  too 
close  because  of  the  under-mined  character  of  it. 

One  of  the  very  interesting  observations  made  during  the  month 
was  on  June  21  when  about  one-half  days  time  was  spent  by  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  Cordon,  Park  Naturalist  Watson  and  Biologist  Kittams  in 
watching  and  photographing  two  grizzly  bear  that  were  begging  from 
automobiles  on  the  Norris  cut-off  road.  These  animals  were  attaining 
maturity  for  they  were  relatively  large  and  were  apparently  of  breeding 
age.  The  pair  consisted  of  a  male  and  female.   The  male  was  dark  in 
color  and  was  considerably  larger  than  the  female,  who  was  a  very 
light  colored  bear.  That  these  animals  were  about  mature  was  indicated 
when  breeding  attempts  were  observed  on  two  occasions.  This  fact 
along  with  their  size  tends  to  establish  them  as  animals  probably  over 
three  years  of  age.  A  very  interesting  series  of  black  and  white  stills, 
colored  motion  pictures  and  2x2  Kodaslides  were  made  of  these  animals 
as  they  approached  automobiles,  threatened  to  charge  individuals  and 
otherwise  carried  on  their  panhandling  activities.   This  is  one  of  the 
very  few  occasions  on  which  grizzly  bear  have  been  known  to  panhandle 
along  Yellowstone  roads,  and  it  was  amazing  to  observe  the  complete 
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Twilight  on   Yellowstone  lake.  June  10,  19^9  by  Condon. 
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disdain  and  lack  of  knowledge  which  people  had  as  to  the  type  of 
animal  they  were  dealing  with.   People  readily  got  out  of  their 
automobiles,  but  very  hurriedly  returned  to  them,  especially  when 
the  larger  of  the  two  bears  made  sudden  charging  movements  toward 
them.   These  two  animals  were  captured  on  the  night  of  June  21 
and  one  of  them  was  shipped  away  to  a  Canadian  Zoo  and  the  other 
hauled  some  distance  away  from  the  Canyon  cut-off  area  and  released. 
One  of  the  characteristics  of  these  animals  which  was  observed 
was  their  apparent  complete  lack  of  fear  and  the  fact  that  though 
considerable  noise  was  made  end  objects  tossed  at  them  they  would 
not  retreat  or  run  away  as  is  generally  the  case  with  black  bear. 

On  the  afternoon  of  June  21  several  pictures  were  made  of  the 
Grand  Canyon  in  color  and  black  and  white.   Some  of  these  were  made 
from  a  point  midway  between  Lookout  and  Grand  View  with  the  thought 
in  mind  that  they  might  be  used  to  support  a  proposal  for  the  devel- 
opment of  this  point  as  an  observation  station  as  a  more  desirable 
location  than  Grand  View. 

A  doe  deer  gave  birth  to  twin  fawns  near  the  cerpenter  shop  at 
Mammoth  in  the  early  morning  of  June  22  and  the  presence  of  these 
twins  caused  considerable  excitement  in  the  Mammoth  community.  Vir- 
tually everyone  who  had  a  camera  was  making  pictures  of  them.  Several 
very  good  photographs  were  secured  by  Park  Naturalist  Watson, 

On  a  trip  to  Fishing  Bridge  on  June  30  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  visited  an  eagles  nest  about  2-1/2  miles  below  there  on  the 
Yellowstone  River  and  made  a  series  of  pictures  of  the  two  young 
eaglets  found  there.  There  are  three  bald  eagle  nests  which  can 
be  seen  between  Canyon  and  Steamboat  Point,  All  of  them  are 
occupied  this  year.  The  first  is  directly  across  the  river  from 
Alum  Creek,  the  second  is  about  2-1/2  miles  down  the  river,  on  the 
Fishing  Bridge  side  of  the  river,  from  Fishing  Bridge  and  the  third 
is  in  a  tall  dead  tree  above  the  Beach  Spring  lagoon  at  Mary  Bay, 

The  wildlife  of  the  park  has  been  exceedingly  accommodating 
during  the  month  of  June  to  the  visitors.  Moose,  bison,  large 
numbers  of  bear,  trumpeter  swan,  sandhill  crane  and  many  other 
wildlife  forms  have  been  commonly  seen.  There  are  three  families 
of  sandhill  crane  which  have  been  observed  toward  the  end  of  the 
month.  These  are:  the  family  near  Nymph  Lake  arid  two  families 
near  the  Mud  Volcano  area.  In  all  insxances  two  young  sandhill 
crane  were  observed  with  their  parents. 

Miss  Mildred  Eric  son,  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalist,  has  had 
set  up  as  ptrt  of  her  scheduled  tour  of  duty  the  preparation  of  plant 
specimens  for  the  Yellowstone  Park  herbarium.   Among  those  which  are 
being  labeled,  mounted  and  placed  in  the  herbarium  is  a  large  collec- 
tion made  by  Dr.  Ray  Davis,  who  was  employed  in  the  park  last  season 
as  a  park  ranger  naturalist. 
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Around  the  29th  of  the  month  a  sample  of  sulphurous  scum  i'rcm  the 
bottom  of  a  spring  run-off  was  sent  to  Biologist  Guy  R.  Anderson  at 
the  University  of  Idaho,  Moscow,  Idaho,  for  study  and  analysis.  Biologist 
Anderson  is  making  a  special  study  of  sulphur  bacteria.

Natural  History  Association 

Several  orders  were  placed  with  book  publishing  companies  for  books

Book  stocks  were  placed  by  the  Association  at  the  Old  Faithful  museum 
information  desk,  Fishing  Bridge  museum  information  desk  and  Mammoth 
museum  information  desk  for  sale  to  the  public. 

The  Association  made  an  inquiry  through  the  Region  Four  office 
concerning  a  painting  of  the  Lower  Falls  of  the  Yellowstone,  done  by 
Mr.  W.  S.  Parrot.   This  picture  was  for  sale  by  Miss  Hesselberg.   The 
investigation  revealed  that  it  was  an  undesirable  artifact  for  the 
Association  to  acquire. 
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Eaglets   in   the  nest, 
June  30,    I9I4.9  by  Condor, 
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A  number  of  multilith  jobs  were  done  on  the  Association's  multi- 
lith  during  the  month  for  the  various  divisions  in  the  park  and  the 
"Yellowstone  Nature  Notes,  Vol,  23,  No.  3>  was  placed  in  the  mail  and 
sent  to  all  these  on  the  list  to  receive  it. 

One  new  title  has  been  added  to  the  list  of  publications  sold 
by  this  Association  and  this  is  known  as  "Majestic  Montana".  This 
book  was  added  because  it  had  some  Yellowstone  Park  material  in  it 
and  might  prove  to  be  a  helpful  publication  to  those  visitors  who 
are  traveling  out  of  the  park  into  Montana.   The  book  written  by 
Dr.  M.  D.  Seal  and  being  published  by  the  Caxton  Printers  has  not 
yet  been  received,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  be  available 
before  mid-July. 

One  of  the  items  purchased  by  the  Association  during  the  past 
month  has  been  six  new  individual  1^0  capacity  Kodaslide  boxes  for 
use  at  the  field  stations. 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

The  projection  screens  were  put  up  at  all  field  stations  after 
having  been  properly  repaired  and  cleaned.  All  projection  machines 
were  checked  over  and  sent  out  to  field  stations  with  spare  projection 
bulbs. 

At  the  close  of  the  month  an  order  was  placed  for  a  public  address 
system  which  it  is  anticipated  will  be  installed  at  the  Old  Faithful 
geyser  cone  area  so  that  the  visitors  at  this  area  can  better  under- 
stand the  information  being  given  out.   In  addition  to  this  equipment 
two  Spencer  2x2  Kodaslide  projectors  were  also  ordered. 

All  quarters  were  placed  in  readiness  for  occupancy  by  seasonal 
employees  and  some  better  furniture  was  obtained  for  placing  in  these 
quarters.   It  was  possible  this  year  to  put  refrigerators  in  all  of 
the  apartments  at  Old  Faithful,  one  in  the  Fishing  Bridge  cottage  and 
three  in  the  cabin  area  et   Mammoth.  These  items  have  been  helpful 
additions  to  the  cottage  furnishings. 

A  large  quantity  of  supplies  for  use  by  this  division  at  the  museums 
and  especially  by  janitors  was  procured  during  the  month  and  distributed 
to  the  stations.  A  new  cupboard  was  built  in  the  space  which  was  formerly 
occupied  by  the  safe  at  the  information  desk  at  Mammoth. 

Photographic  and  Visual  Aids 

Each  of  the  field  stations  were  issued  a  set  of  l+OO  2x2  Kodaslides 
and  five  of  the  stations  were  supplied  with  2x2  Kodaslide  projectors. 
As  soon  as  the  new  projectors  which  have  been  ordered  are  received  all 
stations  will  be  using  2x2  Kodaslides. 

During  the  month  28,  U   x  5,  black  and  white  film  were  exposed.  A 


• 
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large  number  of  black  and  white  pictures  were  mounted  in  the  photograph 
albums  ard  the  negatives  classified  and  in  addition  there  were  some  200 
2x2  Kodaslides  mounted. 

Four  hundred  feet  of  l6mm  colored  motion  picture  film  was  exposed 
ard  two  rolls  of  20  exposure  Kodachrome  35™i  film.

General 

Naturalist  Division  activities  proved  to  be  very  popular  with 
the  park  visitors  during  the  month  of  July  and  virtually  all  activities 
were  attended  by  capacity  crowds.  Seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists  all 
had  heavy  schedules  of  work  and  at  the  close  of  the  month  some  were 
beginning  to  feel  the  effects  of  the  heavy  impact  of  visitors.  The 
weather  for  the  month,  although  very  dry,  proved  to  be  cold  and  windy 
and  for  the  greater  pert  the  days  were  nice,  but  the  evenings  so  cold 
that  most  visitors  were  not  too  comfortable  in  the  outdoor  amphitheaters. 
The  entire  program  has  been  one  of  intense  activity  end  it  looks  as 
though  August  will  be  equally  as  busy* 

Administration 

The  over  all  activities  of  the  Division  have  been  under  the 
direct  administrative  supervision  of  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  with  Park 
Naturalist's  Watson  and  Alcorn  assuming  responsibilities  for  certain 
phases  of  the  activities  at  field  stations.  The  programs  at  all  stations 
have  been  audited  and  reviewed  by  members  of  the  permanent  naturalist 
staff  and  the  techniques  followed  by  the  men  have  been  reviewed  v/ith  them 
following  their  presentation. 

Considerable  time  was  given  over  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
to  the  preparation  of  a  budget  estimate  proposal  for  the  Naturalist 
Division.  This  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Superintendent  by  mid- 
month  for  his  consideration,  and  contained  a  very  detailed  statement 
of  the  personnel  needs  for  the  Division  with  justifications  for  all 
additions  proposed. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

On  July  h  Mr.  Hilifer,  wildlife  photographer  and  lecturer  from 
Rochester,  New  York,  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  and  given 
help  on  the  localities  where  the  animals  he  was  interested  in  might  be 
found. 

On  July  5  Mr.  Hugh  Waesche,  a  former  naturalist  with  the 
National  Park  Service  and  now  with  the  Signal  Corp  Engineering  Laboratory 
at  Fort  Monmouth,  New  Jersey,  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office. 
Mr.  Waesche  is  now  conducting  research  work  in  connection  with  the  quartz 
crystal  and  quartz  deposits.

July  2Q,  19U9  -  Photo  by  Condon. 
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Mr.  Alan  A.  Beetle,  research  botanist  from  the  University 
of  Wyoming  who  is  specializing  in  range  plants  and  range  management, 
was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  and  visited  for  some  time 
with  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  discussed  the  vegetation  of  the 
park.  Mr.  Beetle  has  collected  in  Yellowstone  Park  on  other  occasions 
and  was  granted  a  plant  collecting  permit.  He  has  contributed  quite 
a  number  of  specimens  to  the  Yellowstone  Park  herbarium. 

On  July  11  Mr.  Franz  Lipp,  landscape  photographer,  displayed 
his  collection  of  Yellowstone  pictures  in  the  Mammoth  museum  basement 
and  quite  a  number  of  local  people  examined  his  work. 

Dr.  Francis  W.  Pennell,  Curator  of  Botany  of  the  Academy  of 
Natural  Sciences,  Philadelphia,  was  in  the  park  on  the  13th,  lijth  and 
15th  and  visited  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  15th. 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  reviewed  the  manuscript  en  Yellow- 
stone National  Park  which  was  prepared  for  the  State  Department  publi- 
cation America.   Comments  on  this  manuscript  were  submitted  to  the 
Director's  office, 

Mr,  Lloyd  Ramelli  and  Mr.  Winston  Banko  of  the  Red  Rock  Lakes 
Wildlife  Refuge  were  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  July  26. 
At  this  time  the  trumpeter  swan  populations  and  problems  were  discussed 
at  some  length.  Facilities  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  library  were  made 
available  to  these  men  and  they  spent  considerable  time  in  examining 
materials  on  hand. 

Dr.  Rollin  Baker  of  the  University  of  Kansas,  with  five 
graduate  students  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  July  15, 
They  were  shown  the  library  and  permitted  to  examine  the  Yellowstone 
Park  study  skin  collection. 

Dr.  Carl  Swartzlow,  Regional  Naturalist,  Region  Two,  arrived  in 
the  park  on  July  31  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  Naturalist  Division 
activities  and  assisting  with  his  advice  and  help. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  Catholic,  Latter  Day  Saints  and  Protestant  services 
were  conducted  at  Old  Faithful,  Lake,  Canyon  end  Mammoth  at  the  regular 
hours  scheduled  for  these  services.  All  were  well  attended  by  park 
visitors. 

In-service  Training 

The  regular  Yellowstone  News  Letter  was  prepared  weekly  and 
sent  to  employees  and  concessioners.

The  Naturalist  Division  activities  were  audited  end  reviewed 
by  the  permanent  naturalists  and  constructive  criticism  and  comments 
given  to  the  seasonal  personnel  served  as  training  for  them. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  presented  an  in-service  trailing 
movie  to  fire  fighter  crews  at  the  Lake  Ranger  Station  on  the  morning 
of  July  15. 

Interpretive  Services 

The  regular  program  of  walks,  talks  and  caravans,  as  well  as 
the  museum  activities,  were  in  effect  throughout  the  entire  month. 
These  activities  were  all  well  attended  and  the  statistical  report 
accomparyirg  this  narrative  report  gives  detailed  information  on  the 
use  made  of  these  activities  by  the  park  visitors. 

Permanent  park  naturalists  Condon,  Alcorn  arid  Vfatson  have 
presented  talks  at  the  various  loop  stations  throughout  the  month  and 
a  total  of  12  talks  have  been  given  by  these  three  men  as  part  of  the 
interpretive  program.  In  addition  to  this  District  Park  Ranger  Frank 
Kowski  at  Old  Faithful  gave  a  very  interesting  talk  in  the  amphitheater 
the  re • 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

All  field  exhibits  were  available  for  public  use  during  the 
month  and  all  museums  were  kept  open  daily  for  the  prescribed  time  as 
set  up  in  the  schedule  of  activities.  Museum,  attendance  at  all  museums 
has  been  exceedingly  high  and  the  museums  have  been  crowded  to  capacity. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  on  occasions  they  are  virtually  bulging  with  the 
number  of  visitors  inside  of  them.   The  Mammoth  museum  and  the  Madison 
museum  have  been  so  filled  at  times  that  people  had  to  wait  their  turn 
to  get  in  to  examine  the  exhibits  and  hear  the  museum  talks. 

Some  pieces  of  grizzly  bear  hide  were  obtained  from  Lentfer 
Brothers  Taxidermy  in  Livingston,  Montana,  for  the  purpose  of  patching 
worn  spots  on  the  grizzly  bear  at  the  Fishing  Bridge  museum. 

Considerable  time  was  given  over  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
to  the  preparation  of  text  for  the  informational  and  place  names  signs 
which  are  needed  to  replace  damaged  and  obsolete  signs  and  also  to 
properly  label  unsigned  features. 

The  Marmoth  amphitheater  was  fixed  up  considerably  on  July  13 
when  the  projector  house  was  moved  to  a  new  location  and  rewired,  some  new 
logs  put  in  the  amphitheater  to  replace  rotted  ones,  a  new  campfire  pit 
constructed  and  the  campfire  wood  box  placed  behind  the  screen  out  of 
sight. 

Study  skins  prepared  during  the  month  were  one  of  a  marten 
found  by  Chief  Ranger  Skinner  on  July  26,  and  that  of  a  muskrat  obtained 
by  Park  Naturalist  Watson  at  Grebe  Lake  on  July  2J.

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month.   Park 
Naturalist  Watson  was  on  duty  all  month.   Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  was 
on  duty  all  month.   Clerk-Stenographer  Betty  Lee  Proznick  was  on  duty 
all  month  except  for  one  hours  annual  leave  taken  on  July  15* 

All  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists  were  on  duty  all  month 
as  were  other  seasonal  personnel  and  the  program  of  activities  was 
carried  forth  as  planned. 

On  July  27  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  took  pictures  of  five 
of  the  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists  whose  combined  seasonal  services 
total  75  years.  These  park  ranger  naturalists  were  Lowell  Biddulph, 
George  D.  Marler,  Wayne  Replogle,  Samuel  M.  Beal  and  Herbert  T.  Lystrup. 
A  statement  has  been  prepared  and  the  picture  submitted  to  the  Directors 
office  on  the  services  rendered  by  these  men. 

Research  and  Observation 

A  study  was  made  by  Park  Naturalist  Ale  cm  on  the  use  of  the 
Beaver  exhibit  at  Yiillow  Park  on  July  llj..   Tabulated  statistics  on  the 
use  of  this  exhibit  revealed  that  i4$  of  the  automobiles  from  the  north 
stopped  and  studied  the  exhibit,  while  only  12%  of  those  from  the  south 
made  use  of  it.  The  observations  made  at  this  exhibit  reveal  that  a 
large  number  of  the  park  visitors  stop  and  study  the  material  presented 
here  « 

On  July  26  Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  and  Park  Naturalist  Watson 
spent  some  time  observing  water  ouzels  caring  for  their  young  at  a  nest 
site  on  the  Gardner  River.  These  birds  were  photographed  both  in  still 
and  motion  pictures  and  a  number  of  interesting  notes  made  on  the  life 
habits  of  the  birds.   Details  on  these  observations  will  be  prepared  in 
Nature  Notes  form  by  these  naturalists. 

Trumpeter  swan  observations  were  made  and  pictures  obtained 
by  Park  Naturalist  Watson  at  Grebe  Lake  on  July  2^.  The  swan  family 
on  Grebe  Lake  consists  of  2  adults  and  5  cygnets,  3  of  which  are  grey 
and  2  white.  One  of  the  unusual  things  seen  by  Mr.  Watson  was  the 
killing  of  a  muskrat  by  one  of  the  adult  swan.   The  dead  muskrat  was 
brought  to  the  headquarters  museum  and  examined  for  injuries.   It 
was  found  to  have  been  severely  bruised  in  the  back  of  the  neck  and 
the  blows  received  here  from  the  bill  of  the  swan  were  undoubtedly 
responsible  for  its  death.   On  this  same  occasion  Park  Naturalist  Watson 
made  another  verjr  interesting  observation  of  the  relationship  between 
osprey  and  California  sea  gull0  Mr.  Watson  saw  the  osprey  catch  a 
large  fish  from  Grebe  Lake  and  start  to  fly  off  with  it  when  the  California 
sea  gull  flew  in  beneath  the  osprey,  grasped  the  fish  in  its  bill  and 
attempted  to  steal  it.   There  was  a  general  tug  of  war  ensued  between 
the  two  birds  and  considerable  commotion,  with  the  pair  of  them  losing 
altitude  in  the  struggle.   Finally  the  sea  gull  gave  up  and  the  osprey 
flew  off  with  its  prey,  but  not  without  having  had  some  exciting 
■  orients.

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On  July  9  a  trip  was  made  to  the  Molly  Islands  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  the  bird  rookeries  there  and  to  band  pelicans, 
cormorants,  gulls  and  terns  so  that  their  migrations  might  be  traced 
in  the  future.  A  special  crew  of  park  ranger  naturalists  was  organ- 
ized and  taken  down  to  the  islands.   The  naturalists  taken  were:  George 
D.  Marler,  Clarence  C.  Alleman,  Wayne  Replogle,  John  R.  Heaton,  W.  Verde 
Watson,  Mildred  Ericson,  Kenneth  Diem  and  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon. 
Photographer  Franz  Lipp  and  a  couple  of  other  guests  accompanied  the 
party.   Two  hundred  white  pelicans  were  banded  and  band  numbers  1|.8-877001 
through  I).8-877200  were  used.   Nine  double-crested  cormorants  were  bended 
and  band  numbers  I498-365OI  through  1+98-36509  were  used.  Three  Caspian 
terns  were  banded  and  band  numbers  1+95-17U02  through  L&5-YJU0U.  were  used. 
Ninety  seven  California  gulls  were  banded  with  band  numbers  U95-17U05 
through  1+95-17500  and  band  number  1+95-17^01.   A  total  of  309  birds  were 
banded. 

This  year  there  was  a  heavy  concentration  of  pelicans  on  the 
rocky  island,  more  than  has  ever  been  observed  there  in  recent  years 
and  fewer  cormorants  nested  on  both  islands  than  has  been  observed  in 
recent  years.   There  were  17  cormorant  nests  observed  on  the  rocky 
island  and  an  estimated  37  yoting  birds.   It  is  estimated  that  there 
were  about  180  young  pelicans  on  the  rocky  Island  and  about  75  on  the 
sandy  island.  There  appeared  to  be  about  30  terns  in  the  tern  colony 
and  in  the  neighborhood  of  only  15  young  birds.   There  were  hundreds 
of  California  sea  gulls  and  quite  a  nu-aber  of  ring  bill  gulls.   Pelicans 
and  3  nests  of  cormorants  were  observed  nesting  on  the  sandy  island. 
One  young  tern  regurgitated  a  tiger  salamander  and  Caspian  terns  were 
observed  bringing  in  small  fish  to  feed  their  young.   The  interior  of 
the  pouches  of  the  young  pelicans  were  infested  with  a  louse-like  para- 
site. A  number  of  the  plastic  tags  which  had  been  placed  in  fish  by 
the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  at  their  fish  traps  on  the  north  and 
south  sides  of  the  lake  were  found  on  the  islands.   Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  also  found  part  of  an  Indian  obsidian  knife.  It  is  planned 
to  again  visit  these  islands  in  early  September  and  make  a  check  on 
the  possible  mortality  of  the  birds  tagged  and  also  on  the  number  of 
fish  tags  which  can  be  found  there. 

In  the  West  Thumb  thermal  area  the  Twin  Geysers  which  are 
known  as  "Maggie  and  Jiggs"  have  been  erupting  again  with  considerable 
frequency  and  violence.   It  is  estimated  that  at  times  eruptions  have 
reached  the  maximum  height  of  80  feet  and  considerable  debris  has  been 
thrown  from  the  geyser  vents.  Much  of  this  consists  of  stratified 
sedimentary  rocks  with  the  appearance  of  having  been  deposited  in  lakes. 
At  times  the  volume  of  water  thrown  from  these  geysers  has  flooded  the 
West  Thumb  walk  areas  and  their  display  has  proved  to  be  of  pronounced 
interest  to  the  visitors  in  that  vicinity. 

Trips  were  made  into  the  park  on  the  2nd,  3rd  and  1+th  by 
permanent  naturalists  for  the  purpose  of  observing  any  public  use  and 
securing  photographs  of  concentrated  areas  and  public  activities. 
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Park  Ranger  Naturalists  Samuel  M.  Beal,  Lowell  3iddulph,  Wayne 
Replo,rle,  George  Marler,  ard  Herbert  Lystrup  who  here  a  combined 
seasonal  service  in  excess  of  75   years,

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The  number  of  porcupines  which  are  seen  in  the  evenings 
along  the  road  this  season  seem  to  be  less  than  in  previous  years,  for 
last  year  on  many  occasions  more  than  20  animals  were  seen  at  night 
when  returning  to  park  headquarters,  and  on  July  13  of  this  year  the 
maximum  number  seen  so  far  this  season  was  counted  and  that  consisted 
of  11  animals  between  Canyon  and  Mammoth.  ' 

Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Wayne  Replogle  continued  his  study 
and  research  on  the  old  Bannock  Indian  trail  throughout  the  month. 
He  again  traveled  the  country  from  west  of  the  park  up  to  and  over 
the  Gallatin  Mountains  during  the  period  July  16,  1?  and  18.  Mr.  Replogle 
has  gathered  enough  information  to  begin  preparation  of  written  materials 
and  expects  to  submit  something  concrete  within  the  next  month. 


On  July  31  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  in  company  with 
Superintendent  Edmund  B.  Rogers,  Dr.  Johnston  of  Montana  State  College 
and  Mr.  Jack  E.  Haynes  took  Geiger  counters  and  visited  the  Calcite 
Springs  area  with  the  thought  that  there  might  be  an  indication  of 
radio  activity  there.  It  was  found  that  this  area  did  not  give  a 
positive  reaction.  Mr.  Condon  and  Dr.  Johnston  continued  on  to  the 
thermal  area  at  the  base  of  the  falls  in  the  Grand  Canyon  st  the  end 
of  Uncle  Tom's  Trail.  They  tested  that  area,  tested  the  Sulfatara 
area  on  the  Solfatara  Plateau,  the  Obsidian  Cliff  and  the  Mammoth 
Hot  Springs  terraces.  At  none  of  these  areas  did  they  find  any  pro- 
nounced indication  of  radio  activity,  although  Obsidian  Cliff  did  record 
the  highest  rate  of  discharge  for  any  of  the  areas  visited  and  ratings 
of  110  to  120  were  obtained  at  the  Cliff,

General 

Weather  conditions  throughout  the  month  of  August  were  ideal 
for  park  visitors  and  there  was  a  capacity  crowd  in  the  park  each  day* 
Naturalist  Division  programs  proved  popular  with  the  visitors  and  were 
carried  on  in  complete  detail  until  about  the  16th  of  the  month  when 
hot  dry  weather  created  fire  emergencies  and  some  major  fires  started 
to  occur.   The  Division  at  one  time  had  15  men  on  fires  and  this  loss 
of  manpower  hampered  programs,  although  the  more  important  phases  of 
the  program  were  carried  through.  Things  returned  to  normal  before 
the  season's  end  and  with  all  activities  again  being  resumed* 

Administration 


The  activities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  were  administered 
by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  the  two  permanent  park  naturalists 
Watson  and  Alcorn  spent  considerable  time  in  the  field  auditing 
programs  and  giving  assistance  to  the  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists 
at  the  various  stations,  A  total  of  27  phases  of  the  Naturalist 
Division  programs  were  audited  and  reviewed  by  these  men. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Regional  Naturalist  Carl  Swartzlow  was  in  the  park  from 
July  31  through  Sep^moer  5  when  he  was  taken  to  the  train  in  Living- 
ston, Montana  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist.  During  Mr.  Swartzlow's 
stay  here  he  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  the  Chief  Park  Natural- 
ist and  his  staff.  While  here  he  had  an  opportunity  to  examine  the 
northern  elk  range,  the  proposed  West  Thumb  development  area,  the 
new  garbage  disposal  pits  and  several  of  the  Naturalist  activities. 

Mr.  Paul  Franke.  Assistant  Chief  Naturalist  of  the  National 
Park  Service  arrived  in  Yellowstone  on  the  afternoon  of  the  1+th  and 
was  in  the  park  through  the  7th.  Mr.  Franke  accompanied  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  Condon  and  Regional  Naturalist  Swartzlow  to  Livingston 
on  the  5th» 

On  the  3rd  of  the  month  Mrs.  Ethel  Wheeler  Rathke,  the 
niece  of  Hiram  M.  Chittenden,  stopped  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's 
office  and  visited  for  some  time.  Mrs.  Rathke  said  that  she  spent

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considerable  time  with  the  Chittendens  in  Yellowstone  National  Park 
and  assisted  Mr.  Chittenden  with  his  book  entitled  Yellowstone  National 
Park. 

Mr.  Lloyd  Ramelli,  Refuge  Manager  of  the  Red  Rock  Lakes 
Wildlife  Refuge  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  3rd 
and  reviewed  matters  relative  to  the  protection  and  preservation  of 
the  trumpeter  swan. 

On  August  U.   Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  attended  a  confer- 
ence in  Superintendent  Roger's  office  on  the  elk  problem  of  the  northern 
section  of  the  park.  This  conference  was  called  to  discuss  the  matter 
with  Montana  state  wildlife  men,  and  in  attendance  were  Messrs.  Cooney, 
Burke,  Sherman  and  Gaab  representing  the  state  of  Montana.  Park  Service 
representatives  in  attendance  at  the  conference  were  W.  L.  Evans, 
M.  Barrows,  G.  Walker,  C.  K.  Skinner,  D.  Condon,  C.  Swartzlow  and  Super- 
intendent E.  B.  Rogers, 

Mr.  Graydon  Adamson,  former  park  ranger  naturalist  in  Yellow- 
stone Park  stopped  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  for  a  visit 
on  the  5th. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Harwell,  former  Chief  Park  Naturalist  of  Yosemite 
National  Park,  was  in  Yellowstone  from  the  8th  through  the  12th  photo- 
graphing birds  and  wildlife,  Mr.  Harwell  visited  the  Chief  Park  Nat- 
uralist's office  on  several  occasions  and  was  assisted  in  obtaining 
pictures  of  trumpeter  swan, 

Mr.  Lawrence  Madison  and  a  party  of  assistants  arrived  in 
the  park  early  in  August  and  have  been  making  a  travelogue  movie  of 
Yellowstone  Park  for  the  Ford  Motor  Company.  These  photographers 
have  been  making  a  number  of  very  interesting  scenic  shots,  shots  of 
naturalists  with  guided  parties,  museum  interiors  and  other  pictures 
showing  public  use  of  the  area. 

Mr.  A*s*a&de*v  Tilden,  author  and  writer  who  is  gathering 
material  for  the  preparation  of  a  book  on  the  National  Parks  for  the 
Alfred  Knopf  Publishing  Company  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's 
office  for  a  conference  on  the  2^rd. 

Mr.  Arthur  Jerome  Dickinson,  author  of  Covered  Wagon  Days, 
was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  2Uth  and  used  the 
Yellowstone  Park  reference  library  and  also  conferred  with  the  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  on  historical  matters. 

Dr.  C.  H,  Summerson  from  Ohio  State  College  conferred  with 
the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  on  the  25th  concerning  the  availability  of 
literature,  visual  aids  materials  and  other  subject  matter  which  might 
be  used  at  Ohio  State  College  in  teaching  a  special  geology  course  on 
the  geology  of  National  Park  areas.  Dr.  Summerson  plans  to  introduce

\     Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  Yellowstone  Park  Church  Committee  shipped  the  old  Estey 
organ  which  was  given  to  the  community  by  the  Hon.  John  tyi   Meldrum  to 
his  nephew,  Mr.  Jack  Meldrum  of  Buffalo,  Wyoming,  on  August  18. 
This  organ  was  no  longer  needed  in  the  community  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  we  now  have  a  Hammond  electric  organ  and  Mr.  Meldrum  as  an  heir 
of  the  former  U.  S.  Commissioner  was  anxious  to  retain  this  instrument 
as  a  family  heirloom* 

The  regular  religious  services  as  scheduled  for  the  summer 
were  conducted  throughout  the  month  and  were  well  attended  at  all 
points  where  given* 

At  the  close  of  the  month  the  Church  Committee  began  exploring 
the  possibility  of  obtaining  student  ministers  to  conduct  the  Protestant 
services  at  Mammoth,  Old  Faithful,  Lake  and  Canyon  during  the  1950 
season.  Letters  were  written  to  members  of  the  Park  County  Ministerial 
Association  seeking  expressions  of  their  opinions  on  this  matter* 

In-Service  Training 

There  was  no  definite  in-service  training  program  activities 
carried  on  during  the  month  by  members  of  the  Division  other  than  to 
publish  the  Yellowstone  Weekly  News  Letter  which  carried  some  items 
of  training  value. 

Interpretive  Services 

The  interpretive  services  program  as  planned  for  the  summer 
season  was  interrupted  at  mid-month  by  severe  fire  hazards  and  several 
large  fires  to  which  a  large  number  of  personnel  of  the  Naturalist 
Division  were  sent.  This  severely  handicapped  the  interpretive  acti- 
vities, but  all  museums  were  kept  open,  evening  campfire  talks  given 
and  many  of  the  conducted  trips  taken.  The  members  of  the  permanent 
naturalist  staff  took  an  active  part  in  the  activities.   Park  Naturalist 
Alcorn  talked  on  "Winter  Life"  at  Camp  Roosevelt  on  the  11th  and  West 
Thumb  on  the  l6th.  Park  Naturalist  Watson  talked  on  "Populer  Miscon- 
ceptions of  Park  Phenomena"  at  Fishing  Bridge  on  the  3rd,  West  Thumb 
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Group  at  the  campfire  talk  at   Old  Faithful,

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on  the  10th  and  Old  Faithful  on  the  17th.   Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
talked  on  "Yellowstone  National  Park"  at  Old  Faithful  on  the  10th, 
"Yellowstone's  Large  Mammals"  at  Fishing  Bridge  on  the  12th,  "Yellow- 
stone Bird  Life"  at  Fishing  Bridge  on  the  15th,  "Yellowstone  National 
Park"  at  Camp  Roosevelt  on  the  17th,  "Yellowstone  National  Park"  at 
Old  Faithful  on  the  2Uth  and  "Yellowstone  Winterlife"  at  Camp  Roosevelt 
on  the  25th.   District  Park  Ranger  Frank  F.  Kowski  gave  a  very  inter- 
esting talk  in  the  amphitheater  at  Old  Faithful  on  the  3r<3.  A  detailed 
summary  of  the  interpretive  activities  and  statistical  information 
concerning  them  is  attached  to  this  report. 

The  interpretive  services  program  at  Tower  Fall  was  discontinued 
the  night  of  the  31st  when  Camp  Roosevelt  closed.  Park  Ranger  Naturalist 
Rentchler  on  duty  at  that  station  terminated  his  services. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  grizzly  bear  hide  of  the  large  female  grizzly  in  the 
Mammoth  museum  had  to  be  repaired  during  the  month  since  some  vandal 
had  attempted  to  remove  the  claws  from  one  paw  and  although  unsuccessful 
had  damaged  the  paw.  The  felt  matting  on  which  the  hide  is  placed 
was  worn  in  spots  and  this  was  repaired. 

Two  detailed  memoranda  were  prepared  during  the  month.   One 
was  a  proposal  to  reorient  the  Obsidian  Cliff  field  exhibit  so  that 
it  would  demand  more  public  attention  and  better  serve  the  people. 
The  other  was  prepared  on  the  subject  of  refraining  from  developing 
the  present  Grand  View  observation  platform  and  developing  a  new 
point  along  the  Canyon  rim  which  seems  to  be  much  more  desirable  and 
a  safer  location. 

A  number  of  pictures  were  made  of  museum  use  by  the  visitors 
during  the  month.  These  were  taken  by  Park  Naturalist's  Watson  and 
Condon. 

A  large  number  of  bison  skulls  were  obtained  from  a  cache 
near  Blacktail  Deer  Creek,  and  were  taken  to  the  Old  Faithful  museum 
for  use  in  replacing  the  specimens  which  have  deteriorated  in  the 
courtyard  area. 

The  flag  pole  at  Madison  Junction  fell  down  during  the  month 
and  we  now  have  flag  poles  down  at  Fishing  Bridge  and  Madison.  Yde 
hope  that  these  can  be  reerected  before  the  close  of  the  season. 

The  Yellowstone  Park  herbarium  at  the  Yellowstone  Park  head- 
quarters museum  at  Mammoth  has  received  a  great  deal  of  use  during  the 
month  of  August  by  visiting  botanists  and  all  have  been  favorably 
impressed  with  this  unit  and  have  gotten  considerable  value  from  it. 
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Personnel 

Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  spent  15  days  during  the  month  of 
August  on  fires.  Most  of  this  time  was  given  over  to  the  Riddle 
Lake  and  Mirror  Lake  fires.  Park  Naturalist  Watson  spent  10  days 
of  the  month  on  the  Fan  Creek  and  Summit  Lake  fires. 

Fifteen  members  of  the  Naturalist  Division  participated  in 
the  fire  protection  program  and  they  were  employed  on  the  Riddle  Lake, 
Fan  Creek,  Mirror  Lake,  Lave  Creek  and  Summit  Lake  fires  during  the 
period  from  August  16  through  August  JO,      Several  of  the  men  put  in 
as  much  as  12  days  on  these  fires  and  a  great  deal  of  over-time. 
All  were  back  on  the  job  by  the  months  end.  Reports  from  fire  bosses 
indicate  that  all  naturalists  participated  heartily  in  the  fire 
prevention  activities  and  performed  their  activities  in  a  highly 
satisfactory  manner. 

Park  Naturalist  Wallace  Hennessy  participated  in  two  rescue 
operations  at  Canyon  during  the  month,  one  on  the  20th  and  the  other 
on  the  25th , 

Seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists  began  terminating  their 
services  during  August  when  Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Wayne  Replogle 
terminated  his  services  at  the  close  of  duty  on  the  17th  and  Park 
Ranger  Naturalist  David  Bremer  at  the  close  of  duty  on  August  2J. 
Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Frank  Rentchler  terminated  his  services  on 
August  31» 

Chief  Psrk  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month.  Park 
Naturalist  Watson  was  on  duty  all  month.  Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  was 
on  duty  all  month.  Clerk-stenographer  Proznick  was  on  duty  all  month. 
Miss  Joan  Swartzlow  was  employed  as  librarian  by  the  Yellowstone  Library 
and  Museum  Association  on  August  6, 

Research  and  Observation 

Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  observed  a  bull  elk  bugling  in  the 
large  meadows  on  Astringent  Creek  on  the  evening  of  August  2J.     This 
animal  was  in  fine  physical  condition,  with  his  antlers  well  polished. 
His  actions  may  be  indicative  of  an  early  rutting  season  this  year. 

Park  Ranger  Naturalist  William  B.  Sanborn  plans  to  conduct 
a  special  research  project  on  the  interpretive  program  of  the  National 
Park  Service  as  a  whole  in  all  parks  and  its  value  to  the  people, 
Mr,  Sanborn  will  conduct  this  research  as  part  of  his  program  of 
training  for  his  doctorate.  Studies  will  be  conducted  under  the  auspices 
of  the  University  of  Washington  in  Seattle.  Mr.  Sanborn  hopes  to  be 
given  a  collaboratorship  appointment  in  the  National  Park  Service  so 
that  he  can  better  have  access  to  materials  which  will  be  helpful  to  him.

from  the  University  of  Texas  on  August  10th  to  collect  flies  and 
grasshoppers;  to  William  E.  Berninghausen  on  August  15  to  collect 
sedimentary  rocks  and  minerals  for  the  University  of  Iowa;  and  to 
Frederick  J.  Kuellmer  from  the  University  of  Chicago  to  collect 
geological  specimens  from  the  mixed  rock  area  on  Sheepeater  Cliff. 

During  the  month  of  August  a  family  of  great  homed  owls 
have  spent  virtually  every  night  hunting  for  mice  and  other  rodents 
on  the  lawns  of  the  park  headquarters.  The  peculiar  call  of  this 
bird  is  regularly  heard  most  of  the  night  and  occasionally  they 
have  been  seen  perched  on  the  peaks  of  buildings. 

Chief  Perk  Naturalist  Condon  visited  several  Indian  camp 
sites  with  Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Wayne  Replogle  on  August  15» 

On  August  16  Park  Biologist  Walter  Kittams  and  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  Condon  went  into  the  Hayden  Valley  to  study  the  bison  herd 
in  that  area.  Reports  have  come  in  that  some  of  these  animals 
appeared  to  be  in  poor  health  and  it  was  determined  that  they  should 
be  studied  to  determine  whether  or  not  any  of  them  gave  evidence  of 
any  physical  ailments.  A  herd  of  more  than  100  animals  were  observed 
for  some  time  and  only  one  cow  was  seen  who  did  not  seem  to  be  in 
top  physical  condition.   She  was  suffering  from  an  injured  hip  and 
except  for  this  injury  seemed  to  be  all  right.   16mm  motion  pictures 
of  these  animals  were  made.  While  wandering  in  the  valley  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon  found  an  Obsidian  arrow  head  and  part  of  an 
old  obsidian  knife.  These  have  been  accessioned  as  part  of  the 
Indian  collection  at  the  headquarters  museum. 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  had  an  unusual  opportunity  to  observe 
the  activities  of  an  osprey  on  August  17  when  he  watched  one  going 
through  the  ritual  of  taking  a  complete  and  thorough  bath  in  the 
Yellowstone  River  near  the  Mud  Volcano. 

Several  field  trips  were  made  into  the  park  for  the  purpose 
of  making  observations  and  field  notes,  by  the  permanent  naturalists.

Miss  Joan  Swartzlow  was  employed  August  6  as  librarian 
for  the  balance  of  the  season*  The  Association  replenished  its 
bock  stocks  since  sales  progressed  to  the  point  where  some  items 
were  on  the  verge  of  being  sold  out. 

The  Association  multilithed  and  mailed  the  July-August 
issue  of  Nature  Motes,  with  a  total  of  35^  copies  being  sent  out 
in  the  mail  and  1^0  distributed  locally. 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

A  Geiger  counter  "sniffer"  was  loaned  to  the  Naturalist 
Division  by  Dr.  Johnston  of  Montana  State  College  and  it  is  anti- 
cipated that  when  the  opportunity  exists  that  this  instrument  will 
be  used  in  the  field  to  see  if  there  are  any  particularly  radio 
active  areas  in  the  park. 

The  l6mm  sound  motion  picture  projector  which  belongs  to 
the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  was  repaired  during 
the  month. 

Eight  large  pieces  of  vitreous  tile  were  made  into  cigarett 
butt  recepticals.   These  were  given  concrete  bases,  painted  black 
and  filled  with  sand.  Two  each  of  these  have  been  placed  in  the 
Fishing  Bridge,  Old  Faithful  and  Mammoth  museums,  and  one  at  the 
Madison  and  Norris  museums.  These  have  proven  to  be  of  valuable 
aid  in  cutting  down  the  cigarett  litter  that  usually  accummulates 
on  the  floors  of  these  buildings. 

Photographic  and  Vieual  Aids 

l6mm  motion  pictures  were  made  of  bird  life,  arima]   life 
and  100  feet  of  l6mm  Kodachrome  film  was  exposed  of  the  Army  trans- 
port planes  landing  at  West  Yellowstone,  with  Army  personnel  which 
were  to  be  used  for  fighting  fires  on  the  22nd.   Black  and  white 
pictures  were  made  of  Naturalist  Division  activities  showing  caravan 
trips,  hiking  parties  and  public  use  of  the  museum  buildings.  There 
were  5  rolls  of  Ansco  color  film  processed  in  the  darkroom,  30  hx$ 
bla^k  and  white  films  exposed  and  processed,  16  9x12cm  black  and 
white  films  exposed  and  processed  and  50  iix5  contact  prints  made. 
In  addition  to  this  photographic  work  there  were  U   rolls  of  K135 
exposed  and  sent  to  the  Eastman  Kodak  Co,  for  processing  and  200  ft, 
of  colored  movies.

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General 


The  month  of  September  provided  delightful  weather  except 
for  a  stormy  period  at  mid  month  with  considerable  snow  falling  over 
most  of  the  park  area  e.arly  on  the  12th.   At  several  places  snow  depths 
were  up  to  6  inches  and  created  a  beautiful  winter  landscape.   The  full 
program  of  the  Naturalist  Division  was  carried  through  Labor  Day  and 
was  abruptly  curtailed  after  this  date  to  a  limited  number  of  activites 
and  these  were  confined  largely  to  keeping  museums  open.  Virtually  the 
last  two  weeks  of  September  were  glorious  fall  weather,  one  of  the  best 
displays  of  autumn  leaves  and  color  as  has  occurred  in  recent  years. 
Travel  continued  to  be  heavy  through  the  month  and  those  interpretive 
facilities  available  were  heavily  used  by  the  people. 

Administration 

The  Naturalist  Division  was  under  the  direct  administrative 
supervision  of  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon,  with  Park  Naturalists 
Watson  and  Alcorn  assuming  responsibilities  for  some  of  the  field  super- 
vision. Mr.  Watson  made  eight  trips  out  into  the  park  during  the  month; 
Mr.  Alcorn  twelve  and  Mr.  Condon  thirteen.  These  were  for  the  purposes 
of  reviewing  work,  doing  field  work  and  making  field  observations. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  returned  from  a  field  trip  to 
Custer  Battlefield  National  Monument  on  September  1.  On  September  J 
Mr.  Rogers  W.  Young,  historian  from  the  Director's  office  in  Washington, 
D.  C.  arrived  in  West  Yellowstone  and  was  conducted  around  the  lower 
loop  by  Park  Naturalist  Alcorn,  visited  with  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  on  the  evening  of  the  5r^  end  was  taken  around  the  upper  loop 
by  Park  Naturalist  Watson  and  taken  out  West  Yellowstone  on  the  Ij.th» 

On  September  6  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  attended  a  special 
conference  in  Assistant  Superintendent  Johnston's  office  with  Mr. 
Johnston  and  Mr.  Skinner.  The  better  part  of  this  day  was  given  over 
to  a  review  of  desirable  locations  for  picnic  areas,  campgrounds  and  a 
review  of  the  developments  which  should  be  made  in  these  areas « 

On  September  9  Mr.  Harry  C.  Parker,  park  naturalist  from 
Yoseraite  National  Park  stopped  in  at  the  Chief  Park  Naturalists 
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office  and  visited,  and  returned  again  the  morning  of  the  10th.  Mr, 
Parker  was  enjoying  Yellowstone  Park  and  having  a  delightful  experience 
here.  Mutual  problems  were  discussed  and  reviewed  and  the  facilities 
of  the  interpretive  division  in  Yellowstone  were  shown  to  Mr.  Parker. 

On  September  9  Regional  Director  Lawrence  C.  Merriam  stopped 
in  at  the  Chief  Park  Naturalists  office  for  a  few  minutes  to  discuss 
interpretive  matters* 

On  September  9  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  attended  a  con- 
ference in  the  conference  room  in  the  barracks  building  on  the  devel- 
opment of  paths  and  trails.   In  attendance  at  this  conference  were 
Chief  Ranger  Skinner,  Assistant  Chief  Ranger  Finch,  Resident  Landscape 
Architect  Matt son,  Assistant  Superintendent  Johnston,  Chief  Park 
Engineer  Wohlbrandt  and  Mr.  Condon. 

On  September  10,  11  and  12  Mr.  Max  Vollstaedt,  an  official 
of  the  forest  service  in  Bavaria,  visited  Yellowstone  and  was  conducted 
around  the  loop,  taken  to  Grebe  Lake  and  on  a  trip  into  Hayden  Valley 
by  Park  Naturalists  Alcorn,  Watson  and  Condon  on  separate  days.  Mr* 
Vollstaedt  was  extremely  interested  in  Yellowstone  Park's  natural 
phenomena  and  was  given  an  opportunity  to  see  a  number  of  things  which 
the  average  visitor  does  not  see. 

On  September  13  the  Hon.  Newton  B.  Drury,  Director  of  the 
National  Park  Service  stopped  in  at  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office, 


Mr.  Ansel  Adams,  nationally  known  photographer,  visited 
the  headquarters  museum  on  September  li+  and  15 •   On  September  15 
Mr,  Franklin  Potter,  former  park  ranger  naturalist  in  Yellowstone 
who  has  been  serving  the  past  year  at  Crater  Lake  National  Park,  stopped 
in  for  a  short  visit. 

Throughout  the  month  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  at  times 
has  rendered  assistance  to  Mr.  Lawrence  Madison  and  his  party  in  securing 
l6mm  colored  motion  pictures  of  national  park  phenomena,  wildlife  and 
museum  interiors.  Mr.  Madison  and  his  party  left  the  park  on  September 
22,  having  completed  their  filming  project  here. 

On  September  16  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  attended  a 
conference  in  Superintendent  Roger's  office  on  the  northern  elk  problem 
and  matters  pertaining  to  the  Absaroka  Conservation  Committee  meeting. 
At  this  meeting  there  were  Messrs.  Rogers,  Johnston,  Joffe,  Condon, 
Kittams,  Skinner,  Grimm  and  Evans. 

On  September  23  Mr.  Horace  M.  Albright,  former  director  of 
the  National  Park  Service,  visited  the  Yellowstone  Park  museum  and 
library  in  company  with  Mr,  Jack  E.  Haynes, 

On  September  23  notice  was  received  that  the  allotment  of 
appropriations  for  the  Naturalist  Division  for  the  1950  fiscal  year

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was  $14.3,669.  Following  this,  two  days  time  were  given  over  by  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  to  the  preparation  of  estimates  end  a  proposed 
budget  of  these  funds  for  a  special  report  which  was  submitted  to  the 
Chief  Clerk's  office. 

On  September  21+  M.  H.  S.  vanGraan,  Executive  Officer  of  the 
National  Parks  Board  of  South  Africa  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Orpen,  President 
of  the  Board,  visited  the  headquarters  museum  and  that  evening  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon  projected  l6inm.  motion  pictures  of  Kruger  National 
Park.  Mr.  vanGraan  gave  a  very  interesting  running  commentary  with 
these  pictures  and  there  were  about  150  people  in  attendance  at  this 
program. 

Dr.  Nils  Dahlbeck,  Honorary  Secretary  and  Executive  Member  of 
the  Swedish  Nature  Protection  Society,  was  met  in  Gardiner  by  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon  on  the  27th  and  was  taken  to  Lake.  Dr.  Dahlbeck 
subsequently  was  taken  to  the  thermal  areas,  to  Red  Rock  Lakes  on  the 
29th  and  to  Jackson  Hole  on  the  30th  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  religious  services,  both  Protestant  and  Catholic, 
were  conducted  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  Chapel  and  at  other  stations 
through  Sunday,  September  ij..  The  regular  community  Sunday  School 
commenced  on  Sunday,  September  11,  and  has  continued  each  Sunday  at 
10:30  a.m.  with  the  fine  program  being  under  way. 

The  Yellowstone  Park  Church  Committee  held  a  special  meeting 
on  September  29.  The  committee  has  been  investigating  the  possibility 
of  obtaining  two  high  quality  student  ministers  to  conduct  Protestant 
services  during  the  1950  season.  Letters  have  been  sent  to  the  Union 
Seminary  in  New  York,  to  the  Yale  Seminary  and  to  the  Princeton  Seminary. 
A  very  favorable  reply  has  been  received  from  the  Princeton  Seminary 
and  this  matter  will  be  followed  through  by  the  committee.  This 
committee  plans  to  meet  with  the  Park  County  Ministerial  Association 
at  some  time  in  October  to  review  the  past  seasons  religious  services 
program  and  to  discuss  other  matters.   The  Rev.  E.  A,   Syms  is  being 
asked  by  the  committee  to  conduct  two  non-sectarian  Protestant  services 
each  month  during  the  winter.  These  services  will  be  on  Sunday  evenings 
at  7*30  p.m. 

In-Service  Training 

The  only  in-service  training  activites  have  been  the  issuance 
of  the  regular  Yellowstone  Weekly  News  Letter  by  the  Naturalist  Division* 

Interpretive  Services 

The  entire  interpretive  services  program  was  carried  through 
until  the  close  of  Labor  Day,  September  5«  Following  this  date  the 
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activities  were  terminated  at  Canyon  and  West  Thumb,  Other  interpre- 
tive activities  at  Mammoth,  Old  Faithful  and  Fishing  Bridge  were  cur- 
tailed. During  the  month  a  survey  was  made  at  the  focal  points  through- 
out the  park  to  determine  the  number  and  type  of  interpretive  signs 
needed  to  replace  old,  worn  out  ones  and  to  provide  new  signs  where 
needed.  A  special  report  on  this  survey  will  be  made  when  a  request 
for  the  signs  is  submitted. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  gave  two  talks  outside  the  park 
during  the  month.  One  was  to  the  Red  Lodge  Lions  Club  on  their  annual 
ladies  night.  There  were  ^0   people  present  and  the  talk  was  given  on  the 
evening  of  the  8th.  On  the  20th  a  talk  was  given  to  the  Brigadier  Boys 
and  Pioneer  Girls  annual  banquet  in  the  Bozeman  Hotel.  There  were  210 
people  present.  The  subject  discussed  in  both  talks  was  Yellowstone 
National  Park* 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  projected  l6mm  movies  in  the  Canteen 
on  the  17th  for  the  Absaroka  Conservation  Committee  meeting  group. 
Fifty  two  persons  were  present  and  on  the  2i|th  projected  the  Kruger 
National  Park  pictures  to  a  group  of  150.   Park  Naturalist  Wayne  Alcorn 
gave  a  talk  at  Fishing  Bridge  on  the  li^th.  ;  The  statistical  summary 
of  the  interpretive  services  rendered  during  the  month  is  attached  to 
this  report. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

All  museums  in  the  park  were  kept  open  through  the  15th  and 
on  that  date  it  became  necessarjr  to  close  Norris  and  Madison  museums. 
The  Fishing  Bridge  museum  was  closed  on  September  20,  the  Old  Faithful 
on  September  23  and  the  Mammoth  museum  remained  open  throughout  the 
entire  month.   Shutters  were  placed  on  these  buildings  and  they  were 
closed  on  the  dates  mentioned  and  property  inventories  made.   Cases 
were  covered  with  sheets  and  in  most  respects  the  museums  made  ready 
for  the  winter. 

It  became  necessary  to  take  down  the  flag  pole  at  Norris 
museum  on  the  15th  when  the  flag  became  empaled  on  the  sharp  tip  of 
the  pole.  The  pole  was  taken  down  and  the  flag  released,  and  it  was 
decided  to  leave  the  pole  down  until  the  top  of  the  pole  could  be 
rounded  and  a  new  pullejr  system  established.  The  final  inventory 
of  property  was  made  at  the  Madison  museum  on  the  21st, 

Personnel 

Park  Naturalists  Watson  and  Condon  were  on  duty  all  month 
except  for  two  hours  annual  leave  which  they  took  on  September  29. 

Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Clerk- stenographer  Prozrick  was  on  duty  all  month.

The  Naturalist  Division  activities  and  the  work  done  by  the 
men  with  respect  to  these  activities  was  discussed  with  them.  The 
services  of  all  men  were  satisfactory  and  they  were  encouraged  to 
reapply  for  service  another  season.  During  the  month  another  effort 
was  made  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  to  get  the  position  of  Park 
Naturalist  Watson  up-graded  to  a  P-3  classification, 

Mr.  George  D.  Marler  whose  services  were  terminated  as  a 
seasonal  park  ranger  naturalist  was  employed  by  the  Engineering  Divi- 
sion to  carry  on  some  work  in  the  thermal  areas. 

Research  and  Observations 
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On  September  2  Dr.  A.  J.  Duncan,  Professor  at  Johns  Hopkins 
University  stopped  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  office  and  was  very 
much  interested  in  the  possibility  of  statistical  correlation  and 
other  statistical  possibilities  with  respect  to  the  intervals  between 
eruptions  of  the  geysers  and  expressed  a  desire  to  have  access  to 
the  time  intervals  observed  of  Old  Faithful  Geyser.  Dr.  Duncan  is 
willing  to  work  with  statistics  on  this  geyser,  and  if  he  has  time 
this  winter  he  plans  to  request  from  us  figures  on  observations  made 
so  that  he  can  make  the  statistical  tabulations. 
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Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  made  13  trips  into  the  field 
for  observation  purposes,  Park  Naturalist  Watson  8  and  Park  Naturalist 
Alcorn  12 • 

On  a  trip  to  Hayden  Valley  on  the  12th  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  observed  229  bison  in.  one  herd  and  this  mass  of  animals  spreading 
cut  across  the  snow  covered  valley  was  reminiscent  of  scenes  painted 
of  the  bison  herds  on  the  plains.  There  were  many  calves,  but  no 
accurate  determination  of  the  number  of  these  was  made.  There  was  one 
exceedingly  young  jersey  colored  calf.  On  this  trip  the  photographers 
making  l6mm  motion  pictures  for  Ford  Motor  Company  had  an  opportunity 
to  secure  some  exceedingly  fine  wildlife  shots.  Mr.  Max  Vollstaedt 
was  along  and  in  addition  to  the  excellent  bison  display  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  see  two  large  bull  moose,  three  trumpeter  swan,  a.  large 
flock  of  Canada  geese,  a  large  beaver  lodge  and  a  muskrat  house,  all 
so  grouped  that  in  photographing  them  they  made  up  into  one  scene. 
Probably  at  no  other  place  in  the  world  could  such  a  group  be  taken  in 
one  picture  at  one  time.   Near  the  hot  springs  at  the  upper  end  of  Alum 
Creek  there  were  three  sandhill  crane,  apparently  two  adults  and  one 
young  bird.  They  provided  an  uniasually  interesting  wilderness  appeal 
to  the  trip  when  they  arose  and  circled  the  party,  their  wild  calls 
bre eking  the  stillness  of  the  back  country. 

The  Yellowstone  Park  place  names  card  file,  which  was  loaned  r 

to  the  Director's  office,  was  returned  to  the  park  on  the  13th  and  by  . 
the  end  of  the  month  the  majority  of  these  cards  had  been  placed  back 

in  the  visual  file  case,  | 

On  September  13  and  lU  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  reviewed 
with  park  ranger  naturalists  William  B.  Sanborn  and  Kenneth  L.  Diem  the 
procedure  to  be  followed  in  obtaining  a  collaboratorship  with  the 
National  Park  Service  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  research  on  problems 
which  they  pnopose  to  study.  Mr.  Sanborn  hopes  to  prepare  his  doctors 
thesis  on  the  interpretive  services  in  the  national  parks  and  Mr.  Diem 
proposes  to  work  up  his  masters  thesis  in  the  School  of  Forest,  Kange  I 

and  Game  Management  at  Utah  State  Agriculture  College.  He  plans  to 
make  his  thesis  problem  the  study  of  the  range  in  Hayden  Valley  and  the 
'  relationship  of  the  bison  herd  to  it. 


The  bison  have  drifted  down,  into  the  Fountain  Flats,  Fairy 
Creek  and  Sentinel  Creek  areas  and  have  been  observed  on  numerous 
occasions  during  the  month.  Sixty  three  head  were  seen  on  Fairy  Creek 
on  the  li+th  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon,  and  on  several  occasions 
since  then  an  even  larger  number  have  been  seen  by  Park  Naturalists 
Watson  and  Alcorn.   On  the  22nd  Park  Naturalist  Watson  counted  12 
calves  in  a  herd  of  67  animals  which  he  observed. 

On.  September  18  a  party  consisting  of  Harvey  Willoughby, 
George  Bird,  of  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service,  George  Marler,  Wayne 
Alcorn,  William  Proper,  Lawrence  Murray  and  David  Condon  made  a  special 
trip  to  the  Molly  Islands  at  the  south  end  of  the  southeast  arm  of

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Yellowstone  Lake  for  the  purpose  of  checking  on  the  possible  mortality 
among  young  pelicans,  gulls,  terns  and  cormorants  which  were  banded 
on  July  9»  A  very  careful  survey  of  both  the  rock;/  and  sandy  islands 
was  made  by  the  party  and  5  pelican  bands  and  one  cormorant  band  were 
recovered  on  the  rocky  island,  and  2  pelican  bards  were  recovered  on 
the  sandy  island.  Five  pelican  bands  were  recovered  on  an  earlier 
trip  in  August  by  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  men.   Of  the  309  birds 
which  were  banded  on  July  9,  "the  13  bands  which  have  been  recovered 
after  a  careful  search  give  some  indication  of  the  mortality  which 
occurred  among  the  young  birds.  Apparently  there  are  200  or  more  of 
these  birds  which  left  the  islands  carrying  bands  which  were  placed 
on  them. 

One  of  the  items  of  interest  noted  on  the  islands  was  the 
preponderant  abundance  of  sections  of  bone  which  appeared  to  have 
come  from  pork  chops,  T-bone  steaks,  round  steaks  and  other  cuts  of 
meat.  Also  on  both  islands  were  fish  vertebra  of  immense  size.  These 
too  were  very  numerous.   On  first  sight  these  items  arouse  ones  curi- 
osity as  to  their  origin,  but  if  we  stop  and  think  of  the  various 
dump  grounds  throughout  the  park  that  are  visited  by  the  sea  gulls 
in  large  numbers  we  immediately  arrive  at  their  point  of  origin.  It 
is  amazing,  however,  the  large  amount  of  such  material  that  has  been 
carried  to  the  islands  from  the  distant  dump  grounds  by  these  birds. 

Some  of  the  other  interesting  observations  made  on  this  trip 
were  that  there  was  only  one  pelican  left  in  the  vicinity  of  the  islands, 
all  others  having  left  the  park  area.  There  were  nine  adult  trumpeter 
swan  at  the  southern  end  of  the  lake.  Five  of  these  were  near  the 
mouth  of  Trail  Creek  and  four  at  the  mouth  of  the  Yellowstone  River* 
There  were  very  few  sea  gulls  around  in  the  Lake  or  around  the  Yellow- 
stone River,  most  of  their  numbers  having  left  the  park  area.  In  all, 
from  park  headquarters  to  the  Molly  Islands  and  return  there  were  only 
six  osprey  seen  by  the  party.  At  the  mouth  of  Trail  Creek  three  very 
large  bull  moose  entertained  the  group  by  feeding  on  aquatic  water 
plants,  swimming  in  the  lake  and  otherwise  carrying  on  their  normal 
routine  of  life.  There  were  five  other  moose  seen  near  the  mouth  of 
the  Yellowstone  River,   Several  nice  bands  of  elk,  bulls  with  their 
harems  of  cows,  were  seen. 

In  the  process  of  making  a  very  careful  survey  of  both  islands 
for  bird  bands  members  of  the  party  recovered  a  number  of  Indian  arti- 
facts. Most  of  these  were  fragments  of  either  arrowheads,  scrapers, 
knives  or  other  stone  implements.   One  complete  and  almost  perfect  bird 
point  made  of  obsidian  was  found  on  the  sandy  island  by  Mr.  Marler, 
The  party  left  park  headquarters  at  6:00  a.m.  and  returned  at  11:30  p,m» 

At  the  close  of  the  month  bears  are  still  begging  along  park 
highways.   In  the  vicinity  of  Tower  Junction  there  are  three  black 
bear  mothers  with  cubs  who  are  still  spending  a  great  deal  of  time  along 
the  highway.   In  the  vicinity  of  Tuff  Cliff  and  Terrace  Springs  there 
are  two  mature  brown  colored  black  bear  and  near  the  Firehole  Cascades 
there  is  one  large  black  bear.   There  are  undoubtedly  others,  but  these 

animals  have  been  the  ones  most  commonly  seen  during  the  last  days  of 
the  month. 
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On  the  27th  of  September  a  pair  of  young  osprey  were  observed 
in  the  nest  on  the  pinnacle  below  Lookout  Point.  These  young  birds 
apparently  had  not  yet  taken  flight  and  were  the  only  ones  observed 
in  the  entire  Canyon  area,  except  for  one  adult  which  was  seen  flying 
above  the  upper  falls.   In  Hayden  Valley  this  same  afternoon  another 
adult  osprey  was  seen  fishing  diligently  and  was  seen  to  attempt  to 
catch  fish  on  two  occasions,  missing  both  times.  These  four  osprey 
were  the  only  ones  seen  and  it  is  thought  that  probably  the  two  adults 
were  probably  the  pair  whose  young  ones  were  off  Lookout  Point, 

There  is  nothing  of  unusual  significance  which  has  taken  place 
with  respect  to  the  hydrothermal  phenomena.   On  the  hot  spring  terraces 
at  Mammoth  the  springs  on  Angel  Terrace  have  become  less  active  and 
where  there  were  five  very  active  ones  there  are  now  two.   Narrow  Gauge 
Terrace  has  continued  to  be  exceedingly  active.   Opal  Spring  continues 
its  activity,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  activity  in  the  old  Palette 
Spring,  with  some  decrease  in  the  spring  on  the  southeast  edge  of  that 
terrace  level.   Orange  Spring  Mound  is  still  very  active  and  the  over- 
flow is  flooding  a  small  section  of  the  road.  The  lower  end  of  White 
Elephant  Back  Terrace  is  active.  There  are  several  springs  on  the 
Main  Terrace  which  are  flowing  large  volumes  of  water.  In  the  West 
Thumb  area  the  Twin  Geysers  are  still  active  and  erupted  on  the  25th 
at  12:25  p.m.  to  a  height  of  about  60  feet.  The  Black  Mud  Boiler 
at  the  top  of  the  hill  above  Mud  Geyser  was  discovered  this  summer 
by  park  visitors  and  a  wide  path  beaten  to  it  from  the  Mud  Volcano 
area.   It  would  be  interesting  to  know  how  many  thousand  people  found 
their  way  to  this  interesting  and  awesome  feature.   On  September  27 
the  physical  evidence  around  it  seemed  to  indicate  that  it  was  be- 
ginning to  decline  in  its  intensity  of  activity, 

A  detailed  report  on  the  geyser  activity  in  the  Old  Faithful 
area  for  the  19U9  season  as  prepared  by  Park  Naturalist  George  D.  Marler 
is  attached  to  this  report. 

Library 

Mr.  Lee  L.  Coleman  gave  two  books  to  the  Yellowstone  Library 
during  the  month.  These  were  "Contributions  from  the  United  States 
National  Herbarium"  and  "Handbook  of  American  Indian  Languages".  The 
Old  Faithful,  Fishing  Bridge  and  Canyon  reference  libraries  were  re- 
turned to  park  headquarters  and  placed  back  in  the  stacks.

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Natural  History  Association 

The  services  of  Miss  Joan  Swartzlow  as  librarian  employed 
by  this  association  were  terminated  on  September  10.  Miss  Swartzlow 
was  taken  to  West  Yellowstone  and  left  that  evening. 

The  association  purchased  during  the  month  5,000  S.V.E. 
2x2  slide  binders  for  use  in  binding  the  kodaslide  collection  which 
is  used  in  the  interpretive  programs. 

The  association's  sales  activities  at  the  various  field 
stations  were  closed  during  the  month.  The  sales  at  Fishing  Bridge 
were  terminated  on  the  20th,  at  Old  Faithful  on  the  22nd  and  at  Mammoth 
at  the  close  of  the  month.   Sales  for  the  month  were:  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  $890.97,  Custer  Battlefield  National  Monument,  $126.75, 
totaling  |1,017.72.  It  is  planned  to  have  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  this  association  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's 
office  on  October  12. 

The  Yellowstone  Park  Nature  Notes  dummy  was  made  up  and  sent 
out  for  review  by  the  Editorial  Board. 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

Two  new  Spencer  2x2,  750  watt  projectors  were  received  on 
September  7»  The  portable  public  address  units  and  other  equipment 
were  brought  into  park  headquarters  from  Old  Faithful,  Fishing  Bridge, 
Madison,  Norris  and  other  field  stations  when  they  were  closed. 
Included  in  this  material  were  all  visual  aids  etjuipment  and  supplies. 
This  equipment,  most  of  it,  will  need  to  be  checked  and  placed  in  a 
good  state  of  repair  for  next  seasons  operations,, 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  month  property  inventories 
were  made  of  the  physical  property  of  the  division  in  the  outlying 
field  stations  and  employee  cabin  quarters,  and  the  naturalist  apart- 
ments at  Old  Faithful  made  ready  for  winter.

During  the  19U9  season  the  behavior  patterns  of  the  geysers  in 
general  remained  essentially  unchanged.   Of  the  major  geysers  the  Beehive 
played  with  a  greater  frequency  than  has  been  its  habit  for  two  score  or 
more  of  years.  The  close  of  the  19U9  season  would  seem  to  mark  the  be- 
ginning of  another  active  cycle  for  the  Giant  Geyser.  The  19U9  behavior 
of  some  of  the  better  known  and  morepopular  geysers  is  as  folio  s: 


s 


Artemisia:   A  fifteen  and  one  half  hours  interval  for  the  Artemisia  checked 
on  July  1U  was  the  shortest  interval  I  have  ever  observed  for  this  geyser. 
Its  intervals  vary  between  about  twenty  and  thirty  hours. 

Beehive :  During  the  19^-9  season  twentyCeight  daylight  eruptions  were 
determined  for  the  Beehive.   It  undoubtedly  played  at  least  a  third  more 
times  during  the  night  with  a  few  daylight  eruptions  that  were  possibly 
missed.   This  great  increase  in  activity,  which  seemed  to  start  during  the 
19U7  season,  is  a  great  improvement  over  the  twenties  and  thirties,  and 
many  years  previous,  when  seasons  would  pass  with  a  quiescent  Beehive. 
The  Beehive,  like  Old  Faithful  is  variable  with  respect  to  both  the  height 
and  duration  of  its  eruptions.   The  height  would  seem  to  vary  between 
about  150  and  200  feet  and  the  duration  between  about  six  and  eight  min- 
utes* 

Castle:   The  19U9  season  is  the  first  one  during  which  I  have  seen  the 
Castle  play  more  than  once  during  the  light  of  any  one  day.  This  happened 
three  times  in  August  and  once  during  September.   The  eruptions  occurring 
at  10:^0  a.m.  and  7:15  P«nu  on  August  22  marked  the  shortest  interval  - 
9-3/4  hours  -  I  have  observed  for  the  Castle.  During  previous  seasons 
15-1/2  hours  has  been  its  minimum. 

The  latter  part  of  the  season  not  only  found  the  Castle 
playing  with  greater  frequency,  but  displaying  a  different  type  of  an 
eruption  as  well.   This  eruption  would  be  of  but  a  minute  and  half  to 
two  minutes  in  duration;  the  height  from  sixty  to  seventy  feet, 

During  the  season  the  Castle  and  the  Grand  were  observed  playing 
simultaneously  on  seven  separate  occasions.   On  ten  other  dates  their 
active  periods  were  not  separated  by  more  than,  an  hour.  This  activity  is 
no  doubt  entirely  coincidental,  but  it  furnishes  interesting  materiel 
for  speculation. 

Cliff:  Three  eruptions  were  determined  for  this  geyser  during  the  past 
season.  This  marked  the  first  activity  I  have  observed  for  this  geyser 
since  the  .1939  season.  During  the  1939  season  when  the  Cliff  was  active 
one  or  more  times  each  day  the  eruptions  would  last  for  about  twenty 
minutes.  The  duration  of  the  active  period  for  two  of  this  seasons 
determined  eruptions  was  over  an  hour  and  a  half, 

Daisy:  The  Daisy  was  a  frequent  and  consistent  performer  all  season.  For 
360  eruptions  checked,  one  hour  and  fifty-five  minutes  was  the  average 
length  of  interval.  The  intervals  varied  between  eighty-five  and  one 
hundred  and  eighty  minutes.  Five  to  fifteen  minutes  was  the  usual  varia- 
tion from  average.   On  but  one  observed  occasion  was  the  Daisy's  activity 
delayed  due  to  the  activity  of  a  geyser  having  subterraneous  connections 
with  the  Daisy. 

Fan  and  Mortar :  The  Fan  and  Mortar  erupt  simultaneously.  Two  eruptions 
were  noted  for  the  season.  The  activity  lasts  from  seven  to  ten  minutes 
and  is  very  spectacular,  water  being  played  from  nine  separate  vents.  The 
Mortar  has  a  marked  steam  phase  at  the  close  of  the  eruption. 
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Great  Fountain:  During  the  entire  season  the  Great  Fountain  has  played 
with  a  greater  degree  of  regularity  than  during  any  previous  season  it  has 
been  under  my  observation.  The  eruptions  occur  approximately  every  twelve 
hours.  From  five  to  seven  days  at  a  stretch  it  has  been  playing  at  about 
the  same  time  each  day.  Then  one  or  two  long  internals  would  intervene, 
advancing  the  time  from  four  to  six  hours,  following  which  the  eruptions 
would  again  occur  at  about  the  same  time  each  day  for  the  length  of 
period  indicated* 

Giant ;  The  Giant  was  active  on  September  I4.  and  again  on  September  17 • 
These  eruptions  are  suggestive  that  the  Giant  might  again  be  entering 
one  of  its  active  cycles. 

The  Giant,  like  a  number  of  other  geysers,  both  major  and  minor 
ones,  is  cyclic  in  its  functioning.  In  the  case  of  the  Giant  its  active 
cycles  last  for  about  two  years  and  its  dormant  ones  for  four  or  more 
yeers.  1938  and  1939'  end  19^3  &rid  19^  were  its  last  periods  of  activity 0 
It  was  dormant  during  the  intervening  years. 

Giantess:  But  one  eruption  of  the  Giantess  occurred  during  the  season; 
starting  at  8:15  a.m.  on  August  3»  i"t  wa£  active  for  about  fifteen  hours. 

The  eruption  was  not  typical  though  not  an  uncommon  one  for 
the  Giantess.  Most  of  the  eruptions  of  the  Giantess  are  not  accompanied 
by  a  steam  phase,  and  last  for  twentyfifour  hours  or  more.  The  eruption 
on  August  3  had  the  steam  phase  and  was  not  characterized  by  the  inter- 
mittent functioning,  typical  of  most  eruptions. 

For  the  first  hour  water  played  steadily  from  the  Giantess, 
surges  reaching  a  height  of  a  hundred  feet  or  more.  The  water  phase  then 
turned  to  a  steam  one,  which  continued  with  diminishing  force  for  the 
remainder  of  the  eruptior.   The  first  fifteen  minutes  of  the  steam  phase 
was  very  impressive.  The  forcefulness  of  the  steam  ejection  is  the  basis 
for  the  stories  of  the  Giantess  producing  earth  tremors  during  an  eruption 

Grand:  One  hundred  and  twenty-one  eruptions  were  determined  for  the 
Grand  during  the  19U9  period  of  observation.   The  shortest  interval  was 
twelve  hours  and  longest  thirty-six  hours;  the  average  interval  for  the 
121  eruptions  being  twenty  hours* 

On  September  9  "the  Grand  went  on  a  rampage,  displaying  one  of 
those  unusual  eruptions  for  which  it  is  famous.   Instead  of  the  usual 
twenty  minutes  of  play  and  the  average  eleven  separate  eruptions,  the 
activity  lasted  for  nearly  an  hour,  during  which  forty  -five  major 
eruptions  were  counted. 
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Green  Spring:  From  July  1  until  July  20  the  Green  Spring  was  very  active 
playing  several  times  each  day.  Since  July  20  it  has  been  dormant. 

The  Green  Spring,  like  the  Giant,  is  cyclic  in  its  functioning. 
Its  functioning  periods: are  rare  and  apparently  of  short  duration.  The 
Green  Spring  would  seem  to  be  connected  underground  with  the  Rainbow  Pool© 
AH  geysers  which  have  subterraneous  connections  with  other  thermal 
features  show  great  irregularity  in  their  active  periods. 

in  eruption  of  the  Green  Spring  lasts  from  four  to  five  minutes „ 
Its  eruptions  are  fitful,  with  occasional  splashes  going  about  twelve 
feet  high.  Considerable  water  is  discharged  during  the  entire  period  of 
play. 

Morning  Geyser;  Eleven  eruptions  of  the  Morning  occurred  during  the  current 
season,  as  against  thirty-six  last  season.  The  Morning  Geyser  shows  great 
irregularity.   Being  connected  underground  with  other  springs  and  geysers 
it  is  cyclic  in  its  functioning.   Its  history  since  the  discovery  of  the 
Park  would  seem  to  indicate  that  its  active  cycles  are  short  and  its 
dormant  ones  of  much,  much  great  duration.  The  Morning  Geyser  is  a  good 
example  in  indicating  that  the  period  Yel  low stone  *s  thermal  features 
have  been  under  observation  is  far  too  short  to  have  determined  progressive 
change  in  any  geyser  or  hot  spring,  or  what  the  trend  of  geyser  activity 
might  be. 

All  of  the  eruptions  of  the  Morning  this  season,  as  during  the 
previous  two  seasons  it  has  been  playing,  were  followed  by  the  unfailing 
chain-like  action.  Feom  three  to  six  hours  following  the  Morning's  play 
the  Clepsydra  would  go  into  an  eruption  which  would  last  for  a  minimum 
of  three  hours.  Six  or  more  hours  following  Clepsydra's  play  the  Fountain 
Geyser  would  play  one  and  usually  two  times. 

*Plume  Geyser:  As  during  the  two  previous  seasons,  this  geyser  has  been 
a  frequent  and  interesting  performer.  The  duration  of  the  activity  is 
from  four  to  five  minutes  and  the  height  from  twenty  to  thirty  feet. 

The  19U2  season  was  the  first  I  had  ever  observed  any  activity 
in  this  geyser.   It  plajred  several  times  that  season.  From  then  and 
until  19U6  no  observations  were  made.   During  I9I46  no  activity  was  ob- 
served.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  19^7  season  it  has  been  a  frequent 
and  regular  performer;  the  eruptions  occurring  every  fortyQfive  minutes 
to  an  hour. 

The  Plume  is  located  about  one  hundred  feet  west  of  the  Anemone 
on  Geyser  Hill.   Its  tube  is  small,  about  a  foot  in  diameter  at  the  surface 
bending  into  the  geyserite  about  a  foot  below  the  surface.   Wo  water,  or 
any  evidence  of  a  surface  connection  with  a  water  supply  is  suggested 
during  the  quiet  phase. 

*  This  geyser  has  no  official  name  as  yet.  The  name  plume  has  been 
suggested  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  David  de  L.  Condon.  The  name  is  de- 
scriptive, the  display  of  water  suggesting  a  plume. 
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Riverside;  The  Riverside  Geyser  again  proved  itself  to  be  the  most 
regular  of  the  major  geysers.  From  June  1  until  September  23  it  played 
3l|.8  times.  The  average  interval  was  seven  hours  and  fifty-one  minutes. 
Until  August  22  the  average  had  held  at  eight  hours,  forty-five  of  the 
eruptions  occurring  within  ar  hour  of  three  p.m.  From  August  22  and  until 
the  close  of  the  season  the  average  interval  was  seven  and  one  half  hours. 

Vault:  The  Vault  was  active  one  or  more  times  each  week  during  the 
entire  season,  in  active  phase  of  the  Vault  lasts  about  twelve  hours,  the 
eruptions  occurring  at  about  hourly  intervals. 

The  great  resurgence  of  geyser  activity  on  Geyser  Hill  which 
started  during  the  winter  of  19^6  end  19U7  continued  unabated  during 
the  present  season,  the  Beehive,  the  Plume,  the  Vault  and  an  unnamed 
geyser  being  responsible  for  the  continuation  of  the  increase  in  activity. 
The  amount  of  geyser  activity  on  Geyser  Hill  has  been  greater  the  past 
three  seasons  than  during  any  season  since  the  turn  of  the  century. 

Of  the  unnamed  geysers,  and  one  which  I  have  not  seen  in  action 
prior  to  this  season,  one  in  the  Myriad  Group  behind  the  Old  Faithful  Inn 
has  been  an  interesting  and  frequent  performer.  During  the  greater 
part  of  the  season  it  was  playing  several  times  each  day  to  a  height  of 
about  twenty  feet,  the  eruptions  lasting  from  twenty  to  thirty  minutes 0 
I  have  not  seen  it  in  action  since  the  first  of  September, 

Old  Faithful 

With  few  exceptions  people  who  have  seen  Old  Faithful  during 
some  previous  visit  to  the  Park  will,  when  observing  it  at  a  later  visit, 
dolefully  remark  that  this  famous  geyser  is  not  the  geyser  in  magnitude, 
regularity  and  spectacular  display  that  greeted  them  at  the  time  they 
first  viewed  it.   "Isn't  it  true  that  Old  Faithful  is  slowing  down",  is 
a  question  which  one  has  to  counter  daily.   The  records  which  have  been 
kept  of  Old  Faithful  are  free  of  any  such  pessimism.  During  the  19U9 
season  Old  Faithful  played  more  times  and  to  more  people  than  during  any 
previous  season  on  record.   117U  eruptions  were  checked  during  the  season0 
The  longest  interval  was  on  July  10  —  88  minutes;  the  shortest  on  June  11 
35  minutes.  The  average  interval  for  the  season  was  62,3  minutes  I   I 
know  of  no  previous  season  when  Old  Faithful  has  played  on  as  short  an 
average0   Old  Faithful  answers  the  query  as  to  whether  or  not  it  is 
slowing  down.

REPORT  OF  THE  NATURALIST 

OCTOBER  -   19' 


General 

The  first  part  of  the  month  of  October  there  was   good  weather 
but  the  two  weeks   in  mid  month  gave   promise  of  an  exceedingly  early- 
winter  with  cold  weather  and  relatively  heavy  snowfall  throughout  the 
entire  park  area  and  the   country  north.     With  the   development  of 
adverse  weather  it  became  necessary  to  close  all  the  wayside   exhibits 
and  this  was   accomplished  on  October  21.     Adverse  weather  also  made 
it  necessary  to  terminate  the   geyser  basin  cleanup  program  on  this 
same  date.     The  last  few  days   of    October  have  been  as  delightful   as 
any  that  we  have  had  all   season  and   gives   promise   of  several   days    of 
good  weather  in  November,     The  Division* s   activities  have  been  con- 
fined largely  to  headquarters  office  work. 

Administration 

The  activities   of  the  Naturalist  Division  have  been  under 
the  direct   administrative  charge  of  Chief  Park   Mature list  Condon, 

Special  Activities   and  Conferences 

During  the  month  the  copy  for  the  Yellowstone  Park  broad- 
side was   reviewed  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist   and  returned  to  the 
Superintendent ' s   office • 

On  the   11th  the   Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended  a  conference 
in  the  Superintendent's   office  on  the  proposals  for  changes   in  the 
fishing  regulations.      In  attendance   at  this  meeting  were   Superintendent 
Rogers,   Curtis  K.   Skinner,  W.   Leon  Evans,  William  S.   Chapman,   Fred  T, 
Johnston,   Joseph  Joffe,  Walter  H,  Kittams  and  David  de   L.    Condon • 

Chief  Park   Naturalist  Condon  made  two  trips   into  the  field 
with  Chief  Ranger  C,   K.   Skinner  to  make   studies  of  thermal   areas  for 
path  development  and   safety  signing  and  controls,     A  trip  was  made 
to  the  Old  Faithful   area  on  the   ll+th  and  the  Mud  Volcano   and  West 
Thumb  area  on  the  27th, 


Marie  Augspurger,    author  of  the  book  Yellowstone  National 
Park  published  by  Naegele-Auer  Publishing  Company,   visited  the   Chief 
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Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  17th,  Matters  pertaining  to  her 
publication  and  other  interests  in  Yellowstone  were  discussed.  A 
16am  motion  picture  used  by  Miss  Augspurger  was  reviewed  by  the  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  and  suggestions  made  on  editing  and  titling  it, 

A  manuscript  submitted  by  Miss  Mildred  Ericson  on  Yellow- 
stone Park  subject  matter  was  reviewed  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
and  returned  to  her* 

On  October  31  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  attended  the 
Rotary  Club  meeting  in  Livingston,  Montana  in  company  with  Superin- 
tendent Rogers,  Joseph  Joffe  and  T,  Paul  Wilcox.  Messrs.  Rogers, 
Joffe  and  Condon  made  short  talks. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  Sunday  School  services  were  held  each  Sunday 
at  10:30  a.m.  and  have  been  well  attended  by  members  of  the  community. 
Rev.  E,  A.  Syms  of  Livingston,  Montana  conducted  non-sectarian  services 
at  7*30  p.m.  on  the  9th  and  23rd.   He  held  a  communion  service  for  all 
denominations  on  the  30th  at  7*30  p.m. 

In-Service  Training 

The  only  in-service  training  services  conducted  was  the  pub- 
lication of  the  Yellowstone  Weekly  News  Letter  which  was  circulated 
to  Service  employees. 

Interpretive  Services 

On  October  3  a  special  program  was  presented  in  the  Mammoth 
canteen  for  the  members  of  the  Mammoth  community  when  Francis  P, 
Farquhar's  l6mm  motion  picture  of  a  trip  down  the  Colorado  River 
was  shown.  There  were  128  people  in  attendance  at  this  program. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  gave  a  talk  to  the  Methodist 
Church  Women's  group  in  Livingston,  Montana  at  their  fall  festival. 
There  were  120  present  and  they  proved  to  be  a  very  receptive  audience* 

On  the  6th  of  October  Professor  G.  A.  Kelker  from  Utah  State 
Agriculture  College  brought  a  group  of  I4.8  students  into  the  park.   On 
the  7th  this  group  visited  the  headquarters  museum  and  spent  the  day 
there.   Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  devoted  several  hours  time  to  a 
discussion  of  National  Park  Service  ideals,  policies  and  objectives 
with  this  group.  They  spent  considerable  time  examining  study 
collections  and  museum  exhibits. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

Requests  from  educational  institutions  for  specimens  of 
various  kinds  for  use  in  educational  work  were  filled  by  the  Natur- 
alist Division,  There  were  three  shipments  of  representative  hand 
specimens  of  rocks  sent  out  to  these  schools. 
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A  number  of  Indian  artifacts  were  accessioned  during  the 
month.  These  artifacts  were  found  in  Yellowstone  National  Park  and 
the  donors  were:  George  Marler,  C.  K.  Skinner,  R.  L.  Boehne,  Gertude 
Alcorn,  Glen  Alcorn  and  John  Alcorn. 

All  displays  of  educational  nature  were  closed  on  October  21 
when  the  shutters  were  placed  on  the  wayside  exhibits,  all  museums 
having  been  closed  earlier  in  the  season. 

Personnel 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month  except 
for  8  hours  annual  leave  taken  on  the  20th.   Park  Naturalist  Watson 
was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  22  hours  annual  leave  taken,  and 
Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  U  hours 
annual  leave  taken  on  the  10th.  Clerk  stenographer  Betty  Lee  Proznick 
was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  annual  leave  taken  on  the  6th  and  7th, 

The  efficiency  ratings  on  all  seasonal  park  ranger  natur- 
alists were  completed  during  the  month  and  sent  to  the  Superintendent's 
office  for  review  on  the  27th. 

Mr.  George  D.  Marler,  who  has  been  employed  by  the  Engineering 
Division  on  geyser  basin  path  and  cleanup  work,  terminated  his  services 
on  the  21st« 

Research  and  Observation 

One  lone  pelican  was  observed  by  Park  Naturalist  Watson  on 
the  Gibbon  River  at  the  lower  end  of  the  Gibbon  Meadows  on  October  llj.» 
Pelicans  are  very  rarely  seen  on  the  west  side  of  the  park  and  even 
more  rarely  seen  at  this  season  of  the  year.  Evidence  during  September 
indicated  that  all  pelicans  had  left  the  lake  area  excepting  one  lone 
bird  and  it  is  conceivable  that  the  one  seen  by  Park  Naturalist  Watson 
was  that  individual. 

An  old  bull  elk  who  is  visiting  the  parade  grounds  at  park 
headquarters  has  proven  to  be  a  source  of  unusual  interest  and  an 
oddity  because  he  has  shed  one  antler  already  and  the  remaining  one 
is  simply  a  long  flattened  spike.  This  animal  apparently  is  so  old 
that  there  has  been  a  retrogression  in  its  antler  development  and  he 
presents  a  grotesque  appearance  with  his  size  and  single  antler* 

The  last  observations  of  sandhill  crane  were  made  on  October  ll+ 
when  a  pair  were  seen  in  the  Fountain  Flats  in  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin. 
One  of  these  birds  had  a  pronounced  limp  in  its  left  leg  as  it  attempted 
to  walk. 

An  ocular  examination  was  made  on  the  li|th  of  a  section  of 
the  Firehole  River  immediately  below  Biscuit  Basin  by  Chief  Ranger 
C.  K.  Skinner  and  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  to  determine  if  possible 
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■whether  there  remained  a  good  fish  population  after  the  seasons 
heavy  fishing.  On  a  stretch  of  river  some  100  yards  long  an  estimated 
75  fish  were  seen.  Many  of  these  appeared  to  be  from  12  to  18  inches 
in  length.  The  majority  of  them  were  feeding  on  the  surface  and  other 
fish  were  observed  rising  in  large  numbers  in  other  places  along  the 
Firehole  River.  The  evidence  obtained  on  these  observations  indicated 
to  the  observers  that  there  still  remained  a  good  fish  population  in 
this  stream. 

In  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin  Mr.  George  Marler  has  done  a 
commendable  job  of  cleaning  out  pools,  thermal  area  run-off s  and  geyser 
vents.  This  clean  up  work  should  help  to  preserve  the  identity  of 
the  thermal  features. 

At  the  close  of  October  there  has  developed  a  large  concen- 
tration of  ducks,  geese,  trumpeter  swan  and  other  water  fowl  on  the 
Yellowstone  River  and  in  the  Lake  area.  One  family  of  seven  gray 
cygnets  and  the  adults  have  been  observed  on  three  occasions  along  the 
Yellowstone  River  and  at  the  lake  outlet.   There  have  been  several 
families  seen  which  appeared  to  have  five  cygnets.  A  pair  of  black 
bellied  plover  have  been  seen  at  the  mouth  of  Alum  Creek  on  three 
different  occ  as  i  ons •

Natural  History  Association

All  books  which  were  handled  by  the  Association  on  a  consign- 
ment basis  were  returned  and  all  accounts  closed  to  terminate  the 
years  physical  operatiors  for  this  Association. 

On  October  26  the  Yellowstone  Nature  Notes  were  placed  in 
the  mail  and  li71  were  distributed.  The  annual  statistical  report 
for  Yellowstone  National  Park  was  prepared  on  the  Association^ 
multilith  on  October  5« 

The  Association  ordered  during  the  month  a  large  number  of 
books,  pamphlets  and  other  materials  for  the  park  library. 
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Equipment  and   Supplies 

The  quarters   occupied  by  seasonal   park   ranger  naturalists 
were   fixed  up  considerably  by  Park   Naturalist  Alcorn  during  the  month, 
ill  property  and  equipment   in  the   field  was   inventoried  and  checked 
and  that  property  needing  repairs  was  brought   into  the   park  headquar- 
ters  so  that  this  work  cculd  be   accomplished  during  the  winter  months.

"OTHER"  are  Rangers,  Clerical  Personnel,  and  the  like  who  may  be  called  in  to  help  interpret  the  area. 

CONDUCTED  TRIPS:  Trips  conducted  by  N.P.S.  personnel  in  the  field  or  through  ruins,  to  Historic  structures,  or  other  fea- 
tures of  the  area. 

TALKS:  Regularly  scheduled  talks  within  Service  areas  presented  either  by  Service  Personnel  or  by  outside  speakers  under 
Service  sponsorship.

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General 

November  of  19U9  will  probably  be  referred  to  for  many  years 
to  come  as  one  of  the  most  open  months  to  occur  in  this  area.  Weather 
conditions  were  ideal  for  field  trips  and  it  was  possible  to  travel 
the  roads  of  the  park  to  most  areas  at  all  times.   Some  of  the  personnel 
of  the  division  took  advantage  of  the  good  weather  and  spent  considerable 
time  on  annual  leave  so  that  they  could  avail  themselves  of  some  of 
the  recreational  possibilities  in  the  vicinity  of  the  park.  The  major 
activities  of  the  division  centered  around  museum  and  office  routine 
but  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  make  several  field  trips  out  into  the 
park  for  observation  purposes.  Visitor  attendance  in  the  park  was 
light  even  though  weather  conditions  were  good  and  only  a  limited 
number  of  people  asked  the  privilege  of  visiting  the  museum* 

Administration 

The  division  activities  were  administratively  supervised  by 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  throughout  the  entire  month. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

On  November  2  an  inspection  trip  was  made  by  the  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  and  Chief  Park  Ranger  Skinner  to  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin 
where  the  trails  of  the  area  were  hiked  over  and  observations  made  on 
potential  hazards  of  the  hydrothermal  features  to  the  visiting  public. 
On  this  trip  decisions  were  made  as  to  what  might  be  proposed  at  some 
places  to  afford  additional  protection  to  the  visitors » 

The  regular  staff  meetings  of  the  division  heads  were  attended 
in  the  Superintendent's  office  on  the  l6th  and  again  on  the  22nd « 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  Sunday  School  program  was  held  each  Sunday  morning 
at  10:30,  with  a  large  number  of  the  children  of  the  community  attending 
and  quite  a  number  of  the  parents. 

Non-sectarian  church  services  were  conducted  on  Sunday  evening, 
the  13th  and  27th  at  7:30  p.m.  by  Rev.  E.  A.  Syms  of  Livingston,  Montana. 
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On  November  6  Rev.  Syms  conducted  baptismal  services  at  which  time 
the  son  of  D'Orion  Chew  of  Gardiner,  Montana  was  baptised.  On 
November  28  Rev.  Webster  Clement  conducted  Lutheran  services  in  the 
Yellowstone  Park  chapel* 

In-Service  Training 

The  regular  weekly  news  letter  of  Yellowstone  Park  was  pub- 
lished by  the  Naturalist  Division  every  Thursday. 

Interpretive  Services 

As  an  aid  to  the  understanding  of  the  igneous  and  metamorphic 
rocks  a  set  of  these  rock  specimens  were  sent  to  the  J.  M.  Tate  High 
School  at  Gonzales,  Florida,  for  their  use  in  school  work. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  talked  to  a  group  of  75  people 
at  the  Federal  Employees  Union  banquet  in  the  Bozeman  Hotel  on  November 
19«  This  talk  was  on  Yellowstone  National  Park  and  lasted  about  one 
hour. 

Considerable  work  was  done  on  the  planning  work  for  self- 
guiding  nature  trails  which  will  be  operated  during  the  1950  season 
at  Old  Faithful,  Norris  and  Mammoth. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  old  lodge  at  Mammoth  was  torn  down  during  the  month  and 
a  check  was  periodically  made  in  an  attempt  to  determine  whether  any- 
thing of  value  as  artifacts  were  being  disposed  of  or  to  be  found  there. 
Two  bronze  plaques  were  salvaged  which  are  of  questionable  value. 
These  are  going  to  be  retained  until  a  decision  is  made  as  to  whether 
it  is  desirable  to  accession  them  and  retain  them  in  storage. 

During  the  month  several  Indian  artifacts  found  by  park 
personnel  have  been  turned  over  to  the  museum  and  have  been  accessioned 
and  placed  in  our  archives. 

Considerable  time  was  spent  by  members  of  the  division  in 
securing  materials  for  the  construction  of  shelf  storage  space  in  the 
old  laboratory  under  the  storehouse.  This  space  has  been  made  available 
for  storage  space  of  museum  accessioned  materials  which  are  too  large 
for  storage  in  the  museum  basement,  and  for  supplies  and  equipment  of 
the  division.  It  is  planned  that  during  the  month  of  December  shelves 
will  be  installed  and  materials  properly  stored  away. 

Personnel 

Word  was  received  on  November  2  of  the  approval  of  the  pro- 
motion of  W.  Verde  Watson  from  a  P-2  to  P-3  classification.  The  pro- 
motion became  effective  October  20. 
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Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month  except 
for  three  hours  annual  leave  taken  on  the  17th,  Park  Naturalist 
Watson  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  61+  hours  annual  leave  and 
eight  hours  sick  leave.  Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  was  or  duty  all  month 
except  for  32  hours  of  annual  leave.  Clerk-stenographer  Betty  Lee 
Proznick  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  12  hours  annual  leave. 

Research  and  Observation 

A  field  trip  was  made  to  the  Lake  and  West  Thumb  areas  on 
November  1,  At  this  time,  in  counting  trumpeter  swan  seen  along  the 
Yellowstore  River,  at  the  Lake  outlet,  at  the  Beach  Spring  Lagoon  and 
Mary  Bay  a  total  of  62  birds  were  counted.  There  were  several  families 
with  five  cygnets  and  one  family  with  seven  cygnets. 

In  examining  the  thermal  area  on  the  lake  shore  about  l-l/2 
miles  east  of  West  Thumb  it  was  noted  that  many  of  these  beautiful 
pools  have  large  quantities  of  rubbish  in  them  consisting  of  lumber 
of  various  kinds,  crates,  buckets,  tin  cans  and  other  debris.   It  is 
planned  that  efforts  will  be  made  early  next  season  to  remove  much  of 
this  material. 

At  the  West  Thumb  area  a  very  interesting  hot  pool  of  water 
with  a  great  amount  of  fine  clay  in  suspension  was  studied  for  some 
time.  In  this  pool  were  twelve  very  odd  discs  of  clay  floating  about. 
These  discs  of  clay  resembled  very  much  a  Mexican  sombrero  in  appear- 
ance and  were  constantly  being  shifted  about  in  the  pool  by  the  eddying, 
boiling  action  of  the  water  as  the  gsses  and  steam  bursts  came  up 
through  it.  The  largest  of  these  clay  discs  had  a  diameter  of  approxi- 
mately five  inches.  There  was  an  extremely  delicate  balance  which 
kept  these  peculiar  discs  afloat.  The  exact  method  by  which  they 
were  formed  could  not  be  accurately  determined  but  there  was  consi- 
derable conjecture  as  to  their  origin.  An  attempt  to  salvage  one  of 
these  discs  for  detailed  examination  disturbed  the  water  surface  and 
water  washed  over  the  rim  of  two  of  the  discs  and  they  immediately 
sank.  Two  of  them  were  salvaged  and  removed  from  the  pool  and  were 
found  to  be  composed  of  a  heavily  saturated  clay-like  material  much 
thicker  in  the  center  than  at  the  outer  edges  and  with  curled  rims. 
The  material  had  accummulated  in  concentric  lines  and  it  is  thought 
that  probably  a  small  gas  bubble  and  possibly  gas  enclosed  in  the  clay 
itself  kept  the  object  afloat.  The  disturbance  of  the  pools  surface 
in  salvaging  these  two  apparently  upset  the  balance  which  was  existent 
there  and  all  of  these  settled  to  the  bottom.  Those  which  were  saved 
upon  drying  cracked  into  small  fragments  but  from  the  general  appear- 
ance resembled  concretions.  This  pool  will  be  examined  again  in  the 
spring  to  see  whether  this  peculiar  phenomena  will  have  occurred 
once  more  and  formed  these  odd  discs. 


Herds  of  bison  were  seen  in  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin  area  on 
the  first,  1+th  and  22nd.   On  these  occasions  there  were  as  many  as 
60  animals  seen  in  one  bunch.  Several  pictures  were  made  of  these 
but  on  all  occasions  it  was  late  in  the  afternoon  and  the  results, 
although  satisfactory,  were  not  excellent.

On  November  U  the  area  of  White  Creek  in  the  Lower  Geyser 
Basin  was  explored  and  one  of  the  interesting  things  observed  up  this 
creek  was  a  hot  pool  of  considerable  size  which  was  so  warm  that  you 
could  not  stand  to  hold  your  finger  in  the  water,  and  yet  across 
through  the  center  of  this  pool  at  a  point  where  the  water  was  of 
considerable  depth  a  bison  had  gone  through*  Certainly  this  animal 
after  having  completed  his  trip  through  this  pool  must  have  been 
thoroughly  warmed  up. 

Qc  this  field  trip  of  the  1+th  the  Daisy  Geyser  was  seen  in 
eruption  twice  and  other  geysers  seen  erupting  were  the  Riverside, 
Castle  and  Old  Faithful  geysers. 

David  M.  Beal,  a  student  of  the  Idaho  State  College  at 
Pocatello  was  at  park  headquarters  on  the  "Jth   and  used  the  Yellow- 
stone Park  library  in  obtaining  information  on  a  research  study  that 
he  is  conducting.  Mr.  Beal  was  loaned  some  reference  material  from 
our  library, 

Mr.  Winston  Banko  of  the  Red  Rock  Lakes  Wildlife  Refuge, 
Fish  and  Wildlife  Service,  visited  Mammoth  on  the  8th  and  9th  and  used 
the  Yellowstone  Park  library  at  that  time  to  obtain  information  on 
trumpeter  swan.  Some  reference  material  was  loaned  to  Mr.  Banko. 
He  is  preparing  a  paper  on  the  trumpeter  swan  and  is  especially  con- 
centrating on  a  bibliography  of  all  published  information  on  t his 
species. 

On  November  21  considerable  time  was  spent  in  travel  over 
the  Mammoth  Hot  Spring  Terraces  and  examining  the  activity  of  the 
various  springs  there.  The  Narrow  Gauge  Terrace  is  exceedingly 
active  along  its  entire  length  with  the  water  coming  out  of  the  great 
crack  and  fissure  there  and  flowing  down  either  side.  With  the  open 
weather  and  with  cool  temperatures  there  has  been  a  very  colorful 
growth  of  algae  develop  in  the  hot  spring  runoffs.   It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  with  the  cooler  atmospheric  temperatures  there  is  a 
pronounced  increase  in  the  intensity  of  the  green  color  of  the  algae 
around  all  of  the  various  hot  spring  overflows.  The  Orange  Spring 
Mound  is  exceedingly  beautiful  and  unusually  interesting  because  of 
the  intense  color  pattern  which  has  developed  there# 

White  Elephant  Back  Terrace  is  very  active  along  its  entire 
crest  and  there  has  been  an  almost  complete  subsidence  of  activity 
in  the  upper  end  of  the  fissure  which  feeds  this  terrace.   Once  again 
the  water  from  Blue  Spring  on  the  Main  Terrace  is  flowing  down  over 
the  front  of  Jupiter  Terrace  and  creating  a  very  colorful  algal 
pattern  down  over  a  large  section  of  the  great  terrace  front. 
Probably  the  most  active  and  beautiful  spring  at  the  present  time  on 
terraces  which  is  readily  accessible  is  the  new  spring  which  has  been 
active  for  the  last  few  years  on  the  Palette  Spring  terrace  level. 
This  one  continues  to  be  exceedingly  active  and  very  colorful. 
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A  trip  was  made  to  Old  Faithful  on  November  22  to  discuss 
with  Park  Ranger  Ruben  Hart  the  recording  of  Old  Faithful  Geyser 
eruptions  during  the  winter  months,  An  eight-day  clock,  a  supply 
of  batteries,  wire  to  extend  from  Old  Faithful  Geyser  cone  area  to 
the  ranger  station  and  the  materials  to  pre-fabricate  a  recording 
disc  and  pen  recorder  were  taken  out  at  this  time.   It  was  decided 
that  by  confining  the  runoff  channel  from  Old  Faithful  Geyser  and 
constructing  a  shelter  and  arranging  a  control  whereby  an  electrical 
conract  would  be  made  each  time  Old  Faithful  Geyser  erupted  that  a 
rather  accurate  check  could  be  made  on  the  eruptions  of  Old  Faithful 
Geyser  both  day  and  night  on  the  chart  in  the  ranger  station.  Mr0 
Hart  set  up  the  apparatus  and  has  been  exceedingly  successful  in 
obtaining  a  continuous  record  to  date. 

On  November  22  the  Bee  Hive  erupted  about  5  P»m.  Daisy, 
Old  Faithful  and  Oblong  were  observed,  and  in  addition  the  Fountain 
Geyser  in  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin  was  watched  in  eruption  for  a  period 
of  about  one  hour,  and  during  this  time  a  number  of  black  and  white, 
colored  stills  and  moving  pictures  were  made.  Many  of  these  proved 
to  be  satisfactory. 

The  Uinta  ground  squirrels  have  been  out  cf  hibernation 
several  times  during  the  month  and  were  observed  by  Fark  Naturalist 
Alcorn  out  and  about  in  the  upper  end  of  the  Lamar  canyon  on  the  6th 
and  again  out  and  about  and  feeding  on  the  lawns  of  the  Mammoth 
powerhouse  on  the  20th. 

Library 

Considerable  time  was  spent  during  the  month  in  reviewing 
the  titles  presented  by  book  dealers  in  their  catalogs  in  order  to 
determine  those  which  it  was  desirable  to  purchase  for  the  Yellow- 
stone Park  Library.  A  number  of  orders  were  placed  for  a  number  of 
publications  from  the  various  book  dealers.  The  library  has  been 
used  considerable  by  employees  and  visitors  from  other  federal 
agencies  and  educational  institutions*

Natural  History  Association 

The  annual  report  cf  the  Association  was  prepared  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Superintendent,  Regional  Director,  Director  on  the  8th. 
Additional  information  on  the  Association's  business  for  years  gone 
by  was  prepared  and  provided  the  Director's  office. 

The  Association  sent  cut  an  order  for  a  Webster  tape  recorder 
and  expects  delivery  of  this  equipment  early  in  December. 
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The  November— December  19^9  issue  of  Yellowstone  Nature  Notes 
was  edited  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  published  by  the  Association, 
Three  hundred  and  seventy  five  copies  were  placed  in  the  mails  on 
November  28 • 

The  Association  hed  the  multilith  completely  serviced  and 
over-hauled  on  November  10. 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

The  Leica  camera  which  is  the  property  of  the  Yellowstone 
Library  and  Museum  Association  was  sent  out  for  repairs  on  November  2. 
A  very  peculiar  accident  occurred  to  this  camera  and  is  being  described 
here  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  might  read  this  report  so  that  they 
may  avoid  having  such  an  accident  occur  to  them. 

The  Leica  camera  has  a  focal  plane  shutter  composed  of  a 
rubberoid  fabric.  This  camera  was  apparently  left  in  the  seat  of  the 
automobile  in  such  a  position  that  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun  shone 
in  the  lens  without  a  lens  cap  on  and  this  focused  the  rays  of  the  sun 
on  a  very  small  point  in  the  focal  plane  shutter  and  burned  a  hole 
through  it.  This  hole,  of  course,  permitted  light  to  pass  through 
and  strike  the  film*   It  was  necessary,  therefore,  to  have  a  new 
shutter  placed  in  the  camera.  This  accident  will  never  cccur  again 
but  it  is  well  to  know  prolonged  exposure  to  the  direct  rays  of  the 
sun  will  so  focus  the  light  that  it  burns  such  material* 

The  speed  graphic  Ipc^  camera  had  minor  repairs  made  on  it 
here  with  parts  ordered  from  the  Graphlex  Corporation. 

The  physical  inventory  of  all  property  in  the  division  was 
completed  and  all  reports  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  storehouse 
during  the  month. 

Photographic  and  Visual  Aids 

There  were  hflO   feet  of  l6mm  colored  motion  picture  film 
exposed  during  the  month.  Most  of  this  footage  is  of  a  good  quality. 
Four  rolls  of  K-135  film  were  exposed  and  one  of  these  was  spoiled 
by  the  damaged  shutter  in  the  Leics  camera. 

The  selection  was  completed  on  the  25  Kodaslides  which  it 
has  been  decided  will  be  duplicated  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the 
needs  of  other  National  Park  Service  areas  for  representative  slides  of 
Yellowstone  National  Park.   In  addition  to  this  set  of  Kodaslides  an 
additional  set  of  them  has  been  selected  to  supplement  those  already 
in  the  field  sets  for  use  in  Yellowstone. 

Two  h  x   5  film  packs  were  exposed,  the  negatives  processed 
and  prints  made  for  the  photographic  files. 
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A   great  deal  cf  time  hes  been  spent  by  Park  Naturalist  Alcorn 
on  the  assembling  and  editing  of  l6mm  motion  picture  film.  This  program 
of  work  will  be  continued  for  several  more  weeks  since  there  is  a  vast 
amount  of  this  work  to  be  done*

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General 

The  generally  open  and  comparatively  warm  character  of  the 
weather  which  has  characterized  the  winter  season  thusfar  continued 
on  into  December;  snow  fall  was  light  and  temperatures  generally  mod- 
erate, though  one  subzero  period  was  experienced  during  the  latter 
half  of  the  month.  Snow  conditions,  however,  finally  presented  a 
severe  enough  condition  by  mid-month  to  necessitate  stoppage  of  travel 
into  the  park,  except  to  Cooke  City  via  the  Northeast  Gate,  and  the 
last  trip  to  West  Yellowstone  by  car  was  made  on  the  l6th.  Total  travel 
into  the  Park  during  the  month  was  light  and  no  visitors  made  use  of 
the  museum.  Museum  and  office  routine  were  the  major  activities  of 
the  division  during  the  month,  though  four  field  trips  were  made  during 
the  latter  half  by  Naturalist  personnel  in  connection  with  elk  reduc- 
tion operations. 

Administration 


The  activities  of  the  division  were  administratively  super- 
vised by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  through  the  21st  of  the  month, 
at  which  time  these  duties  were  assigned  to  Park  Naturalist  Watson 
for  the  remainder  of  the  period  during  which  time  Mr.  Condon  was  on 
annual  leave. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

A  short  conference  was  held  on  the  22nd  with  Professor  Don 
S.  Quimby  and  his  assistant  Mr.  Johnson,  both  of  Montana  State  College, 
relative  to  their  proposed  investigations  in  connection  with  the  elk 
reduction  program  and  Professor  Quimby's  collecting  permit  covering 
pertinent  materials  to  be  obtained  from  their  elk  carcass  investigations. 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended  regular  staff  meetings  of 
division  heads  during  his  period  of  active  duty  in  December,  but  such 
meetings  were  apparently  not  held  after  that  time. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  Sunday  School  program  was  held  at  10:30  a.m.  on 
the  1+th,  11th  and  18th.  A  fairly  high  percentage  of  the  community 
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children  attended  these  services,  but  the  number  of  parents  and  other 
adults  who  attended  was  not  large* 

Reverend  E.  A,   Syms  of  Livingston,  Montana,  conducted  non- 
sectarian  church  services  in  the  chapel  at  7:00  p.m.  on  the  11th  and  at 
7:30  p.m.  on  the  25th. 

A  community  "song  fest"  was  held  in  the  chapel  at  6:30  p.m. 
on  the  2l4th  at  which  time  Christmas  hymns  and  carols  were  sung  by  a 
fairly  large  gathering  of  community  and  Gardiner,  Montana,  residents. 

In-Service  Training 

The  regular  weekly  news  letter  of  Yellowstone  Park  was  pub- 
lished by  the  Naturalist  Division  every  Thursday  during  December « 

Interpretive  Services 

On  the  23rd  two  of  the  usual  sets  of  typical  Yellowstone  rocks 
were  made  up  for  shipment  under  government  frank.  One  was  sent  to  Miss 
Edith  Vasconcellow,  Honolulu,  and  one  to  Mr.  Coy  Hatton,  Anrdston, 
Alabama.  A  letter  was  written  to  accompany  each  set. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  spoke  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Kiwanis  Club  in  Livingston,  Montana  on  the  6th  of  December. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

One  Indian  artifact  found  by  a  park  employee  was  turned  over 
to  the  museum,  accessioned  and  placed  in  our  archives. 

Nothing  more  than  additional  planning  was  accomplished  in 
regard  to  the  installation  of  storage  shelves  in  the  old  laboratory 
for  use  by  the  Naturalist  Division.   It  was  anticipated  that  some 
actual  construction  would  be  done  during  December,  but  Park  Naturalist 
Alcorn's  imminent  departure  from  Yellowstone  made  it  necessary  for  him 
to  spend  his  remaining  time  on  other  tag  end  projects. 

Personnel 


Chief   Park  Naturalist  Condon  was   on  annual   leave  during  a  six 
hour  period  December  8  and  took  a  total   of  5U  hours   additional   annual 
leave   beginning  on  the  22nd   and   running  through  the  end  of  the   period. 
Park  Naturalist  V/atsor  was  on  duty  throughout  the  period   except  for  four 
hours   sick  leave  on  the  1st   and   one  hour  annual  leave  on  the  20th.      Park 
Naturalist  Alcorn,    except  for  eight  hours   annual  leave,  was  on  duty 
during  the  month  through  the  26th,   at  which  time  he  departed  for  his   new 
assignment  in  Sequoia  National   Park.     Clerk-Stenographer  Betty  Lee  Proznick 
was   on  duty  throughout  the  month  except  for  16  hours   annual  leave.

Research  and  Observation 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Park  Naturalist  Watson  ob- 
served and  took  photographs  of  various  phases  of  the  elk  reduction 
operation  on  December  20.  Later  in  the  month,  on  the  28th,  29th  and 
30th,  Park  Naturalist  Watson  made  field  trips  into  the  areas  where  elk 
reduction  operations  were  in  progress.  During  these  trips  observations 
were  made  of  significant  operations  and  effort  was  made  to  obtain  both 
movie  and  still  pictures  of  all  possible  phases  of  the  operation. 

A  young  cow  moose  was  seen  close  by  the  road  traversing  the 
insect  infested  area  on  the  Tower  Falls  road  by  Park  Naturalist  V/atson 
on  the  29th.  Though  moose  of  all  ages  are  not  an  uncommon  sight  along 
the  road  to  Tower  in  the  summertime,  their  presence  in  this  area  during 
the  winter  is  regarded  as  unusual 

Professor  Don  C.  ^uimby  of  the  Department  of  Zoology  and  En- 
tomology, Montana  State  College,  and  Mr.  Johnson,  a  graduate  student 
at  the  same  institution  called  at  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office 
on  the  22nd.  After  obt&ining  certain  information  relative  to  a  collecting 
permit  these  men  departed  for  the  site  of  the  elk  reduction  operation 
where  they  were  authorized  to  conduct  investigations  rel stive  to  para- 
sitism, measurements,  total  weight,  visera  weight,  age,  sex  and  general 
condition  of  the  slaughtered  animals.  These  men  spent  several  days  at 
the  scenes  of  this  operation  during  the  last  week  of  the  month,  and 
it  is  expected  that  they  will  make  at  least  one  more  trip. 

From  Old  Faithful  some  interesting  observations  are  reported 
by  Park  Ranger  Hart,   On  the  22nd  he  reported  that  the  Giantess  geyser 
began  erupting  about  10:00  a.m.,  and  when  contacted  again  on  the  2^rd 
he  stated  that  apparently  the  eruption,  except  for  a  steam  phase,  ter- 
minated sometime  during  the  night.  Hart  reports,  also,  that  the  auto- 
matic device  which  he  installed  to  record  the  eruptions  of  Old  Faithful 
has  been  working  very  satisfactorily  since  the  3°"th  of  November;  that, 
except  for  two  short  breaks  at  Christmas  time,  occasioned  by  icing  of 
the  equipment,  his  record  is  complete  arid  shows  upwards  of  700  eruptions, 
during  December.  Also  from  Old  Faithful  a  second  hand  report  from  winter- 
keeper  Kelly  is  the  statement  that  he  saw  a  "picket  pin"  squirrel  just 
south  of  his  quarters  on  the  8th  of  December. 

Library 

Catalogues  received  from  various  bock  dealers  during  the  month 
were  reviewed  in  search  of  titles  which  might  be  deemed  desirable  for 
purchase  by  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  for  addition 
to  the  Museum  Library,  and  some  orders  were  placed.  Employees  and  local 
residents  made  some  use  of  the  library  during  December.

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Natural  History  Association 

About  the  middle  of  the  month  the  Webster  tape  recorder,  called 
Ekotape,  which  was  ordered  last  month  by  the  Association  was  received. 
A  few  experimental  recordings  have  been  made  with  this  machine  thusfar 
which  have  been  most  satisfactory,  and  it  is  believed  that  it  will  serve 
many  good  uses  in  the  future. 

An   order  for  100  copies  of  the  revised  •  edition  of  "Exploring 
Our  Rational  Parks  and  Monuments"  was  received  on  the  12th  of  the  month. 

In  order  to  provide  additional  storage  space  for  file  copies 
of  "Yellowstone  Nature  Notes"  an  order  for  three  dozen  card  board  file 
boxes,  size  5-1/V'  x  10-1/2"  x  12-3/V'  was  placed  with  Gaylord  Bros.,  Inc. 
of  Stockton,  California.  These  boxes  were  delivered  late  in  the  month. 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

The  Leica  camera  which  was  sent  to  the  manufacturer  for  repairs 
and  general  overhaul  ir  November  has  net  thusfar  been  returned  to  us. 
Lacking  the  use  of  this  fine  piece  of  equipment,  quite  a  number  of  35nm 
Kodachrome  transparencies  were  missed  during  December. 

Photographic  and  Visual  Aids 

Late  in  the  month  approximately  600  feet  of  colored  movie  film 
was  exposed  in  an  effort  to  obtain  a  pictorial  record  of  the  various 
phases  of  the  elk  reduction  program*   In  connection  with  the  same  acti- 
vities 18  exposures  of  lox5  black  and  white  still  film  were  made.   None 
of  the  movie  footage  had  been  returned  from  the  processor  at  month  end,  so 
the  measure  of  success  reached  in  its  exposure  is  not  known.  All  still 
exposures  were  usable,  nine  being  chosen  by  the  Acting  Superintendent 
for  use  in  his  December  monthly  report*  In  addition  to  the  18  black 
and  white  exposures  mentioned  above,  6  others  were  made  of  miscellaneous 
subjects  making  a  total  of  21+  exposures  for  the  month. 

Considerable  time  was  spent  in  the  darkroom  during  the  period 
by  Park  Naturalist  Watson  during  which  lU.   black  and  white  I|x5  exposures 
were  processed  and  75  enlargements,  size  8x10,  were  made.  Thirty  each 
of  these  enlargements  were  used  in  the  November  Superintendent's  Report 
and  thirty  in  the  November  monthly  report  of  this  division;  eight  were 
made  to  fill  outside  requests  and  eight  were  placed  in  the  files. 

Of  a  miscellaneous  nature  under  this  heading  considerable  was 
accomplished  during  December  relative  to  the  filing  and  recording  of 
191+9  negatives,  mounting  of  prints  in  the  file  albums,  mounting  of  color 
transparencies,  and  selection  of  transparencies  for  duplication. 

On  the  2Jrd  three  different  sets  of  slides  were  sent  to  Mr. 
Harvey  Meston,  El  Paso,  Texas,  for  duplication.  From  one  of  these  sets 
26  duplicates  of  each  slide  will  be  made  and  from  these  duplicates  sets 
of  25  each  showing  typical  Yellowstone  scenery,  thermal  features,  and 
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wildlife  will  be  made  up  for  sending  to  the  many  Service  areas  who  have 
asked  us  for  slides.  From  enother  set  seven  of  each  slide  will  be  made 
for  use  in  augmenting  our  slide  sets  for  field  use.  The  third  set  of 
originals  was  sent  for  duplication  in  order  to  provide  John  McMillan 
with  a  set  of  Yellowstone  duplicates,  the  originals  having  been  picked 
by  him  last  summer.  The  total  shipment  of  originals  for  duplication 
included  168  slides. 

Park  Naturalist  Alcorn  continued  the  program  of  assembling 
and  editing  l6nm  motion  picture  film  up  until  the  time  of  his  departure 
for  Sequoia  National  Park  and  much  was  accomplished.  The  program, 
however,  is  not  completed  and  work  on  it  will  be  resumed  when  and  if 
the  time  is  available.
